OVERNOR PAUL CELLUCCI and 
House Speaker Tom Finneran are 
having a hard time deciding whether 
they’re bound by the results of the 1998 
election. 
Last November, two-thirds of voters ap- 
proved a ballot measure that puts stringent 
caps on campaign spending and

phone communications. The latter 
are of wavelengths similar to di- 
mensions of the human head — 
where maximal absorption of the 
radiation is understood to take 
place. 

I have briefed professors at the 
Harvard School of Public Health on 
my quantitative literature review of 
radio frequency (RF) bioeffects. The 
science is conclusive: this radiation 
produces adverse effects in humans 
and animals. Even industry consul- 


The influence of special- 
interest money on candidates is bad enough.

Kumin vs. Hemingway 


Ernest Hemingway would probably have had a tough time in the 
‘90s. At any rate, the icon of white machismo might have felt out of 
place at last weekend's PEN/Hemingway Awards, the climax of the 
two-day PEN New England writers’ symposium and Hemingway 
centennial (which was partially funded by the Hemingway Foundation). 

That was largely because of Pulitzer Prize-winning poet Maxine 
Kumin, who used the occasion to speak about her resignation last 
November as a chancellor of the Academy of American Poets in 
protest over the lack of women and minorities at the helm (on the 26- 
member board of directors, only Jamaica Kincaid is black). 

To Kumin's surprise at the time, the story was covered by the likes of 
the New York Times and National Public Radio. “Was it a slow news 
day? Hardly,” she told the PEN crowd at BoSton's John F. Kennedy 
Library, referring to the impeachment trial and the situation in Kosovo. 
“But it stood for a larger debate on how to achieve equality for women 
and minorities.” And the publicity paid off: when the Academy elected 
10 new chancellors last month, four were women and three were 
blacks. 

Kumin's speech wasn't limited to literary politics, of course. She also

aired her concerns about modern poetry, urging poets to take 
experimental risks instead of “turning inward to examine the inner 
configuration of a dandelion.” 

These remarks capped off the presentation of the PEN/Hemingway 
Award, which is given to the author of an exceptional first work of 
fiction, and the L.L. Winship award, which honors a book by a New 
England author or with a New England setting (and which the 
Phoenix’ Uoyd Schwartz helped judge). This year's Hemingway 
Award went to Rosina Lippi for Homestead (Houghton Mifflin). 
Winship winner Donald Hall gave an emotional reading from Without 
(Houghton Mifflin), a collection of poems he wrote about the iliness and 
death of his late wife, fellow poet Jane Kenyon. The weekend 
symposium’'s other guests included Nobel laureates Saul Bellow, 
Nadine Gordimer, Derek Walcott, and Kenzaburo Oe. 

Presenting the award that bore his father's name, Jack Hemingway 
provided a sweetly unaffected contrast to the crowd of big prize- 
winners. “I like to read potboilers,” he said when asked if he had read

Devil inside 


Some of the finest, most progressive design 
on the Web is in hell. That is, it lurks somewhere 
behind http://hell.com, the forbidding public face 
of a four-year-old artists’ collective called Hell. 
The group's list of a few dozen names 
represents a healthy cross-section of today's 
cutting-edge digital-art scene; its lush, textured 
works, or “events,” explore the medium's 
possibilities. 

Only you can't see that list. Or the events. 

Hell.com, the group's front door, is intentionally 
hard to crack. It’s an all-black page that flashes 
through a slightly opaque, off-putting script. (“Why 
is this called hell? Use your imagination.”) With a 
few devilish screenfuls of white-on-black text, 
Hell.com ingeniously taunts, infuriates, and 
makes you want in — kind of like a good bouncer. 
If you play with it, you can get your name on the 
mailing list to be invited to events. But it’s not 
designed to be easy. Says Kenneth Andorson, 
the site's founder: “It’s about provoking people to 
think, to discover.” 

It's provoked a lot of people so far. Without a 
single link in a single search engine, and 
absolutely no advertisements, Hell.com now gets 
in excess of 90,000 visitors a month, according 
to Andorson. Hackers have long taken the site's 
user-unfriendliness as a challenge, but Andorson 
says that everyone from frustrated users to upset 
religious fanatics now sends him e-mail 
messages — hundreds upon hundreds of them. 
Some corporations have showed up on his 
server logs, trying to get a look behind the 
curtain. 

It's hard to manage that without actually being 
a member, or a nosy journalist. But in January, 
Hell did send e-mails to 27,000 people who had 
registered for the list at Hell.com, inviting them 
to see a fluid digital collage called Surface (an 
immersive Shockwave applet). Another event, 
called Skin on Skin, is a voyage through an 
interactive love affair and will be on display 
soon. 

Between public events, Hell’s goal is to 
continue to develop what Andorson calis a 
“private parallel Web,” which seems to mean part 
digerati in-club, part creative rebellion against the 
increasingly corporate definition of new media. 
Like Andorson himself, it seems prickly at first. 
Then again, prickles can be exciting.

TT PARKING LOT of Channel 5’s 
Needham studio isn’t usually a rowdy 
place at six on a Saturday morning. But 
this isn’t your usual Saturday morning. Among 
the dishes and antennas, a large and vociferous 
crowd has gathered, here to audition for a 
“regular citizen” spot on the TV show 
Politically Incorrect. 

Many have been here all night, having come 
from as far away as Buffalo, New York. Out of 
the 100 or so people who showed up, only 50 
will be picked to audition — first come, first 
served.

The unpicked skulk 
off. “Their loss,” says one guy before climbing 
into his car.

associate producer when the session is over. 

Subsequent groups tread their topical 
minefields less cautiously.

Pulitzer Lite

It was bad enough when the 
Pulitzer board this week awarded the top 
prize for commentary to the It Girl of the 
New York Times op-ed page. It was worse 
when the judges specifically cited her su- 
perficial (if occasionally hilarious) columns 
on the Bill Clinton—Monica Lewinsky affair 
as “fresh and insightful.” But what made it 
nearly intolerable was that she beat out the 
Village Voice’s Nat Hentoff, one of the 
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OP-ED IT GIRL: Dowd never fails to 
pander to conventional wisdom. 


runners-up. Hentoff, an eloquent First 
Amendment stalwart since the 1950s, has 
never won a Pulitzer. 

Then again, Hentoff, an anti-choice civil- 
libertarian atheistic septuagenarian, makes 
people uncomfortable. Dowd, by contrast, 
never fails to pander to the conventional 
wisdom of the moment. 

There was a time when you couldn’t win 
a Pulitzer for punditry unless you were an 
old-fashioned chin-stroker on the order of 
James Reston (national reporting, New 
York Times, 1957), Walter Lippmann (in- 
ternational reporting, New York Herald 
Tribune Syndicate, 1962), or David 
Broder (commentary, Washington Post, 
1973). Those days, for better or worse, are 
over. 

But giving the award to Dowd smacks 
of Pulitzer Lite — especially when com- 
pared with recent winners in the commen- 
tary category. Last year the prize went to 
the New York Daily News’ Mike McAlary, 
who was dying of cancer. After battling 
back from an ethical lapse earlier in his 
career, McAlary earned the prize with his 
dogged reporting on Abner Louima, a 
Haitian immigrant who claimed he’d been 








brutalized by police. In 1997 the winner 
was the Boston Globe’s Eileen McNamara, 
a sometimes irritating moralizer who’s 
nevertheless a first-rate reporter and a 
passionate crusader. Even humorist Dave 
Barry, who won in 1988 when he was at 
the Miami Herald, had more interesting 
things to say about the human condition 
than Dowd does. Then again, that was 
before Barry put his brain on cruise 
control — a setting Dowd opted for four 
years ago, when she moved from the 

apmvipe worto ~=Times’ Washington bureau 
to the op-ed page. 

Unfortunately, commen- 
tary was not the only cate- 
gory infected with the 
Pulitzer Lite virus. The triv- 
ialization extended to fea- 
ture photography — and, if 
anything, the choice here 
was even more egregiously 
awful. The Associated Press 
— which also won in spot- 
news photography for its 
coverage of the embassy 
bombings in Kenya and 
Tanzania — got the feature 
award for its coverage of 
the impeachment drama. 
Do you remember any truly 
noteworthy images from the 
Clinton-Lewinsky-Starr 
mess? Me either. Cruise on 
over to the AP’s Web site 
(www.associatedpress.com) 
and you'll see why. The 
winning entry consists of 
photos by 15 photogra- 
phers who shot public 
events, most of them 
staged for the media. The 
pictures are competently 
executed but, with few ex- 
ceptions, show no more 
imagination than is needed, 
say, to stake out O.J. Simpson’s estate. 
Here’s Betty Currie showing up for her 
grand-jury interrogation. There are Monica 
Lewinsky and William Ginsburg walking to 
a waiting car. Here’s Bill Clinton biting his 
lip during that odious White House pep 
rally while Hillary glares with a mixture of 
defiance and disgust. 

The two finalists beaten out by this pre- 
fabricated photojournalism were Daniel 
Anderson, of the Orange County Register, 
who took pictures of children growing up 
in sleazy residential motels, and Bill 
Greene, of the Globe. I’m not familiar with 
Anderson’s work. I am familiar with 
Greene’s, and it says something pretty 
damning about the state of the Pulitzers 
that the AP’s celeb shots were deemed 
more worthy than Greene’s entry. 

Greene and writer Wil Haygood docu- 
mented the work of Donald Anderson (no 
relation, presumably, to Daniel Ander- 
son), an African-American social-justice 
advocate who travels throughout small ru- 
ral communities in the South. Greene’s 14 
published photos included remarkable 
shots of a boy arriving in a tuxedo for his 
middle-school graduation, a volunteer 
making the rounds of the local jail, and a 
woman taking care of her husband, who

Great stuff, 
but not good enough for the Pulitzers, ap- 
parently. Greene — currently shooting in 
the Balkans — will have to content him- 
self with being a two-time Newspaper 
Photographer of the Year, as chosen by 


the National Press Photographers Associa- 


tion and the University of Missouri. 

Greene’s was one of three Globe en- 
tries to make it to the finals. The others 
were Gail Caldwell’s book reviews and 
Dolores Kong and Robert Whitaker’s se- 
ries on psychiatric patients subjected to 
dangerous medical experiments. This was 
the third time Caldwell has been named a 
finalist. 

Which raises a question: one year after 
the Pulitzer judges came within a hair of 
awarding the commentary prize to Patri- 
cia Smith, who later resigned after it was 
revealed she had fabricated characters 
and quotes, is the Globe being punished? 
Certainly some at the Globe are wonder- 
ing whether that’s the case. In the after- 
math of Smith’s departure, it was learned 
that editor Matt Storin and his top lieu- 
tenants had strongly suspected Smith of 
faking columns in 1995. Maybe the 
judges, who named Smith a finalist last 
year, are pissed, although it should be 
noted that the Globe didn’t win anything 
last year, either. 

Perhaps the Globe can take heart from 
the experience of the Washington Post. In 
1981, the feature-writing prize was award- 
ed to Janet Cooke for her reporting on a 
seven-year-old heroin addict. Cooke was 
forced to give it back after it was revealed 
that she’d made it all up. The Cooke affair 
was the biggest embarrassment in Pulitzer 
history, far more damaging than Smith’s 
near-miss. Yet by 1983, the Post was back 
in the winners’ circle. 

Can the same thing happen at 135 Mor- 
rissey Boulevard? That’s impossible to say.

The Globe’s rookie metro editor, Peter 
Canellos, may already have learned a valu- 
able lesson in the aftermath of his toxic 
memo describing three-quarters of his re- 
porters as “not capable of writing a mar- 
quee Sunday piece” and most of his editors 
as incapable of editing them: when I asked 
him to comment, he declined. Smart move. 

Still, it’s going to take a while for his agi- 
tated staff to calm down. The memo was 
intended as a private communication for 
executive editor Helen Donovan, who’s 


Monday general-assignment slot. But Canel- 
los is widely viewed as a driving force behind 
both of those shifts — and friends of Elle- 
ment, who’s popular in the newsroom, went 
so far as to start a petition drive in protest. 

“There’s some deadwood, but to indict 
three-fourths of the staff — that’s just 
wrong,” says one reporter. 

Canellos tried to make amends — or at 
least to explain himself — at an hour-long 
meeting last Friday. Several sources say re- 
porter Judy Rakowsky was particularly out- 
spoken about the memo’s effect on morale, 
but Rakowsky declined to discuss her re-

been charged with revitalizing the Sunday 
paper. Somehow it ended up on a news- 
room buletin board. From there, it was 
only a matter of time before it ended up in 
the Boston Herald’s “Inside Track.” 

It’s not that Canellos was wrong. The 
“lack of talent on the staff,” as Canellos so 
indelicately put it, has been a massive ob- 
stacle to improving the Globe’s local cover- 
age for years (see “Get Me Rewrite,” 
News, May 22, 1998). To be sure, there is 
a sizable cadre of bright, hard-working re- 
porters. But the plain fact is that the 
Globe’s local coverage is uneven, and much 
of it is unnecessarily dull. 

Canellos, a veteran reporter who took 
over the top metro job in March after short 
stints as assistant city editor and city editor, 
was being viewed with some suspicion even 
before the memo. Earlier this year, his pre- 
decessor, Teresa Hanafin (now the paper’s 
computer guru), moved reporter Zachary 
Dowdy to a night shift and veteran court re- 
porter John Ellement to a Friday-through- 


marks with the Phoenix. A reporter who 
was present for most of the meeting came 
away grumbling. “It didn’t satisfy many 
people,” he says. “It didn’t make people 
feel good about what he thinks of them. It'll 
take some time to heal.” Another source 
says of Canellos, “He’s arrogant. Not hor- 
ribly so, but he’s got to knock that shit off.” 

Retorts a Canellos supporter: “Clearly 
it’s left some people feeling threatened. But 
maybe they ought to be.” 

In the meantime, Canellos should heed 
the words of Martin “The Mahatma” Lo- 
masney, the legendary ward heeler from 
Boston’s West End: “Never write if you can 
speak; never speak if you can nod; never 
nod if you can wink.” 


Remember Ruth Shalit? In the early 
1990s, she was the child prodigy of the New 
Republic, cranking out dauntingly well-writ- 
ten, conservative-oriented think pieces. She 
was the risingest of rising young stars, and 
she was soon writing for the likes of GQ

and the New York Times Magazine. But she 
was caught plagiarizing — not once, but 
several times. And before she could get her 
legs back under her, she blundered badly, 
writing a massive piece for TNR in 1995 
that criticized the Washington Post's affir- 
mative-action program. Her opus, unfortu- 
nately, was full of errors and misquotes, and 
resulted in a libel suit. 

Shalit has virtually disappeared since 
then, even as her younger sister, Wendy 
Shalit, has achieved some measure of fame 
for her antifeminist tract, A Return to Mod- 
esty (Free Press). 

It turns out that Ruth Shalit never really 
left — until now. She’s moving from 
Washington to New York, finally taking 
TNR editor Chuck Lane’s hint that maybe 
she ought to, you know, move on. She’s 
going into advertising. And — according 
to a terrific piece in last week’s Washing- 
ton CityPaper by media critic and editor in 
chief David Carr — she’s bitter. Her take on 
her inability to revive her magazine career: 
after another young TNR star, Stephen 
Glass, was exposed last year as an illu- 
sionist on the scale of Houdini, it was her 
fate to be forever lumped with him, even 
though her transgressions weren’t nearly 
as serious. 

“When people started writing pieces 
about Steve Glass, it all sort of got thinned 
out,” she whines to Carr. “It was ‘Steve 
Glass, fabulist’ and ‘Ruth Shalit, plagiarist.’ 
The rest of who I was and what I had done 
got dumped.” But though it’s true that 
Glass’s misdeeds were worse than Shalit’s, 
hers were certainly bad enough. Too bad 
she can’t see that. 

Carr’s prose is at times overwrought, es- 
pecially when he describes Shalit’s manipu- 
lative attempts to pull him into her emotional 
orbit. But for anyone interested in what went 
wrong with Shalit’s once-promising career, 
it’s a must-read. The CityPaper’s Web site is 
www.washingtoncitypaper.com.

president are finally starting to wade into 
the murky swamp of ideology — unsure 
whether they'll find their way out alive. 

After an early GOP campaign filled with 
little more than symbolism and sloganeer- 
ing, some serious issues have begun to 
emerge. War in Yugoslavia and new revela- 
tions of Chinese espionage have forced 
candidates to flesh out their foreign policy. 
And recently, the party’s two most promis- 
ing candidates finally explained their posi- 
tions on the issue that has given the Repub- 
licans so much. political grief: abortion. 

The party’s anointed savior, Texas gover- 
nor George W. Bush, told reporters last 
month that he supports the religious conser- 
vatives’ push for a constitutional ban on 
abortion. But, Bush said — performing a 
treacherous political tap dance — the 
Supreme Court’s 1973 Roe v. Wade decision 
legalizing abortion “will not be overturned 
until hearts are changed. Until then, we 
should focus on ways to reduce abortion.” 

Last week, former Red Cross president 
Elizabeth Dole — Bush’s understudy in the

role of marketable moderate — followed 
his lead. In a position paper disguised as a 
folksy letter to an Arizona supporter, Dole 
said she backs a pro-life amendment, but 
regretfully concedes it won’t happen. “We 
must recognize that good and honorable 
people disagree on the subject of abortion,” 
she wrote in what sounded like a plea for 


mercy from the far right. “We should agree 
to respectfully disagree.” 

Now, there’s a novel idea. The right wing 
of the GOP is famous for savaging party 
members who stray from conservative or- 
thodoxy — even, some Republicans think, 
at the cost of losing presidential elections. 
Many Republican moderates think that 
their party’s religious conservatives, by 
forcing moderate nominees to kowtow, 
play right into the Democrats’ hands. 

In Dole and Bush, though, Republicans 
believe they’ve found star candidates with a 
legitimate chance of beating a wooden Al 
Gore in 2000. At the same time, the GOP’s 
right wing has never looked more politically 
toxic. The religious right’s moralizing dur- 
ing the Clinton impeachment scandal 
seemed only to alienate the public, and it 
probably cost the GOP several congres- 
sional seats during the 1998 elections. 

For the 2000 campaign, then, the mod- 
erates have set out to shut the right wing 
up. They still blame conservative activists 
for damaging the party’s last two nominees 
— George Bush (the father) in 1992 and 
Bob Dole (the husband) in 1996. But the 
Christian soldiers will be marching onward

in 2000 — led be some hall. dozen 4 
licans who have joined the race with fire- 
and-brimstone social platforms. As Bush 
and Dole chart moderate courses on for- 
eign policy, trade, abortion, gay rights, and 
more, they must hope the disagreements 
will be as respectful as possible. 


HE REPUBLICANS’ dilemma isn’t a 

new one — Democrats went through 
the same thing in the 1980s. After their 
party lost five of six presidential elections, 
moderates founded the Democratic Lead- 
ership Council to move the Democrats to- 
ward the center and away from the far-left 
constituencies that seemed to be scaring 
voters away. 

Now it’s the Republicans who want to 
keep their extreme wing at bay, and leading 
the charge is the Republican Leadership 
Council (RLC). The RLC’s core message is 
that economics, not morality, is the key to 
political success. RLC executive director 
Mark Miller says the embarrassment of the 
1998 elections should be a lesson: “Any 
effort by the Republican party to dictate a 
specific moral agenda will turn voters off

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and lose elections.” 

Rockefeller Republicans like Miller have 
reasons to be optimistic. Clinton’s survival 
of Lewinskygate has deflated some key reli- 
gious-right leaders — including Paul 
Weyrich, the founder of the Free Congress 
Foundation, who recently distributed a let- 
ter to his supporters suggesting that they 
simply give up on the political process. 

But other conservatives, undaunted by 
Clinton’s cockroach-like ability to survive, 
are determined to do something about the 
spiritual rot they see in fin de siécle America. 
“The reports of the religious right’s demise 
are embellished,” says one moderate Repub- 
lican official. Miller says “hard right” con- 
servatives make up between 12 and 20 per- 
cent of the party’s voters. Just last month 
Pat Robertson announced the Christian 
Coalition’s plans to-raise $21 million and 
turn out 15 million voters for the 2000 elec- 
tion. And Christian Coalition executive di- 
rector Randy Tate has said that “social con- 
servatives are the largest and most impor- 
tant swing vote in America today.” 

At the moment, there’s a scramble under 
way to win over the most devout of these 
social conservatives. The candidate of the 
far right was supposed to be Senator John 
Ashcroft of Missouri, who was among Bill 
Clinton’s most strident critics during the 
Lewinsky scandal. But Ashcroft backed out 
of a run earlier this year, leaving room for a 
throng of new suitors who include billion- 
aire mogul Steve Forbes, moral crusader 
Gary Bauer, New Hampshire senator Bob 
Smith, former Reagan administration offi- 
cial Alan Keyes, and Pat Buchanan. The 
moderate camp, meanwhile, is made up of 
the likes of Bush, Dole, former Tennessee 
governor Lamar Alexander, Ohio represen- 
tative John Kasich, and former vice presi- 
dent Dan Quayle. Each camp will undergo 
its own shakeout, says Miller: “There’s a 
primary for the mainstream Republicans 
and a primary for the hard right.” 

Don’t expect one of the right-wingers to 
take the GOP nomination. All but 
Buchanan lack charisma, and all but Forbes 
lack big money. But if conservative support 
were to coalesce around one of these Re- 
publicans, even a candidate bound to lose 
could have a real impact. A vigorous con- 
servative like Buchanan attacking a moder- 
ate front-runner like Bush with a well-craft- 
ed message can shape the campaign debate. 

“That kind of ideological pressure helps 
set the agenda for the general election 
campaign,” says Clark Hubbard, an assis- 
tant professor of political science at the 
University of New Hampshire. “A candi- 
date like Gary Bauer, for example, doesn’t 
really think he’s going to win the nomina- 
tion. What he’s trying to do is use the 
nominating process as a kind of pulpit for 
forcing certain issues onto the campaign 
agenda.” 

“While candidates aren’t going to turn 
around and broadly embrace the extremes 
of their party,” Hubbard adds, “what they 
are going to do is be forced to discuss the 
issues that are important to the extremes 
for the rest of the election.” 


HE BOMBING of Yugoslavia is provid- 

ing an early example of how that might 
happen. The party’s moderates — Bush, 
Dole, Alexander, Quayle — all support 
some kind of US intervention in Kosovo. 
They are all internationalists who believe 
that the United States needs to be econom- 
ically and politically engaged with the rest 
of the world. 

The most extreme example is Arizona 
senator John McCain, who has called for 
ground troops in Kosovo (a courageous 
position that also happens to be good for 
his profile: in one 24-hour stretch last 
week, McCain appeared on Larry King 
Live, Fox News, MSNBC, Charlie Rose, 
Nightline, and Imus in the Morning. 

But emerging at the other extreme are 
the isolationists of the far right, whose 
champions have only been energized by 
NATO air strikes. Bob Smith says he wants 
to “get the US out of the UN.” And Pat 
Buchanan says that Clinton is waging “an 
illegal, presidential war” and that America 
has “no vital interest” at stake in Kosovo. 
Buchanan, who tormented George Bush by 
mounting a protest candidacy against him 





in 1992, now says that Bush’s son is fol- 
lowing in the former president’s flawed 
footsteps. On C-SPAN last week, 
Buchanan described the new foreign-policy 
debate as “America First versus a New 
World Order which [George W. Bush’s] 
father enunciated.” 

The isolationists would withdraw from 
more than just peacekeeping missions, the 
UN, and military alliances such as NATO. 
Buchanan is already talking again about 
“economic patriotism” and the loss of 
manufacturing jobs. And he, Bauer, and 
Smith are all vehement opponents of trade 
pacts such as NAFTA and GATT — which 
are wholeheartedly supported by free- 
traders such as Bush, Quayle, and Alexander. 

The nationalists also challenge America’s 
relationship with China in light of that coun- 
try’s nuclear espionage and curious cam- 
paign-finance stratagems. Their rationales 
vary: Bauer opposes economic ties to China 
on human-rights grounds. Buchanan simply 
seems to have found a new Yellow Peril.

BUSH: can conservatives resist the urge 
to trash him? 





Of course, a moderate like Bush won’t 
mind talking about Johnny Chung and 
Clinton fundraising scandals. But he’d just 
as soon ignore the protectionists and isola- 
tionists in his party. If only he could. 


O ONE’S sure how much grief the Pat 
Buchanans will cause for the front- 
runners. But the good news for the moder- 
ates is that even some leaders of the con- 
servative right seem prepared to call off 

their pit bulls. 

With Bush in particular looking so viable 
against the Democrats, for example, some 
crucial conservatives are covering his flank 
on the abortion issue. Christian Coalition 
chairman Pat Robertson has said that he 
has no objection to Bush’s position, argu- 
ing that conservatives “might as well take 
the incremental approach.” Even the exec- 
utive director of the National Right to Life 
Committee shrugged his shoulders at 
Bush’s announcement. 

Of course, this middle ground on abor- 
tion could end up pleasing no one. On the 
left, the National Abortion and Reproduc- 
tive Rights Action League (NARAL) has al- 
ready begun to air television ads taking 
Bush and Dole to task for their pro-life 
views. On the right, Bauer tells the Wash- 
ington Post that “26 years of so-called in- 
crementalism have given us 30 million un- 
born children who will never experience 
the American dream.” 

Yet for all the right wing’s tart rhetoric, 
some party officials think that religious 
conservatives will ultimately make sacri- 
fices in the name of victory. “There’s noth- 
ing like being out of power for eight years 
to inject a healthy dose of pragmatism into 
any person’s ideology,” says New Hamp- 
shire GOP chairman Steve Duprey. “I 
sense that some of the Christian activists 
who have maybe demanded in the past that 
a candidate be right on every issue will say 
they’d rather have a candidate who’s right 
on 70 percent of the issues, rather than 
have Vice President Gore.” 

Or, as New Jersey’s centrist Republican 
governor, Christie Whitman, put it in a 
February speech to the Republican Leader- 
ship Council: “We have to get away from 
the perception that all we care about is 
whether or not the Teletubbies are gay.” ™@

Sexual teasing, groping, and even rape 
are on the rise in Boston’s schools. 
Critics say education is the answer, 

but school officials seem wary.

day, April 6, a 14-year-old girl be- 

came the second person this year to 
be raped by a fellow student in the Boston 
public-school system. 

Sometime between 12:58 and 
1:45 p.m., during seventh-period classes, 
the West Roxbury High School student 
was allegedly dragged into a locker room 
just off the gymnasium and digitally raped 
by 17-year-old Mario Regis and a 16- 
year-old, both of whom attend the school. 
The victim, who revealed the attack to a 
guidance counselor the next day, says she 
is in a class with the 16-year-old but didn’t 
know Regis personally. 

The juvenile was arrested on Wednesday, 
April 7, by members of the school police’s 
truancy team after they saw him with 
friends in a cemetery near the school. Regis 
was picked up the next day. On April 8, the 
16-year-old was arraigned in Boston Juve- 
nile Court on charges of rape; Regis was 
arraigned in West Roxbury District Court 
on rape charges on April 9. He is being 
held on $1000 cash bail. 

The alleged rape happened just one day 
after Walter Rack, 18, was acquitted in 
Suffolk Superior Court of raping a 15- 
year-old girl at Dorchester High School in 
December 1997. Rack had been charged 
with dragging his fellow student by her hair 
into a bathroom and attacking her, but at- 
torney Robert Stowe of the law offices of 
Dane M. Shulman, who defended Rack, 
dismisses the accusation. 

“She’s now over 238 pounds and wore a 
man’s size 38-42 pants at the time of the 
incident,” says Stowe. “This is a woman 
who’s claiming she was raped and now 
turns out to be pregnant and she’s not even 
17. She’s apparently promiscuous.”

schools are being treated like sexual targets 
— and when they report being groped, fon- 
dled, pinned down with their skirts lifted, 
or worse, their classmates too often accuse 
them of deserving such treatment. That’s 
why sexual-violence educators and local po- 
lice say they have begged the Boston public 
schools to educate students on how to rec- 
ognize, prevent, and report offenses rang- 
ing from inappropriate teasing to rape. Yet 
at a time when other schools are adopting 
such programs, the critics complain, the 
Boston public-school system is not taking 
sex crimes seriously. 

Reports of rape and sexual assault are 
still fairly rare in the schools, but the num- 
bers are rising. In the 1996-’97 school year, 
17 sexual assaults were reported, according 
to Lieutenant Mike Hennessy of the Boston 
School Police. In the 1997-’98 school year, 
there were 31 sexual assaults and one rape. 
And the first half of the 1998-’99 school 
year saw 21 sexual assaults and two rapes. 

Moreover, national statistics have long 
shown that only a minority of sexual as- 
saults are actually reported. One in five 
American women has been the victim of 
rape or attempted rape, according to the 
National Violence Against Women Survey 
released by the federal government last 
November, and more than half those wom- 
en were assaulted before they turned 17. 
The silent victims are still the majority, ac- 
cording to the study. “Unfortunately, vic- 
tims do not always come forward, whether 
it be to their teachers, their parents, or even 
their peers,” explains Marcy Diamond, di- 
rector of sexual-assault prevention and sur- 
vivor services for the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Health (DPH). 

In Boston, local rape crisis centers aver- 
age more than 700 calls a year from 
teenagers claiming to have been sexually as- 
saulted in school. Yet only five to ten cases 
of assault in the Boston public schools are 
prosecuted each year, says David Deakin, 
chief of the Suffolk County District Attor- 
ney’s child-abuse unit. According to data 
gathered by the DPH, 7319 13- to 19-year- 
old girls statewide reported incidents of 
rape, attempted rape, and physical sexual 
assault between 1988 and 1998. 

“We have seen an increase in [reports] of 
sexual assault in schools, but we are talking 
about rising from no cases to a few, which 
hardly reflects the actual number of assaults 
that occur,” says Deakin. “That’s why 
schools need to provide students with a 
curriculum that explains what is acceptable 
and what is not.” Deakin believes that edu- 
cation will not only bring more victims for- 
ward — girls who might have accepted 
such behavior in the past — but also will 
send a clear message to harassers that their 
behavior will be punished. 

The Newton public-school system has 
had such a curriculum in place since 1993. 
“When we began to examine the reasons 
for conflict in schools, gender disrespect 
topped the list,” explains Nancy DiMella, 
health coordinator for the Newton schools. 
“We began to realize that at a very young 
age children often fail to discern between 
flirting, playing, and hurting.” 

With the assistance of Nan Stein, senior 
researcher and project director of the Bul- 
lying and Sexual Harassment in Schools 











project at Wellesley College’s Center for 
Research on Women, DiMella created a 
sexual-harassment program for ninth 
graders at all Newton high schools. 
DiMella later adapted the work of Stein 
and others for use in all of Newton’s 15 
schools. 

Programs such as the ones used in New- 
ton are too new to evaluate rigorously, but 
principals have noticed kids beginning to 
discuss gender issues, says DiMella — and 
parents are reporting a change in their 
kids’ behavior. 

“Even having to rely on anec- 
dotal information, I have heard 
of many successes in schools 
across the country after includ- 
ing gender-disrespect courses 
in the curriculum,” says Stein. 

Stein, a former grade-school 
social-studies teacher, has 
been developing sexual-harass- 
ment curricula since 1979. 
Her work is geared toward 
students of all ages. With 
younger children, for example, 
Stein uses terms such as “bul- 
lying” and “good touch vs. bad 
touch” to teach both boys and 
girls that certain types of teas- 
ing and hurtful play, although 
common in the schoolyard, are 
not acceptable. 

At the middle-school level, 
Stein uses role-playing, cur- 
rent events, and art projects to 
teach students how harassment 
and sexual violence are de- 
fined, what the consequences 
are, and how victims can get help from 
adults. 

And in high school, lessons about dating 
violence, sexual assault, and other illegal 
behavior are reinforced. Stein’s most recent 
work is “Gender Violence/Gender Justice,” 
which she wrote with Dominic Cappello, a 
health educator. Published in March, the 
curriculum deals with gender violence, civil 
rights, gay-bashing, hazing, stalking, and 
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restraining orders. 

These age-specific lessons are key to the 
programs’ success, advocates say. “One of 
the problems is that children are educating 
themselves on sexual behavior based on bits 
of information they get from peers, adults, 
and the media,” explains Stein. “Children 
are little sponges. They hear and absorb ev- 
erything. Unless someone interprets that 
information, they may perceive certain ac- 
tions as acceptable.” 

“In many situations, these kids truly 


don’t think what they are doing is wrong,” 
agrees Mike Hennessy, the Boston School 
Police officer. “They think they are just 
teasing or fooling around. They need to be 
taught the difference between teasing and 
crossing the line before their behavior be- 
comes more severe.” 

Last October, for instance, four boys be- 
tween the ages of 12 and 14 tied a female 
classmate’s backpack straps to the pole of a 
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Green Line train and fondled the 13-year- 
old girl until she broke free and ran from 
the train. None of the adult commuters 
who witnessed the incident intervened.

not just in Newton but also in Brook- 
line, Beverly, and Framingham. “Boston, 
however, has shown no interest,” she 
says, even though she and her collabora- 
tors send out regular fliers and bulletins 
describing their work. 





Officials at the police department, too, 


say that their recommendations to the 
Boston schools have fallen on deaf ears. 
Concerned that sexual assaults continue 
to increase in Boston despite the de- 
crease in other types of crime over the 
past several years, the police depart- 
ment’s sexual-assault unit is now work- 
ing on a sexual-harassment/assault cur- 
riculum that is scheduled to be ready by 
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the start of the next school year. A 
spokesman for Mayor Thomas Menino 
says that the schools are working with 
the police on that curriculum, but Boston 
schools superintendent Thomas Payzant 
says that he has not heard about it. 

So far, one thing is for sure: no sexual- 
assault curriculum is in use citywide, 
according to Gretchen O’Neil, a 
spokesperson for Payzant. Health classes 
that cover issues from sexually transmitted 
diseases to conflict resolution are required 
of all high-school students, 
Payzant says, but “there is not 
a single prescribed approach 
schools must take in covering 
particular issues.” 

“It may vary from school to 
school depending on what's 
happening at those particular 
schools,” he says. “[Sexual as- 
sault] is an area that has to be 
included, but I worry about 
falling into the trap of demand- 
ing specific curricula for each 
of the dozen issues we have to 
deal with in the schools.” 

O’Neil says that lack of 
funding, resources, and time 
has kept the Boston school 
system from adopting a more 
comprehensive program. She 
adds that the schools have 
tried to work with the police, 
but to no avail: “We have tried 
to reach the police liaison for 
the school system to address 
the situation, but we haven't 
heard from her.” 

The police, however, say they are doing 
everything they can. “We’ve been trying 
to force-feed this stuff to the schools,” 
says Sergeant Detective Margot Hill, 
spokesperson for the police. “[Police 
Commissioner Paul] Evans wants it 
taught. But they aren’t biting.” g

Boston politics is showing unexpected signs of life 
this year. But what does it all mean? 


Alive and, well.. .

T HE OBITUARIES WRITTEN for 
city politics in 1999 may have been 
premature. 

Far from being the electoral dud that 
some political junkies were predicting, the 
coming city-council campaign may see 
several tight races. District councilors 
Maura Hennigan and Gareth Saunders, 
for instance, face serious challenges. And 
in the at-large race, a new heir to a local 
political dynasty is in the hunt for a seat. 

It wasn’t supposed to shake out like 
this. A strong economy (for some people, 
anyway) and a city council unwilling or 
unable to seriously check mayor Thomas 
Menino’s colossal power were supposed 
to suck the life from city elections before 
they began. “What’s happening,” says 
Lou DiNatale, senior fellow at the Mc- 
Cormack Institute of Public Affairs at 
UMass, “is that instead of it being a 
snoozer, there may be a couple of embers 
burning.” 

Not only will those smoldering cam- 
paigns make life more interesting for polit-

ical junkies, but there’s an upside for the 
city as well. The city council may not be 
the world’s most powerful legislative body, 
but at a time when development plans 
from the Seaport to Roxbury to the Fen- 


ton should look like in the next century, 
council campaigns provide an important 
forum in which to hash out the issues. 

A busy election season, in short, could be 
just what the city needs. 


N 1999, MENINO’S consolidated power 

has made him a bigger political force 
than ever. But this year the council has 
been feisty. Many councilors have been us- 
ing the bully pulpit — one of their few 
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powers — to whack Massport’s Logan 
runway plans. A few are threatening to cre- 
ate headaches for the Red Sox by trying to 
block the taking of public land for a new 
park. With a little life thus breathed into the 
chamber, election season is bound to be 
more energized. 

The most wide-open race is in District 
Eight, which covers the Fenway, Back Bay, 
Mission Hill, and Beacon Hill. Sitting 
councilor Tom Keane said last month that 
he won’t seek another term, and his retire- 
ment unleashed a contest in a Fenway 
neighborhood where development pres- 
sures are particularly acute (see “Fenway 
Spark,” News, April 2). “There’s this un- 
derlying tension in the neighborhood,” says 
one former City Hall insider. “Who’s with 
the developers and who’s with the neigh- 
borhood? The electorate will push those 
questions.” 

It’s not yet clear who will step up to pro- 
vide the answers, but the group may in- 
clude former city councilor David Scon- 
dras. The left-wing stalwart, who served 
four years, lost to Keane in 1993 and later 
was beaten badly by a teenager he allegedly 
made a pass at in a movie theater. After 
that, the political career of the city’s only 
openly gay councilor was considered dead. 
Now, in a race certain to include some less- 
er-known candidates, his name recognition 
could prove an asset. 

A second race worth watching has the 
potential to create an interesting power 
couple. Community activist Julio Henriquez 
is challenging third-term city councilor 
Gareth Saunders, who represents Roxbury 
and parts of Dorchester and the South End. 
Henriquez is married to Sandra Henriquez, 
executive director of the Boston Housing 
Authority. Julio is heavily active in the Dud- 
ley Street Neighborhood Initiative, an orga- 
nization that’s involved in affordable hous- 
ing, business development, and other com- 
munity activism in Roxbury. 

Saunders, first elected in 1993, has dis- 
played a refreshing willingness to challenge

the status quo. He has waged high-profile 
battles on the council floor against Dapper 
O’Neil’s reactionary tirades and Jimmy Kel- 
ly’s iron grip on the council presidency. He’s 
also been stepping up his visibility on some 
constituent issues in recent weeks, advocat- 
ing for his neighborhood against the scourge 
of airplane noise. 

But critics say efforts like that are few and 
far between — they allege that Saunders has 
favored high-profile battles at the expense of 
immersing himself in the nuts and bolts of 
development and planning in his district. 
Julio Henriquez, for one, accuses Saunders 
of being out of the loop when it comes to 
pushing good development. “A lot of private 
citizens are doing the councilor’s job,” says 
Henriquez. “I count myself among them.” 

Henriquez says one of his priorities would 
be to work with the district’s community-de- 
velopment corporations and other organiza- 
tions — an infrastructure he says Saunders 
is out of touch with. And Henriquez pledges 
to work with Menino and others to ensure 
that city capital planning rewards his district 
— an insider strategy he says Saunders is 
unwilling or unable to adopt. 


LTHOUGH THOSE two races may 

well turn on issues, name recognition 
is also important — especially if media 
coverage is scant and turnout is low. That 
could be a boon to one of the at-large chal- 
lengers, Greg Timilty. If the name sounds 
familiar, that’s because Timilty is the son of 
former city councilor and state senator 
Joseph Timilty, who repeatedly ran against 
then-incumbent mayor Kevin White in the 
1970s. Timilty, an investment banker in his 
mid-20s who lives in West Roxbury, has 
political links well beyond his father: his 
sister Kelly is on the Governor’s Council, 
his cousin Walter is a state representative 
from Milton, and his brother James nearly 
won a seat in the state senate last year, with 
campaign-management help from Greg. 

He may also get help from Menino, since 

the mayor himself was once an aide to 
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Joseph Timilty. Menino has other reasons to 
get behind Timilty: he’s running against at- 
large councilor Peggy Davis-Mullen, a con- 
stant critic the mayor would love to see 
gone. (For her latest insult, Davis-Mullen 
has come out on the wrong side of the 
Menino machine in a spirited special elec- 
tion in East Boston. Davis-Mullen is backing 
Richard Lynds for state representative, while 
Menino wants Anthony Petruccelli, his for- 
mer aide, to win.) 

Timilty’s candidacy will appeal to the 
same electorate that’s delivered the fairly 
mainstream bunch of at-large councilors we 
have now: Davis-Mullen, Stephen Murphy, 
Mickey Roache, and, to a lesser degree, 
Dapper O'Neil. Indeed, Timilty stresses ed- 


the unexpected activity, and there may well 
be one. “It’s probably less of a trend and 
more of a contagion,” says liberal activist 
Jim Braude. “Democracy is infectious, just 
as the lack of it is. Would-be candidates tend 
to lay back and overanalyze their chances, 
but when a similarly situated soul takes a 
leap, the angst level across the board drops.” 
Whatever the cause, the activity proba- 
bly won’t change the fact that Menino re- 
mains the only game in town. Davis- 
Mullen is a frequent critic, but if there’s a 
larger mass of organized anti-Menino sen- 
timent, it’s currently well below the radar. 
Barring a Menino meltdown, that probably 
won’t change soon. And if Henriquez and 
Timilty were to win, the council would

ucation as his biggest issue, pointing out 
that the best way to strengthen neighbor- 
hoods and prevent middle-class flight is to 
improve the city’s schools, and fast — an 
idea championed by Menino and most every 
other local pol. But even if a Timilty candi- 
dacy doesn’t offer voters a chance to shake 
up the council’s ideological mix, he is young 
and articulate — and, observers say, he’s 
piecing together a solid campaign machine 
that will force his opponents to address the 
issues more directly. 


HERE MAY be other interesting races 

as well. John Tobin is again taking on 
Jamaica Plain councilor Maura Hennigan, 
and former councilor Diane Modica, who 
lost her Charlestown/East Boston/North 
End seat to city councilor Paul Scapicchio in 
1997, is rumored to be mulling a rematch 
(she could not be reached for comment by 
press time). 

It’s tempting to look for a reason behind 
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probably move — if anything — collec- 
tively closer to Menino, especially if Tim- 
ilty were to displace Murphy (who has a 
rocky relationship with the mayor) or 
Davis- Mullen. 

There is a decent chance that just one 
new face, Keane’s replacement, will be on 
the council when all is said and done. But 
the important thing is the challenge: the 
more serious the campaign is, the more pub- 
lic the discussion will be of development and 
housing and other issues relevant to far 
more people than the smattering expected to 
show up at the polls. That counts for some- 
thing, doesn’t it? 

® 

If you read Tuesday’s Boston Globe, you 
probably saw the upbeat feature on the long 
hours put in by Mayor Menino, reporting 
that he begins the day at 5 a.m. with a walk 
around Hyde Park and stays on the job until 
well into the night. 

But somehow he still hasn’t found the 


time to replace departed chief of staff David 
Passafaro, who left the post last October 
(see “City Hollow,” News, January 8). City 
officials still don’t know or won’t say when 
the slot will be filled. And that’s not all Meni- 
no has left dangling in recent months. A 
couple of his administration’s good ideas re- 
main, for the time being, just ideas. 

For one, the city has long been preparing 
to file a lawsuit against gun manufacturers, 
seeking to find them negligent in Boston 
gun-related fatalities. City officials had re- 
portedly intended to file the suit in March, 
but it hasn’t happened yet. The project's 
shepherd, policy and planning chief Peter 
Welsh, didn’t offer the Phoenix a new date. 
Through a spokeswoman, Welsh said only 
that the city is “in negotiations to find a 
major law firm to do pro bono work with 
the city.” 

In February, Menino announced his plan 
to create a board of economic advisers to 
help the city steer development in several in- 
dustries. To date, no board. Administration 
officials say to expect some sort of an- 
nouncement within the next month or two. 
According to one top Menino adviser, the 
goal is to be thorough, not quick. “If it takes 
longer to get a quality person or quality 
group of people, we are going to do that,” 
says Howard Leibowitz, Menino’s director 
of intergovernmental relations. “We could 
throw together a list of the usual suspects, 
but we would not have found new people 
who can add something different.” 

Menino has finally filled some other posi- 
tions. The Inspectional Services department 
is no longer rudderless with the appointment 
of Kevin Joyce. Nor is the cultural-affairs 
post vacated by Bruce Rossley, which has 
been filled by Esther Kaplan. Still, there’s no 
doubt that some of the mayor’s more ambi- 
tious plans are on a less-than-ambitious 
schedule. Says one long-time City Hall 
employee: “Menino time . . . is different 
than the rest of the world’s.” £

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Extreme gentrification is turning Beacon Hill into 
a gated community as dubious ‘restorations’ give 
it the feel of an architectural theme park 


Bulfinch Village

noticed that Beacon Hill — with its 

time-honored cultural history and 
wealth of architectural treasure — is be- 
coming virtually a gated community. 

The background here is the increasing 
ghettoization of core Boston, the old walk- 
ing city within a half-hour’s purposeful 
jaunt from the State House — a ghettoiza- 
tion that is doubtless an intensification of 
Boston’s historic emphasis on neighbor- 
hood identity. Natives know the drill. It was 
Italians to the north (the North End, Re- 
vere, etc.), Irish to the south (Dorchester 
to Hull and beyond), while Brahmins were 
supposed to be happiest on Beacon Hill or 
Brattle Street or in the Back Bay; Jews in 
Mattapan; and both, warily, in Brookline. 
Ethnic groups migrate, of course — today 
it’s West Indians in Mattapan — but you 
get the idea. “Southie is my home town.” 

I will admit I don’t like it. Never have. 
I’m as uncomfortable today as a gay man in 
the South End as I’ve always been in the 
North End because I’m half Italian-Ameri- 
can. Perhaps I’m too much of an individual- 
ist. But I don’t like people jumping to con- 
clusions. Archetypes are one thing, stereo- 
types another. I’m neither “Boys’ Town” 
nor “Little Italy,” thank you. That’s why I 
live in the cosmopolitan Back Bay. (And tell 
me any place more gay-friendly than 
29 Newbury, or where there’s a more wel- 
coming Italian restaurant than Ciao Bella.) 

I like to mix it up a bit. Most don’t, and 
in that respect the elites and the insecure 
are curiously alike. Both like to live where 
they can call the shots — in Provincetown, 
for example, or Chestnut Hill. In other 
words, where they’re a majority or close. 

Trouble is, while ethnic ghettos as 
they’ve evolved have often been welcoming 
to respectful strangers (the only passport 
necessary being one’s wallet), other ghettos 
— particularly class ghettos — are not. 
That’s true, as well, of age-based ghettos. 
In my experience, most college students 
don’t want adult role models close at hand 
in their dorms; nor do most seniors long 
for children (except, of course, their grand- 
kids) in their retirement villages. And in the 
tonier precincts of Beacon Hill these days, 
chances are your friendly owner and stew- 
ard of the historic so-and-so house is going 
to be both rich and retired. 


; WONDER WHETHER anyone else has 


OW, THE result may indeed be a stul- 

tifying social uniformity — but, hey, 
who am I to tell anyone how to live? Stulti- 
fying architecture is something else: it’s my 
job to preach on that topic. And these days 
the effect of this new ghetto’s lifestyle on 
the Hill’s historic fabric is such that in- 
creasingly, unless you’re doing a puff piece 
on your favorite interior decorator for Ar- 
chitectural Digest (in which case every door 
on Louisburg Square would open simulta- 
neously), there’s less and less reason to vis- 
it Beacon Hill anymore. 

At first glance it looks vaguely the same. 
The local architectural commission does 
do a good job keeping satellite dishes and 
such under control. But look again. Yes, 
it’s a historic district. But more and more, 
Beacon Hill is recasting itself as what I 
can only call a theme park, fashionable but 
spurious — a sort of (excuse me) 

Bulfinch Village. 

Some history is in order. Beacon Hill is 
our oldest historic district, designated as 
such in 1955. It is the remarkably “layered” 


quality of its townscape that gives it distinc- 
tion. Very little of its architecture (the 
Bulfinch State House of 1795-’98 is an ex- 
ception) is really of landmark quality. 

The foundational layer is still there — 
the original conception, born in the late 
18th century, of the fecund imagination of 
Charles Bulfinch, Boston’s first great form- 
giver. One may still see, for example, mid- 
way up Mt. Vernon Street, one 
of Bulfinch’s first great free- 
standing mansion houses at 
number 85, its splendid pi- 
lastered courtyard visible at the 
end of the house’s elegant car- 
riageway. And a block away, at 
45 Beacon Street, is an equally 
palatial house that was owned by 
Boston’s patrician mayor of the 
1820s, Harrison Gray Otis. The 
historian Walter Whitehill used 
to tell the wonderful tale of how 
Otis always placed a great 10- 
gallon Lowestoft punch bowl 
(filled to the brim with a strong 
rum punch) halfway up the 
grand staircase on the landing. 
The mayor’s purpose, Whitehill 
solemnly attested, was to “assist 
the weary in their ascent to the 
drawing room.” 

Palmy days. Worth remember- 
ing. Great architecture. But it is 
only the first layer of the Hill’s 
history. 

In the 19th century, in a city 
running out of room, the original 
mansion-house concept was 
modified to accommodate con- 
nected townhouses. The overall 
effect, though more crowded, 
was hardly less grand — just 
more urbane. The attached hous- 
es were splendid enough. And as 
the 19th century unfolded and 
more and more architectural lay- 
ers began to accumulate, it was 
not only a matter of shoehorning 
a house in here and another 
there, so that many can be ac- 
cessed even today only by tun- 
nels through other houses. The 
older houses themselves pushed 
out a dormer one place, an ell in 
another, a turret here — and, 
seemingly everywhere, bay win- 
dows piled high so as to catch 
the sun so prized on the densely 
built-up Hill. 

The result was an extraordi- 
nary townscape. Even on the 
much less fashionable north 
slope of Beacon Hill, there is 
about all those picturesque tene- 
ments, with their richly detailed 
cornices overhanging the steep streets, a 
dramatic and even a Piranesian quality. 

All this reflected a complex social fabric. 
Talk about diverse. The Hill’s patrician 
south slope and the blue-collar streets of 
the north slope (largely African-American 
then) met on Bohemian Pinckney Street, 
which mediated between all concerned with 
a fine and cosmopolitan disdain for both; 
its artists, architects, and literateurs were 
always more interested in the publishers, 
artists’ studios and playhouses, and clubs 
and cafés that by 1900 had found their cu- 
rious corners here and there all over the 
Hill, all but outnumbering the more-private 
literary “salons” they fed. 


Stylish and confident, such people were 
apt to take artistic liberties with Bulfinch’s 
concept. Talk about chutzpah. In the 1880s 
and ’90s, they created a delightfully Bo- 
hemian architecture on the Hill. Perhaps 
the best example is the yellow-stucco and 
red-tile house and artists’ studio diagonally 
opposite the Charles Street Meeting House 
(the so-called Sunflower Castle). By the 
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superb chapel for them in 1886, on Pinck- 
ney Street behind their Louisburg Square 
convent. 

Literary history has also endowed some- 
times rather ordinary old houses with ex- 
traordinary distinction. Read the history of 
Little, Brown and Company one day, as it 
evolved in its elegant Beacon Street town- 
house. 

Such uses — the Somerset Club, King’s 
Chapel House, the Massachusetts Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children, 
Beacon Press, the Harvard Musical Associ- 
ation, and so on — opened up the Hill’s 
cultural and architectural heritage to the 
larger world in just the careful, limited way 
necessary in an essentially residential quar- 
ter whose architectural fabric is delicate. 

This was true in the Back Bay as well. 
Long before I was ever a guest in anyone’s 
home on the Hill or in the Back Bay, I was 
a boy in the Kingsley School (then on 
Marlborough Street), exploring the medical 
offices my mother ran for a Back Bay psy- 
chiatrist on Beacon Street, and, later, at- 
tending dances at the International Insti- 
tute on Commonwealth Avenue. 

That sort of use, furthermore, is often 
the best thing for the architecture. Just out 
of Harvard, as a young architectural histo- 
rian, I ardently supported a group of

time the historic district had been estab- 
lished, it was just as historic as anything by 
Bulfinch. 

Similarly, all those informal but pioneer- 
ing “adaptive reuses” (as they’d be called 
today) of the Hill’s old houses by publish- 
ers, restaurateurs, and even nuns added to 
the hill’s visual as well its social distinction. 
The nuns — the Sisters of St. Margaret — 
cajoled the famous English architect Henry 
Vaughn, who would later design Washing- 
ton’s National Cathedral, into creating a 


lawyers who bought the old Mason House 
on Commonwealth Avenue in order to 
make it into their offices. That seemed 
vastly preferable to condominiums — not 
just because I liked the idea that the 
house’s famous music room would thus be 
semi-public, but because condos (so need- 
ful of kitchens, bathrooms, fire exits, and 
the like) would have ruined one of old Bos- 
ton’s grandest first floors. 

It is a lesson neighborhood activists and

preservationists do not want to learn, 
however, and their often unthinking, 
knee-jerk preference for residential use at 
all costs plays only too well into the aes- 
thetic of the gated community (and into 
the financial needs of organizations like 
the MSPCC — real-estate prices, driven 
up by the new rich, forced that charity, 
whose very name in my youth I thought so 
redolent of Beacon Hill, off the Hill last 
year after more than 90 years). So, too, 
does the allied policy of Beacon Hill’s ar- 
chitectural commission in encouraging the 
“cleansing” of the Hill of “unfortunate” 
architectural accretions — which is to say 
the post-Bulfinch layers of architecture. 

In fact, “restorations” of a house to its 
earliest appearance — which means re- 
moving authentic detail of, say, 1870, in 
favor of adding phony detail of 1999 that 
pretends to be of, say, 1820 — seems now 
to be the order of the day. The historic old 
Victorian entryway to the Louisburg 
Square convent — its pediment blazoned 
famously PER ANGUSTA AD AUGUSTA 
(“Through trials to triumph”) — was re- 
cently ripped out and new pseudo—Greek 
Revival doorfronts added, one of which is 
the front door to the house of Senator 
John Kerry and his wife, Teresa Heinz. 

Not only architecture is at stake when 
such things are allowed. Readers of Jean 
Stafford’s classic novel, Boston Adventure, 
for example, may still make literary pil- 
grimages to Louisburg Square, but it will 
be to no avail. What the Sunflower Castle 
is to Mt. Vernon Street, what all those 
Victorian bay windows on Chestnut are to 
that elegant street, the convent entrance 
was to Louisburg Square — a touch of 
the unexpected, a bit of a tweak, a grace 
note. As well, of course, as the truth of the 
Hill’s history, all the more interesting for 
its picturesque evolution over time. 
Cloning another Greek Revival entryway 
has just the opposite effect. It dumbs 
down Beacon Hill. 


Another casualty of these faulty values 
was my favorite restaurant, the venerable 
old Beacon Hill Kitchen (a/k/a Dante’s, 
and, later, Tiger Lilies) on Joy Street, 
which boasted a uniquely elegant outdoor 
dining courtyard with a columned terrace 
and Tuscan fountain — the design of 
which has been attributed to Boston archi- 
tect and Beacon Hill preservationist F.W. 
Stahl. I have no idea whether that lovely 
courtyard is still there, for the restaurant 
has been replaced by residences. If it is, it is 
marooned behind the high walls of the 
apartments that are all one can see from 
the street. 

The greatest tragedy is now beyond re- 
versal. It occurred when, after the closing 
of the Women’s City Club, its magnificent 
townhouses on Beacon Street disappeared 
from public access. Suffolk University had 
wanted to take them over as a faculty club, 
hardly an obnoxious or even a boisterous 
use, but neighborhood activists would 
hear nothing of it. Here architectural and 
literary history combined; the clubhouse 
was a National Historic Landmark, and 
when the Women’s City Club was in oper- 
ation it allowed the public in one day a 
week to see the magnificent bow-fronted 
Beacon Street parlor where the poet 
Longfellow wed Fanny Appleton. No 
more. They are now private apartments. 

I gave my first public lecture in that room. 
Yet I doubt I'll ever see it again — or, 
farther up the street, the interior of Little, 
Brown, my first publisher. An editor there, 
Robin Bledsoe, strolled down to that lecture 
and thought there was a book in it. There 
was — my first book, Built in Boston (still in 
print 20 years later). Things like that don’t 
happen on the Hill any more. Instead we 
give million-dollar fundraising parties for 
our (also otherwise admirable) president. 

Consider to whom we have entrusted 
Longfellow’s parlor. I don’t know. But I do 
know that whoever now owns Ralph Adams 
Cram’s old townhouse on Chestnut Street 
seems to have utterly gutted it. I looked 
through the sidelights the other day. The

elegant old staircase is no more. 

Soon, I suspect, the same will be true of 
the stained-glass “eagle” window that gives 
such distinction to the entryway of the old 
Cowley Fathers’ Church, St. John’s, on 
Bowdoin Street. Never mind that this glass 
is the work of the famous Bauhaus artist 
Gyorgy Kepes of MIT’s design faculty, a 
friend and colleague of Gropius, whose 
similar glass is treasured at Trinity Church 


FLINT BORN 
in Concord. 

I suspect all con- 
cerned — church, ar- 
chitectural commission, 
neighbors — will oblit- 
erate Kepes’s glass soon 
enough, all in favor of 
the historically accurate 
reproduction of Victori- 
an doors. More clones. 
Never mind that we are 
to lose access to distin- 
guished public art; it’s 
art that would confuse 
the theme park. It is not 
at all Bulfinch Village. 
Like the convent door. 

We are talking about 
what Ada Louise 
Huxtable calls “falsified” 
history, what Temple 
University professor 
Michael Wallace calls, 
even more vividly, 
“Mickey Mouse History.’ 

Yes, you can go to the 
Nichols House Museum 
(designed by Bulfinch) 
on Mt. Vernon Street 
and see 200 years — or 
nearly of all these layers 
— of Beacon Hill’s his- 
tory. But that’s one 
small, modest house. It 

is by no means enough, for all its charm 
and the dedication of its trustees and 
staff. : 

You can also try to find someone to put 
you up for the Somerset Club on Beacon 
Street or the Harvard Musical Association 
on Chestnut Street. (Disclosure: I belong 
to the latter.) 

Of course, on the premise that if you 
can’t beat them you can always join them, 
you could also write a hefty check, move in, 
and cultivate your neighbors. 

Otherwise, the chances you’ll éver real- 
ly see Beacon Hill are fewer and fewer 
these days.

Street style goes Hawaiian 


ARIATIONS ON THE Hawaiian shirt — in all its 

garish, decadent glory — are sweeping back into 

stores this month. And in fashion’s ongoing quest 
to one-up its most recent outlandish statement, Hawaiian 
shirts have accomplished the one task that seemed 
impossible: they've gotten uglier. 

At the Gap, where the herds shop to biend in, Hawaiian 
shirts have quietly joined the ranks of the everyday 
checked patterns. Among the racks of button-down short- 
sleeve shirts, an everyday frat-boy plaid gives way to 
pale, small palm trees and thatched huts, sketched with 
light brush strokes. 

At Hip Zepi, one of the downtown stores where urban 
fashion hits first, Hawaiian shirts are outselling plaid four- 
to-one, according to co-owner Delroy Allen. And the 
designers are striving to outdo each 
other, making every pattern more outra- 
geous than the next. “Everybody’s gotta 
do something different,” says Allen. “It's 
what they're feeling.” 

Def Jam records co-founder Russell 
Simmons is evidently feeling boarish. 

Simmons's Phat Farm brand, alongside 
its selection of loud orange suns and 
islands against navy backgrounds, 
offers a pale-blue silk shirt with a carica- 
ture of its owner ($79.99). Normally an 
attractive man, in the cartoon Simmons 
iS a pig-man with a wide snout. He’s 
also playing golf in an argyle vest. The 
company ENYCE splashes a yacht 
named Lifestyle over a vibrant orange- 
yellow shirt, with calligraphic Chinese 
characters and nautical measurements 
($49.99). So far, none of the shirts have 


the words | LIVE THE GOOD LIFE blazoned across their luau 
banners, but that can't be far off. 

At Allston Beat, on Newbury Street, the look is less hip- 
hop and more hipster. And it’s just as popular — nothing 
Hawaiian stayed in the store long enough to be pho- 
tographed for this article. The only shirt available when 
we stopped by was on layaway for the manager; it was 
by Fresh Jive, for $45, and had a hibiscus pattern in a 
horizontal stripe across the chest. More Hawaiian-type 
patterns are on order. Some of the designs now in the 
store, still short sleeved and amply cut, are “more rocka- 
billy than surf-and-turf,” says one salesperson. And rock- 
abilly Hawaiian is just the beginning — the new 
Hawaiian seems to be all about cultural cannibalism. 
Mexican embroidered Hawaiian-cut shirts are selling well 


at Allston Beat; at Hip Zepi, the kung fu influence is 
bleeding over from last fall. Think dragon- and tiger- 
covered Hawaiian shirts — more obviously Eastern than 
even the Chinese calligraphy. Japanese tourists would 


be so confused.

OUT THERE 


Thoughts on the melancholy of spring

FRIEND’S MOTHER has discovered a lump in 
A. breast and is awaiting the results of a biopsy. 

The daughter is predictably anxious about this, 
and she calls me up to ask questions. When was your 
mother first diagnosed?, she wants to know. What kind 
of treatment did she have? What happened after that? 

I describe my mother’s 10-year history with breast 
cancer, and I quote the various statistics I’ve retained, 
and I do my best to be both realistic and reassuring. 
This is familiar territory to me, the landscape of termi- 
nal illness, and I always find something oddly alluring 
about returning to it, as though it’s a slightly dangerous 
place that nonetheless has something to offer me. But as 
we’re about to hang up, the friend apologizes for lead- 
ing me there. “I hope it’s okay to ask you about this,” 
she says. “I hope it doesn’t make you — you know, feel 
things you don’t want to feel.” 

Comments like this used to infuriate me. In the after- 
math of my mother’s death six years ago, and my 
father’s the year before that, the world seemed divided 
into two utterly distinct camps: those who understood 
or at least could imagine something about death and 
loss and were willing to be present while I navigated my 
way through, and those who wouldn’t, or couldn’t, deal. 
The difference was always audible in tone of voice. 
Those in the first camp would ask, “How are you 
doing?”, the tone somber enough to invite an honest 
response. Those in the second camp would tack on a 
hopeful note at the end, tacitly (and sometimes explicit- 
ly) adding the question, “Better? Are you feeling better 
yet?” It’s not too hard to read between the lines of 
either question: one group can tolerate pain and the 
personal fears or feelings of sadness it might evoke; the 
other group wants the whole mess (grief, tears, worries 
about mortality) to go away. 

This month, April, marks the anniversary of both par- 
ents’ deaths, and my friend’s apologetic comment 
reminds me of a hard- 
won truth: the whole 
mess never goes away. 
Grief softens consider- 
ably; it loses those first 
anguished edges of acu- 
ity, mellows into some- 
thing more like sorrow. 
In turn, it becomes less 
frightening, both to the 

grieving, who integrate 
the loss and move on, 
and to those on the out- 
side, who witness that 
survival and, conscious- 
ly or not, take some 
solace in it. But the 
feelings always hover 
around the periphery, making their presence known at 
odd times (in dreams, during the random walk or car 
ride) and at predictable intervals: birthdays, holidays, 

anniversaries. 

“I hope I didn’t make you — you know, feel things 
you don’t want to feel.” When my friend said that, I 
wanted to laugh: as though I have a choice. 


OPE: NO choices. April has rolled around again; 

the light has taken on a particular affecting quality, 
an early-spring sharpness that always illuminates some 
dormant corner of loss in my heart, creaks opens the 
chambers of memory. I invariably approach April with a 
feeling of apprehension, as though there’s a sledgeham- 
mer out there with my name on it, and I invariably get 
whacked at some point during the month. The blows 
aren’t as large and obvious as they used to be — they 
no longer knock me off my feet — but some neural 
pathway seems to get reactivated all the same, and I'll 
find myself walking around with a vague feeling of 
impending doom, as though a part of me has been cata- 
pulted back to that specific time. The feeling — some- 
thing terrible is about to happen — tends to attach itself 
to anything tangible, anything beloved and vulnerable, 
whatever’s handy. For three consecutive Aprils, I 
became irrationally convinced that something was des- 
perately wrong with my dog. She’d pant a little more 
than usual on a walk, or she’d refuse dinner, or she’d 
seem the tiniest bit listless, and I’d react as though a 
terminal diagnosis had been handed down: Oh, God; 
the dog is dying. Nowadays, I fend off that particular 
insanity by scheduling her an appointment with the vet

early in the month (“No, nothing wrong,” I tell the 
receptionist, “just making sure she doesn’t have can- 
cer”), but the fear is as adaptable as a cockroach; it 
merely squeezes itself under the door, comes back out 
to feed on something else. The phone rings late at night 
and I jump (my sister . . . a car crash); the boyfriend 
seems preoccupied and my imagination kicks into fifth 
gear (he’s leaving me, I’m sure of it). The world gets 
scary in April, dark edges creeping into the new light, 
and I suspect this will always be the case. You simply 
learn to live with it. 

More important, you learn to embrace something 
about the experience, about the way that profound loss 
fundamentally rewires you. People in AA sometimes 
refer to themselves as “grateful recovering alcoholics,” 
implying gratitude not just for the recovery but for the 
alcoholism itself: the idea is that the bleak but life-alter- 
ing passage from addiction to sobriety teaches you 
something powerful about desperation and despair and 
faith, that it makes you more self-aware and compas- 
sionate, that it becomes a central part of who you are. 
I’m a long way from considering myself a “grateful 
recovering orphan,” but I understand the sentiment. 
Loss, which is in many ways as traumatizing and disin- 
tegrating an experience as active addiction, gradually 
informs and redefines you, coaxes you into adulthood, 
teaches you something central about what it means to 
be human. 

I will always miss my parents. Six years later, the 
impulse to pick up the phone and call my mother still 
descends from time to time; I can still summon up vast 
reservoirs of sorrow by focusing on the details we didn’t 
get to share — how much she would have loved my 
dog; how pleased she might have been by this or that 
small victory; I still get a little nutty in April. But if I 
have anything hopeful to say about loss, it’s that you do 
absorb and integrate it over time; at least in some

respects, you are strengthened and changed for the bet- 
ter by the experience. And if you’re lucky, you internal- 
ize pieces of the people you’ve lost; as the cliché sug- 
gests, you come to carry them with you inside. 


AST SPRING, just after I finished my last book, I 

dreamed that my mother came into my room at night 
for a brief visit. | understood in the dream that she could 
stay only a few minutes, so I chose to tell her what 
seemed at the moment to be the most important piece of 
information: “Mom,” I said, “I finished an entire Sunday 
New York Times diagramless puzzle by myself.” In real 
life, this happened to be true — my mother was a great 
fan of the Times’ diagramless puzzles, and she’d 
promised for years to help show me how to do them; for 
years after her death, I struggled to complete one, and 
weeks before the dream had finally done so. She beamed 
at me in the dream, her face vivid and radiant. “Oh, 
sweetie,” she said. “I’m so proud of you.” 

I carried the memory of that dream with me for days. 
The puzzles — of grief, of growth, of work and love — 
are indeed diagramless; there are no maps for such 
landscapes, no easy routes from point A to point B. But 
there is a degree of pride in navigating your way across 
the terrain. And sometimes there is even solace: I woke 
up from that dream believing, as I still sometimes do, 
that in some indefinable but true way, my mother has 
been witness to the journey. cd

the lid open, a plume of contaminated water droplets is ejected 
into the air and lands on everything in the bathroom, including 
your toothbrush. Women I mention this to nod knowingly, but 
among men it is met with scorn, the common view being that 
this is another female scare story intended to “get us to put the 
top down.” Given your ability to rise above petty considerations 
of gender, I turn to you.

You remembered right, although toilet “aerosol” is probably 
the more accurate term. No doubt you read something about 
Charles Gerba, a professor at the University of Arizona who 
specializes in environmental microbiology. For those of you 
with a romanticized picture of academic life, I should tell you 
this means he spends a lot of time crawling around public toi- 
lets and has had the cops called on him twice. 

In 1975 Professor Gerba published a scientific article 
describing the little-known phenomenon of bacterial and viral 
aerosols due to toilet flushing. The more you learn about it, the 
scarier it sounds. The article ominously depicts a “floor plan of 
experimental bathroom with location of gauze pads for viral 
fallout experiments.” A lot of viruses and bacteria fell on those 
gauze pads, Gerba found. In fact, significant quantities of 
microbes floated around the bathroom for at least two hours 
after each flush. 

As Professor Gerba’s research would later determine, howev- 
er, the bathroom is hardly the most dangerous part of the house, 
microbe-wise. The real pesthole: the kitchen sponge or dish- 
cloth, where fecal coliform bacteria from raw meat can fester in 
a damp, nurturing (for a germ) environment. Next are the 
kitchen sink, the bathroom sink, and the kitchen-faucet handle. 
The toilet seat was dead last out of 15 household locales stud- 
ied. “If an alien came from space and studied the bacterial 
counts,” the professor says, “he probably would conclude he 
should wash his hands in your toilet and crap in your sink.” 

Talk with this guy for a few minutes and you realize that 
everything people think they know about household cleanliness 
is wrong. You think a guy’s apartment is germier than a 
woman’s? Uh-uh. Single men tend to have lower bacteria 

counts, since they never clean and thus don’t spread the crud 
around. (Remember this, lads: it may come in handy in an 
argument.) Women’s pubiic restrooms contain twice as much 
fecal bacteria, probably because the women are accompanied 
by sanitary napkins, grimy small children, and babies in need of 
a change. Despite what some believe, however, doorknobs and 
handles in public restrooms are relatively clean. 

One more thing. The laundry room is a sty due to fecal mat- 
ter on underwear. 

Think all this talk of contamination is just paranoid 
squeamishness? You wish. Between 50 and 80 percent of all 
food-borne illnesses originate in the home. Food-borne 
pathogens cause 6.5 million cases of gastroenteritis and 9000 
deaths per year. Home contamination is blamed for 20 percent 
of food-poisoning cases, more than any other source. 

What to do? Professor Gerba’s tips: 

© Wipe down sinks and drains each day with a cleanser con- 
taining chlorine bleach. This will kill 99.9 percent of fecal 
organisms. Countertops, appliances, and faucet handles should 
get the treatment two or three times a week, and toilets, tubs, 
and showers once a week. 

© Use separate cutting boards for meat and vegetables, lest 
you transfer germs from one to the other. 

© Throw cutting boards, kitchen sponges, and dishcloths in 
the dishwasher (or, in the case of the latter items, the washing 
machine) after use. Alternatively, soak them for five minutes in 
a sink full of water containing a cup of bleach. 

@ When doing laundry, make underwear the last load. Don’t 
sort by colors (or at least don’t put colored underwear with 
other colored items). Use chlorine bleach, which will clean both 
the clothes and your washing machine. 

@ Use bleach tablets in your toilet bowl. If nothing else, put 
your toothbrush back in the medicine cabinet after use.

H ora CURSE

H, THAT THIS could be the story of another 

sports success in the Hub: a saga of Red and 

Russ, Yaz and the Thumper, Bobby Orr and the 

Bruins, Doug Flutie and the Hail Mary pass. 

Alas. The 1934 baseball season was another 
kind of Boston sports story, one with which we hard-bitten 
Calvinist New Englanders are only too familiar. It was the 
year the Curse of the Bambino kicked in for good. 

The title of a book by Boston Globe columnist Dan 
Shaughnessy, “The Curse of the Bambino” refers not only to 
the trail of tailenders that succeeded Babe Ruth’s departure 
for the Yankees after the 1919 season. The Sox have been 
plagued by something far worse than mere failure: the sen- 
sation of reaching for the brass ring, only to see it snatched 
away, again and again. Nineteen thirty-four was the first of 
the cursed seasons, with spirits raised and dropped like two 
wrestlers slamming each other to the mat. 

Of course, it didn’t feel that way in March. It never does. 


BOSTON, HIGH NOON, 
MARCH 2, 1934 

In the 1930s, spring training didn’t begin the day the 
team broke camp in Florida or Arizona: it started the 
moment the official Red Sox traveling party, complete with 
boosters, officials, and equipment, pulled out of South 
Station en route to Sarasota, Florida. This year the team’s 
ritual sendoff looked for all the world like the beginning of 
a politician’s whistle-stop tour, or maybe the next leg of a 
papal visit. On board the train were “royal rooter” George 
Murphy, other local swells, an assistant trainer, a minor- 
league player, and nine newsmen — the largest press con- 
tingent the Boston Herald’s Burt Whitman could remember. 
Two extra sleeping cars, the McDougal and the 
McCausland, had been added. More than 100 well-wishers 
crowded the platform. “No less an authority than travelling 
secretary Phil Troy claimed that this was the first time in his 
two decades of connection with Boston ball clubs that a 
departing squad has been given an honest-to-goodness 


cheer as it pulled out of South Station for Dixie,” Whitman 
wrote. His story trumpeted: HOSE GIVEN ROYAL SEND-OFF; 
TRAVEL LIKE PRIMA DONNAS. 

Why so much enthusiasm over the lowly Red Sox? 
Depression Boston was a moribund place, and the Sox’ 31- 
year-old owner, Tom Yawkey, looked like an EMT. In only 
13 months at the helm, he had acquired the best pitcher in 
baseball, transformed a ballpark into a pleasure palace, and 
turned an American League also-ran into a team the odds- 
makers were already projecting to be a contender. The 
sight of all that hope pulling out of South Station was not 
only inspiring, but Depression-lifting. 

The Hub was ready for a winning team. Boston was the 
trading and transportation center of the region, but facto- 
ries and mills were dying in places like Haverhill, Malden, 
and Lowell, and the goods just weren’t getting to the city. 
Newspapers emphasized murder stories. Old money sat in 
banks, and there was no new investment to speak of. Not 
even the New Deal could bail the city out: Mayor James 
Michael Curley, who finished his third term as mayor in 
1933, rejected federal relief unless it went to his personal 
contractors, with major kickbacks to Curley himself. 
Though Boston was eligible for 22,800 jobs under the 
Public Works Administration (PWA), the city accepted only 
12,500. In 1934, Curley turned over the city’s misery to 
Frederick W. Mansfield and directed his merry mischief 
into a successful run for governor. 

No wonder Bostonians looked for relief on the sports 
pages. They weren’t finding it among their pro teams, 
however. Then as now, clubs that spent were clubs that 
won, and the Red Sox and the National League Braves 
had spent the 1920s and early ’30s trying to stay out of 
bankruptcy court — and out of last place. In 1934 the 
hockey Bruins failed to qualify for the playoffs, and the 
football Redskins were two years from an unfortunate date 
with destiny. In 1936 they would, uniquely for their sport, 
play a “home” playoff game on the road. After losing to 
the Green Bay Packers in New York’s Polo Grounds, the 
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Redskins moved immediately to Washington, DC. 

For sporting satisfaction, citizens walked from work to 
twilight semipro baseball games (which sometimes outdrew 
the majors), headed to the race track, or attended boxing 
and wrestling matches where Irishmen like Steve (Crusher) 
Casey were huge favorites and the opponents were 
described in terms like “dusky-colored grappler.” Some of 
these events degenerated into public brawls. 


HE ARRIVAL of Tom Yawkey promised to change all 

that. Yawkey, who inherited a fortune of more than 
seven million Depression dollars when he turned 30, 
bought the Red Sox in 1933. With a 1932 record of 43- 
111, they were a dismal last-place team. Yawkey signed 
catcher Rick Ferrell and infielder Bill Werber and, lo, the 
33 Red Sox rose to seventh place in the.eight-team 
American League, with a record of 63-86. Home atten- 
dance jumped from 182,150 to 268,715. 

For the coming season, Yawkey replaced manager Marty 
McManus with Detroit’s Bucky Harris, a pennant-winning 
skipper of the 1924 and 1925 Senators. Eddie Collins, late 
of the Philadelphia A’s, arrived to wheel and deal as general 
manager. And Yawkey spent $1.25 million on union labor 
— a good political move — to transform Fenway Park from 
a wooden fire hazard into a cement-and-steel masterpiece, 
complete with the most famous landmark in baseball: the 
left-field wall known as the Green Monster. Perhaps 
Yawkey’s most exciting move happened soon after the 33 
season. When Connie Mack dismantled his long-time cham- 
pion A's in a fire sale, Yawkey picked up three stalwarts in 
pitcher Rube Walberg, second baseman Max Bishop, and 
the best pitcher in baseball: Robert Moses (Lefty) Grove. 

All told, Yawkey had spent at least $2.25 million on the 
team, but the focus of everyone’s attention was Grove. 
Good religious fans that they are, Bostonians have always 
looked for saviors, be they named Foxx, Williams, Clemens, 
or Martinez. In Lefty Grove, they had landed a savior 
indeed: a player now considered by many baseball histori- 
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ans the greatest pitcher of all time. 

A miner’s son from the western Maryland hamlet of 
Lonaconing, the 34-year-old Grove had led the A’s to three 
pennants in 1929-’31 and had won an unmatched 172 
games over his past seven seasons. At 6-2!2 and 175 
pounds, he was unusually long and lean for a player of his 
time. His bumpkin’s head always looked too small for his 
large, sloping shoulders; he had a wide, big-lipped mouth, 
small teeth, prominent gums, creased cheeks, squinty eyes, 
and prematurely graying hair that rose almost as high off 
his scalp as that of Seinfeld’s Kramer. 

But his self-taught, absolutely flawless pitching delivery 
was a thing of beauty. Grove’s money pitch, the fastball, 
was less lightning than legend. “He could throw a lamb 
chop past a wolf,” the columnist Westbrook Pegler wrote. 
Said one batter, “Sometimes when the sun was out, really 
bright, he would throw that baseball in there and it looked 
like a flash of white sewing thread coming at you.” Others 
were so dumbfounded they could only mumble, “You can’t 
hit what you can’t see.” 

The pitching equivalent of Ty Cobb, Grove had a temper 
to match his speed. When a young teammate’s misjudg- 
ment cost him a chance to win a record 17th straight game 
in 1931, Grove dismantled the clubhouse almost literally 
board by board. 

If Boston politics was James Michael Curley’s 
show, the ’34 Red Sox were first and foremost a 
drama of Robert Moses Grove. Call it “Waiting 
for Lefty.” 


SARASOTA, MARCH 1934 

Baseball is a sport best understood incremen- 
tally, as facts and feelings accrue over a seven- 
month spring and summer season. To under- 
stand how the extraordinary year unraveled for 
Lefty Grove and the Red Sox, follow the dead- 
line writing of beat reporters. 

The Boston press in 1934 was not quite the 
den of headhunters and hit men it became when 
poor, unpolished Ted Williams came to town. 
Indeed, many of the scribes were outright 
“homers” who occasionally wrote in the first 
person about rooting the Old Town Team along. 
The Red Sox train had picked up players and 
officials in Providence, Bridgeport, New York, 
and Washington. Arriving in camp on March 4, 
the great throng was thrilled when Grove, who 
had preceded the train to Florida, entered the 
Sarasota Terrace Hotel with fellow pitcher Walberg 
at 3 p.m. The weather was blustery outside, with 
rain about to fall, and practice had been called off. The big 
story was inside. 

“It seemed that everything around the hotel stood still for 
several minutes, while Grove was given royal greeting,” 
Whitman reported in the Herald. 

“Goodness gracious, Herbie,” Grove teased 40-year-old 
Herb Pennock, his old Yankee nemesis, now a fellow 
Bosox. “You'll have to do a lot of running to get that stom- 
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THE HOPE: Lefiy Grove. Yawkey’s new acquisition, may have been the 


best pitcher in baseball, ever. His fastball was legendary. “You can't hit what

ach down.” Everyone laughed: Pennock was as thin as a 
blade of grass. 

“The ice was broken and everybody met everybody else,” 
Whitman’s dispatch continued. “Merely because you may 
have read that Grove is a taciturn, even grumpy fellow, who 
doesn’t mix well, we hasten to add that he mixed beautifully 
with these Red Sox.” 

Grove announced that he wouldn’t be practicing on 
Sundays because “six days are enough for me, and always 
have been.” Lefty and Lefty alone was given his own room 
at the road hotels. He expected carte blanche, and Tom 
Yawkey, several years his junior, was in his thrall. The man- 
ager, general manager, and coaches could only follow. 

The media fell in step too. Wrote Whitman after the 
March 5 opening practice: “He went into the bunting game 
like a trained acrobat, apparently without any stiff joints in 
his makeup.” 

On March 10, Grove finally threw batting practice. 
Teammates struggled to get the fat part of their bats on the 
ball. “It almost seemed that his glamorous reputation had 
them buffaloed,” Whitman wrote. 

Grove wasn’t pushing himself too hard, restricting 
the bulk of his workout to playing a throwing-and-hit- 
ting game called “pepper” and doing some sprints. Back 











Two days later, the trouble was diagnosed as a sore spot 
near the top of the left shoulder, somewhere behind the 
biceps muscle and various ligaments. Watson had to dig 
deep to knead the sore area. Grove screamed. 

The Sox hadn’t played a single exhibition game, but 
already the same newsmen who had ballyhooed the season 
under headlines like RED SOX RECORD WARRANTS RISING PEN- 
NANT CHORUS threw the fans a curve and began predicting 
a fourth-place finish — at best. The weather, in the 30s 
and 40s, didn’t help the team get ready. Grove grimly ran 
sprints outside Payne Park and spent half an hour daily 
under the violet-ray lamp. 

For all the gloom of the sportswriters, Sox fans were 
undiminished in their enthusiasm. Steeled by rough win- 
ters, New Englanders were used to late springs actual and 
metaphoric. Lefty Grove was merely the first local hero 
ready to stage a baseball version of the Perils of Pauline. 
The adventures of Ted Williams, Wade Boggs, and Roger 
Clemens were still to come. 

On April 4, Grove threw his first full-scale tantrum of 
the year. After warming up for 15 minutes before a game 
against the Dodgers — a game in which he wasn’t sched- 
uled to pitch — Grove caught a return throw from coach 
Tom Daly and suddenly threw down his glove. As the ball

at the hotel, he lounged on a veranda, smoking big 
cigars, signing autographs, posing for pictures, playing 
practical jokes. The Boston Evening Transcript’s LeRoy 
Atkinson described him in detail: 


Grove is still a big country boy. Around the hotel 
he is a menace to life and limb. Usually picking on 
travelling secretary Phil Troy, who stands only shoul- 

der high to Robert 
Moses, the big 
Lonaconing, Md. 
southpaw will swing 
the protesting Phil 
around as though the 
two were performing 
an adagio dance. 

“I'm all black and 
blue around here,” 
complains Phil, rub- 
bing his gunwales. “I 
guess I'll have to take 
out an insurance policy 
as big as we have on 
Grove if the big fellow 
doesn’t lay off me.” 

Another favorite trick 
of Mr. Grove’s is to 
come up behind a news- 
paperman and take the 
skin around both ribs 
and then pull. The flesh 
seems to come out a 
foot and then snap back 
against the bones like 
the crack of an elastic. 
The feeling cannot be 
described, and the 
Grove back-slap: ow! 


“IT want all the work you 
can give me,” Grove told 
Bucky Harris on March 13, 
“until the week before the 
opening game of the sea- 
son, and then I don’t want 
to work out at all until the 
first game of the season.” 


HAT SPIRIT was 

short-lived. During 30 
minutes of batting practice 
on March 14, Grove threw 
at half speed, then virtually 
no speed, riling the bat- 
ters. Immediately after the 
workout, Grove headed to 
trainer Doc Watson, who 
rubbed salve on him, mas- 
saged him, and put the 
offending arm under elec- 
tric lights. 


rolled past his feet, Grove walked past silent teammates and 
stationed himself beside the dugout. 

Subsequently Grove headed to the bench, ripped a team- 
mate’s sweatshirt from a peg, and threw it down. Then he 
flung his glove off the wall and walked outside the dugout. 
“To hell with it!” screamed Grove. “I can’t do the club any 
good! I might as well hang up the spikes!” Eventually, Grove 
took his black windbreaker into the clubhouse, where he 
spent three innings before returning to the field, only to sit 
conspicuously apart from his teammates on the grass. 

General manager Eddie Collins expressed no alarm over 
the reported outburst, and Grove himself recovered quickly. 
“Say, it looks as if after this when I want to get a little 
peeved, I’ll have to go lock myself in my room,” he joked to 
the Herald’s Gerry Moore. 

His first outing came on April 7, when Grove pitched 
four innings in Birmingham, Alabama, against the minor- 
league Barons. After warming up for 15 minutes on the 
sidelines, Grove walked to the mound, threw his customary 
three pitches, and announced he was ready. He was not. 
With a man on second and two outs, he surrendered a run- 
scoring single to a minor-league legend named Buzz Arlett. 
Grove was so discouraged by the third inning that he yelled 
to the umpire, “Where does the ball have to be?” 
Whereupon he tossed a bean-bag lob to the hitter, who 
doubled in the third run of the inning. 

In the end, Grove gave up eight hits and four runs in 
four innings. “The spirit was willing, but the flesh was not,” 
an unidentified Herald correspondent began a story. “... 
Lefty didn’t even have the ghost of his fastball.” 

“I couldn’t get anything on the ball,” Grove, the picture 
of dejection, told the writer back in the hotel lobby. 

“There is still a knot in his arm,” said Doc Watson. “And 
the chances are, he won’t be able to pitch until it’s eliminat- 
ed.” Back home, fans held their breaths. 


S SPRING training unfolded, “Waiting for Lefty” got 

curiouser and curiouser. Perhaps the problem wasn’t in 
his arm, or even in his mind. After the Birmingham blast- 
ing, Grove underwent a dental exam that revealed three 
abscessed teeth and inflamed tonsils. On April 8, E.L 
Sorrell, Yawkey’s Birmingham-based dentist brother-in-law, 
extracted two molars. After the second tooth broke and had 
to be cut out, Lefty decided to have the third one removed 
in Philadelphia. 

The inflamed tonsils he kept secret: Lefty thought he 
could take his chances with them as they were. 

Doctors in attendance agreed that the teeth had affected 
Grove’s pitching. If they didn’t somehow bother the arm, 
they certainly worsened his general physical condition. 
“One of the doctors at Birmingham said that he ‘wished he 
had as much chance to go to Heaven as Lefty Grove’s arm 
had to come back, following the elimination of poison from 
the general system,’ ” Melville E. Webb Jr. wrote in the 
Boston Daily Globe. 

“I’m going to be ready let the teeth fall where they may,” 
Grove told reporters in Atlanta. On April 10, in Philadelphia, 
another dentist took out the third abscessed tooth. 

“Sore arm, sure I’ve got a sore arm,” a notably cheerier 
Grove said. “But why all the uproar? Everything is coming 
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along fine, and it won’t be more than a week or so before 
I’ll be in good shape. 

“And he pulled a big one right out of my mouth right here 
— look.” He showed the reporters. Fans’ hopes must have 
soared like a thermometer on the first sunny day of spring. 

On April 11, Grove announced in Philadelphia that he 
wouldn’t pitch for 10 to 14 days — the time, he said, it 
would take for the poison to leave his system. His wife, 
Ethel, arrived from Lonaconing with the Grove car, and a 
few days later, they headed nonstop to Boston. “I’ll be out 
tomorrow, and I’m feeling right in the pink again,” said 
Grove upon his arrival. 

“The dentist . . . told me not to stir up the animals too 
quickly.” 


FENWAY PARK, OPENING DAY, 
APRIL 17 

Grove was still sitting out, but by the end of spring training 
the Sox’ bats were booming, and fans were talking pennant. 
Boston’s April 16 opener in Washington was rained out, so 
their first game of the new season was in Fenway Park. 

Entering Fenway for the home opener was like driving 
down a country road in Ireland. Everything was sparkling 
and green. There were new green signs over the enlarged 
grandstands, bright green paint on the cement walls, and 
green bull’s-eye lights to mark balls (red for strikes and 
outs) on baseball’s most famous landmark, the new sheet- 
metal-and-steel Green Monster, with its 37-foot fence. 
Stretching from the left-field corner almost to dead center, 
the great wall was also wide enough to hold updated scores 
from both leagues, as well as advertisements (later 
removed) for whiskey, razor blades, and soap. To expand 
the park’s capacity to 37,500, fully 15,708 new seats had 
been installed, including box seats clear down to the field 
and bleachers “for forgotten men and small boys,” as 
Whitman of the Herald wrote. The seating areas melded 
into each other in a unified pattern. It was an ultramodern 
stadium for its time, the sixth-largest in baseball. And it 
wasn’t just useful; it was beautiful. 

Fenway Park was a major story in Depression Boston. 
There were no tall ships being built, and no tall buildings, 
either. Thanks to a height restriction, the 30-story US 
Custom House tower was the only skyscraper in town. 
Rebuilt Fenway was a product of heroic round-the-clock 
effort. It had survived a five-hour, four-alarm off-season 
blaze that had burned down the center-field bleachers and 
turned reconstruction into re-reconstruction. Finished on 
time in spite of it all, this gleaming gem — the city’s largest 
private construction project of the decade — was to 
Bostonians what Yankee Stadium, Central Park, and the 
Brooklyn Bridge were to New Yorkers. In Boston newspa- 
pers, opening day was so important it shared.the top of 
page one with the hottest murder trial of the year. 

Before the game, Grove threw painlessly on the sidelines 
for 10 minutes. A pitcher named Dusty Rhodes started the 
game for the Sox. Before 30,336 paying fans, the mayor, 
and the governor, the Red Sox rallied from a 5-0 deficit to 
tie the score. In the 11th inning, erratic pitching and an 
untimely error cost them a run and the game, which they 
lost, 6-5. But fans left Fenway babbling about the exciting 
team they’d seen. The fluke ending couldn’t possibly be a 
harbinger of days (and seasons, and decades) to come. 

“We want Grove!” the fans chanted every time he 
warmed up in the Washington series. Lefty wasn’t sched- 
uled to pitch until May, but he did throw five innings 
against Holy Cross in an April 27 exhibition game. He 
fanned the first two hitters and then let up a little, allowing 
only one run and four hits in five innings. “I felt all right all 
day,” he said afterward. 

With the Red Sox in fourth place at 7-7, Grove made his 
first appearance on May-5, in relief, against the St. Louis 
Browns. He began warming up in the second inning when 
starter Johnny Welch was struggling. Harris asked if Grove 
was ready for the third, and he said no. Rube Walberg 
worked the inning, and Grove was sent into the game in 
the fourth, with the Red Sox leading, 9-3. He walked from 
the bullpen, a lanky wraith in his white No. 10 uniform, 
while 19,000 Fenway fans cheered. 

The cheering didn’t last. A walk was followed by a triple, 
a single, a double, and a walk on four pitches. Finally 
Grove pointed to catcher Ferrell, signaling him to hold the 
ball. Without a look to the dugout, Grove walked off the 
field, carefully skirting the first-base line. He had surren- 
dered three hits, two walks, and five earned runs without 
retiring a batter. 

“The great southpaw was wholly without his famous 
‘smoke’ ball, so named because of its amazing speed,” 
wrote the Herald’s Whitman. “He merely was a thrower in 
there, and his control was not good.” 

Grove agreed. There was no pain, he said — but no 
stuff, either. 


OON THE stuff looked to be on its way back. Nine 
days later, Grove reported for relief in a game against 
the White Sox. With the bases loaded, he walked a batter to 
force in one run, allowed another to score on a fielder’s 
choice, then ended the inning by inducing a ground ball. A 
slow start, but in the following six innings Grove yielded 
only three hits and one unearned run, retiring 12 straight 
batters at one point. “The pronounced silver lining to the 
defeat was that Bob Lefty Grove staged a real come-back, 
impressive to a marked degree and indicative that soon he 
will be able to take his starting turn in the box for Manager 
Bucky Harris,” Whitman wrote. 
“Certainly feels all right,” said Grove. 
Boarding an all-night train to St. Louis at 4:30 p.m., 
both Grove and Harris struggled to contain their joy. “Just 
give me a couple of days of rest and I'll be ready to start,” 





THE HITGH: in 1954, the 
aging Grove’s self-taught 
delivery was as silky as ever. 
But his speed didn’t report to 
camp with him. Sportswriters 
swarmed over the problem. 
Was it the knot in his arm? 
His teeth? His tonsils? 
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Grove “war-whooped,” according to the Herald’s Gerry 
Moore. “I was right yesterday and don’t think that anyone 
is more pleased than I. Watch us go now.” 

“He'll be starting in St. Louis,” said Harris, “and he’ll win.” 

He sure did. Grove six-hit the Browns and even homered 
in a 4-1 victory on May 19. He still didn’t have the old 
speed on his fastball, leading a St. Louis scribe to write, 
“The old Grove passeth.” But when he beat the Indians, 7- 
5, in Cleveland four days later, the new Grove seemed to be 
passing muster. 

The Sox, though still a few games south of .500, were 
brimming with optimism. On a late-May road trip, they 
picked up shortstop Lyn Lary, who had driven in 107 runs 
for the 1931 Yankees, and Rick Ferrell’s brother Wes, a 
Grovian-sized (6-2, 195) right-hander with a 102-62 
record for the Indians. Ferrell delighted everyone by pitch- 
ing 52s innings of two-hit relief to win a game on June 5. 
The show was on the road. 

But this wasn’t just drama; it was becoming melodra-

ma. Grove proceeded to lose four straight, twice giving 
up eight earned runs and once seven, and the Red Sox 
failed to gain on the leaders. Was it his arm, his delivery, 
his confidence? Maybe it was something else: Grove had 
ended the 1933 season with severely ripped fingertips. 
Now the whole hand was at risk. While he was being 
raked for eight runs in 523 innings during a May 28 loss 
at Detroit, he struck out a batter with no one on base, 
and catcher Rick Ferrell whipped the ball to Bill Werber 
at third. “Before throwing the ball to Lary at short, I 
noticed blood on it,” says Werber, now 90. “Instead of 
letting the ball go around the infield, I took it to Lefty 
on the mound to inquire where the blood had come 
from. When I looked at the inside of the middle finger of 
his left hand, there was no skin there. He was pitching 
from raw meat. 

“ “Mose,” I said, ‘you can’t pitch like that.’ 
“ “Get the hell outta here!’ he said. ‘Gimme the damn 
ball. Get your ass back to third base.’ ” 











IN ANY OTHER CITY, THE SOX’ 1934 SEASON MIGHT HAVE BEEN

ROVE SAT out from June 17 to July 3, but the other 

Sox pitchers blossomed. The team climbed over .500. 
“Little wonder that the Red Sox look their strongest of the 
season,” Harold Kaese wrote in the Evening Transcript. In 
a Close race, they were 36-33, just 7'2 games behind the 
first-place Yankees. 

On July 3, Grove returned to action in New York but 
threw only two innings of ineffective relief. After the game, 
while the team traveled to Philadelphia, he headed back to 

Boston with a surprise: he was still suffering from infected 
tonsils, which he had kept secret since April. 
Grove finally had surgery performed on July 5.

The renovated Fenway was a lush green gem on 
opening day; later in the season, Babe Ruth’s farewell appearance in Boston drew the largest crowd yet for a 
Red Sox game. The record fell just a week later, when Lefty Grove pitched against the first-place Tigers and 

their ace, General Alvin Crowder. 


Attendance was soaring. The park set a new record on 
August 12 — this time not because of Lefty, but because 
of the Bambino. Babe Ruth, hoping to manage in 1935, 
was playing his last game in Fenway Park; the great man, 
40, bid a wet-eyed farewell to an adoring Fenway crowd 
of 46,766. At least 10,000 more had been turned away. 
People sat in the aisles or watched from nearby rooftops.

The field was roped off. Ruth was always a double treat, 
and it seemed fitting that he should part in a doublehead- 
er. Playing left field, he went 2 for 6 without homers or 
RBIs. “The climax, and we never saw such a demonstra- 
tion in any ball game before, came when the big fellow 
trudged off the field in the sixth inning of the second 
game,” Whitman wrote in the Herald. “Spontaneously 
and as one man, the huge crowd, all the way around the 
field, stood up and applauded. There was little shouting. 
It was hand clapping, steadily swelling in volume until the 
big fellow was lost to sight as he entered the Red Sox 
dugout — the one he first entered as a major leaguer 20 
years ago — and passed out of sight to the intimacies of 
the Yankee club house under the grandstand.”

But even that turnout was exceeded at Grove’s next 
game, when the Sox faced first-place Detroit. On 
August 19, with the Sox 14 games out of first and just 
barely hanging on, he faced the Tigers’ General Alvin 
Crowder, who had tied him for the league lead with 24 
wins in 1933. A new park record of 46,995 watched them 
pitch the first game of a doubleheader. Some attendees had 
come to see a first-place team; others, to watch two fine 
pitchers. Others still arrived to cheer Detroit’s player-man- 
ager, Mickey Cochrane, a Bridgewater native and Boston 
University graduate, or to honor a Tigers coach, 
Gloucester’s own Cy Perkins. In Boston, all sports is local. 

Grove didn’t pitch badly, the writers said. He allowed 
some “soft” runs on four errors, two passed balls, and two 
other miscues that eluded the official scorer. But the Sox 
didn’t hit as well as Detroit. “Pitching duels, after all, 
require some contributions by the other eight players on 
the ball club,” Kaese tersely told the fans. 

Detroit won, 8-6. It was clear that the season’s drama 
was over. Sixteen games back, in fourth place, the Sox 
were out of pennant hopes. Grove wouldn’t win 20 games 
— indeed, he had only six victories so far, and he would 
lose four of his last six decisions to finish at 8-8. The Red 
Sox ended the season in fourth place. 

For some fans and sportswriters, Grove became the con- 
venient scapegoat. So what if Ferrell was the only pitcher in 
the rotation with a winning record? Who cared if Rube 
Walberg and Max Bishop, the other ex-A’s, were over the 
hill? Did it matter that Yawkey hadn’t developed a farm sys- 
tem, as critical to pennants then as now? With 16 more wins 
by Grove to equal his 1933 total, the critics said, the Sox 
would have won 92, two behind the second-place Yankees 
and nine games in back of Detroit. In other words, but for 
Lefty, Boston would have been in the race till September. 

Here was a city that didn’t blame James Michael Curley, 
who should have provided jobs, for this Depression year’s 
misery, but did blame Lefty Grove, who couldn’t possibly 
carry the entire Red Sox team on his back. 

“Boston runs to brains as well as to beans and brown 
bread,” William Cowper Brann had written years earlier in 
his Texas newspaper The Iconoclast. “But she is cursed with 
an army of cranks whom nothing short of a straightjacket or 
a swamp elm club will ever control.” 

In any other city, the 1934 season might have been 
counted a success. The Sox finished at 76-76 — not a 
pennant, to be sure, but the first time they’d finished in the 
American League’s top half since 1918. And they more 
than doubled their 1933 attendance to a franchise-high 
610,640 fans. Bill Werber had established himself as the 
best third baseman in the league. Heading for a .321 sea- 
son, with a league-leading 40 stolen bases, he was a threat 
to hit and run on every at bat. But in Boston — where the 
press and win-starved fans had unrealistically banked on 
their seventh-place team’s suddenly becoming a contender 
— the season looked like a curse. In retrospect, the 
“curse” of the 1934 season was less a matter of poor per- 
formance than of overblown expectations created by beat 
writers and gamblers. But the fans didn’t all see it that 
way; Fenway crowds spent the last month of the season 
booing manager Bucky Harris. 

Some fans, though, counted the wins and saw the bright 
side. “Neighborhood teams wanted to be called the Red Sox 
again,” says Musty Vitale, a 15-year-old pitcher at the time. 
“Grove may have been struggling, but they knew he was class.” 

In the years that followed, Grove entered his Luis 
Tiant phase and became a control pitcher par excellence. 
The Sox would sign Hall of Famers Joe Cronin and 
Jimmie Foxx, and Yawkey would send scouts westward to 
acquire Dom DiMaggio, Bobby Doerr, and Ted Williams. 
By the mid to late ’30s, they had the lineup they needed 
to contend for the pennant — but then, as now, the Sox 
were continually upstaged by the Yankees. Poor Tom 
Yawkey. “He tried to do it quickly by buying a pennant,” 
said Sam Scimone, who sold peanuts in both Boston 
ballparks while watching discontent spread through the 
city. “And it didn’t turn out.” 

Over the years, the curse just got worse. The formula for 
lifting it — a little bit of Lefty, a little bit of Ted, a little bit 
of Yaz — has yet to be found. But some year, maybe, the 
hope of spring will not wilt with summer’s end, and every- 
thing will be sparkling and green. *

KAY, I ADMIT a slight prejudice against 

hotel restaurants, which tend to be too ex- 

pensive and sterile for my taste. With a cou- 
ple of exceptions, even the well-publicized ones 
with trendy chefs still seem to be designed more 
for the comfort of out-of-towners than for the 
comfort of a city guy like, say, me. 

So I was all geared up to be skeptical of Sid- 
ney’s, the eight-month-old ground-floor restau- 
rant in the University Park Hotel. But I just 
couldn’t manage it. Maybe because the place is 
so inexpensive for what it delivers; maybe be- 
cause it’s actually kind of neat and stylish inside; 
maybe because a valet at the front door parks 
your car for free. (Call me lazy, but I don’t mind 
skipping the great Cambridge parking derby for 
a night.) 

The University Park Hotel is kind of an odd 
animal, plunked down in the no man’s land be- 
tween the NECCO factory and the Central 
Square business district. You know that funny 
attempt to build a suburban industrial park off 
Mass Ave in the middle of Cambridge? Where 
there’s a fairground-style arch onto a grand av- 
enue that leads nowhere? Well, Sidney’s is on 
that avenue. You certainly wouldn’t confuse it 
with a genuine Central Square neighborhood 


eer 





In all fairness, the room did start to fill up later, 
and our waitress assured us that the place verita- 
bly buzzes sometimes. It looked to me as though 
the clientele is probably high-tech types coming 
through Cambridge on business; by the time we 
left, two different parties were running notebook 
computers on their tables. 

As with a lot of newer hotel-lobby restaurants, 
the idea of the menu is to remind guests that 
they’re in New England without drowning them 
in bad old New England food — but without giv- 
ing them anything too weird, either. This isn’t 
necessarily a recipe for excitement, but Sidney's 
carries the whole project off with aplomb. There’s 
flair in the little things. The breadbasket, for in- 
stance, is excellent: chewy sourdough buns, 
whole-wheat olive bread, and butter molded into 
a sphere. Water came not from a pitcher, but out 
of a snazzy little square-sided bottle labeled “Sid- 
ney’s,” as though the restaurant were tapping its 
own spring. The basic salad, the “farmer’s field 
greens,” wasn’t the apex of crispness, but it was 
quite generous for $4.50, and the lettuce was the 
real deal: radicchio, dandelion, and all those little 
mesclun greens in a just-slightly-fruity vinaigrette. 

After all that, the “three-cod chowder” ($5) re- 
ally had me excited. The idea is a fish chowder 
made from the trio of salt cod, smoked cod, and 
fresh cod. It’s very clever: smoke tastes wonderful 
in chowder, and so does salt. The soup was at- 
tractive and rich looking, decorated with chopped 
scallions — but it wasn’t quite as interesting as 
we had hoped. There was neither much smoke 
nor much salt in evidence. | ended up salting it 
myself and wondering why I couldn’t taste more 
richness from the fish, or from the cubes of salt 
pork in the bowl. 

Underflavoring, however, wasn’t a problem in 
the grilled-mushroom salad ($5.75) — really

joint; for one thing, it doesn’t serve Indian food, 
and for another, it holds as many people as ev- 
ery Central Square neighborhood joint put to- 
gether. 

You walk into Sidney’s through the quiet 
anonymity of the hotel lobby and are greeted by 
tall potted plants and a chipper hostess. The floor 
is a deep cherry-wood color; above the enormous 
open kitchen, a dramatic copper roof flares sky- 
ward over an almost completely empty room. | 
ate there on a couple of weeknights, on one of 
which ours was the only table occupied at 8 p.m. 





something of an antipasto plate, with bulbous king 
oyster mushrooms marinating in vinaigrette, along 
with radicchio and watercress. Another salad — 
“Sidney’s house salad” ($6.50) — also reminded 
me of antipasto: slices of roast tomato and colos- 
sal olives on rounds of grilled mozzarella. 

The appetizer I liked best was hardly an appe- 
tizer at all: grilled venison sausage ($5.75), a dish 
that included three food groups and was large 
enough to make a decent dinner in itself. This 
was a basic sausage with excellent pungency, 
grilled and sliced into three or four pieces, served 
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around a cake of grated potatoes and a sweet 
onion marmalade. The plate, with the bulging tri 
angular shape of a Viagra tablet, was colored a 
deep crimson that set off the bright green of the 
accompanying watercress. Everything worked ex- 
cept the potato, of which more later. 

Every New England-themed menu has to have 
its go at seafood, and Sidney’s tactic (chowder 
excepted) seems to be grilling fish and laying it 
over highly flavored accompaniments. An appe- 
tizer of “Jonah crab cakes” ($8), for instance, 
was two middle-of-the-pack crab cakes, flavored 
with curry powder and served over a very gingery 
slaw on a glossy black plate. There’s a daily oys- 
ter special ($8.50): our night, the oysters were 
supposed to be grilled but tasted more like raw 
oysters to me (no complaints here); five of them 
were served, in the shell, on a mound of sea salt 
with a spoonful of herbed mustard sauce on 
each. 

Two fish entrées were quite smoothly executed. 
One of them, a long salmon fillet ($14.50) 
broiled to a rosy pink, was served on a lovely suc- 
cotash of corn, beans, and bacon that had all the 
saltiness and richness missing from the chowder. 
The other, a fillet of scrod ($12.50), was a gener- 
ous piece of thick-flaked white fish with a salty 
herbed coating, served in an intensely flavorful 
broth with curls of lemon zest. 

The one part of the scrod dish that looked bet- 
ter than it tasted was the accompaniment of pur- 
ple and yellow potatoes. Potatoes seem to be 
something of an Achilles’ heel at Sidney’s; that 
grated-potato cake with the venison sausage was 
the blandest fried thing I’ve eaten in a while, and 
the mashed potatoes served with the filet mignon 
($15) — a nice piece of meat in a slightly bitter 
demi-glace — were stiff and uninteresting. The 
best-tasting potatoes I had at Sidney’s were the 
mashed ones alongside the 
hanger steak ($15), and I sus- 
pect those were good because 
everything on that plate was 
good: a very flavorful piece of 
meat with a bit of char on the 
outside and a bit of red on the 
inside, topped with roasted 
red and yellow peppers. The 
potatoes, absorbing flavor 
from the peppers on top and 
the deep, sweet sauce on the 
bottom, were carried along 
with the momentum of the 
thing. 

For dessert, a fresh pas- 
sion-fruit sorbet was sticky- 
dense and had a marvelously 
tart-around-the-tongue feel- 
ing. An apple-rhubarb pie 
tended more toward the 
sweet of baked apple than the 
bracing tang of rhubarb; it 
could have stood some of the 
sorbet’s tartness, which 
would have made the scoop 
of mellow vanilla-bean ice 
cream on the plate a better 
complement. 

The art on the walls here 
deserves at least a mention. 
The hotel décor in general 
plays on its proximity to MIT, 
with little science gestures — 
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an antique microscope in the 
lounge; an atomic nucleus 





woven into an elevator floor. Sidney’s walls are 
hung with huge, quasi-scientific paintings: one 
wall has a vivid rose superimposed over a very 
loose approximation of a periodic table; another 
features random hand-scrawled words like SPACE, 
ENERGY, and POLARIZATION. The techies this hotel 
is designed for, if they glance up from their com- 
puters, might have a good chuckle about what 
science looks like to an artist. &

Hanger steak and fries 
are so deeply flavored with truffle 
demiglace they seem almost cheap at $17; 
same for the duck-and-foie-gras ravioli 
You'll barely recognize the old space of 
Botolph's on Tremont, now sleek and dark 
and woody; the crowd is huge and so is the 
somewhat pricey wine list. 
BOB THE CHEF'S, 604 Columbus Ave., 
Boston, 536-6204. $6-$13. The same mild- 
mannered soul food in a newly (and hand- 
somely) bistro-ized space makes this a 
meliow place for an evening out, often with 
live jazz. Especially recommended: the

Not hard to guess what 
you want to order. Grilled fish of many 
species are excellent, with very comple- 
mentary sauces.

Loud 
bar/dating atmosphere, but the informality 
and friendly staff make everyone comfort-

HAMERSLEY’S BISTRO, 553 Tremont 
St., Boston, 423-2700. $23-$38. Casual 
French-inspired food with a distinctly Amer- 
ican and decidedly upscale accent: guests 
wear ties while the chefs wear baseball 
caps. Famed for duck confit, wild mush- 
room and garlic sandwich, and roast chick- 
en with garlic, lemon, and parsley — an ol- 
factory and culinary triumph. One of 
Boston's best. 

HARVEY’S, 99 St. Botolph St., Boston, 
266-3030. $8-$20. A modestly priced New 
American joint tucked in the quiet, leafy 
area between Huntington Ave and the 
bistro zone of the South End. The renovat- 
ed-brownstone feel of the place (two sto- 
fies, exposed brick walls) creates a sense 
of homey cool. BR Sat. and Sun., 11:30 
am. to 5 p.m. 

ICARUS, 3 Appleton St., Boston, 426- 
1790. $21-$30. A longtime favorite that's 
held its own. American ingredients with flair 
in a romantic, festive environment. Try the 
polenta with wild mushrooms, grilled 
shrimp with mango-jalapeno sorbet, and 
venison with juniper, black pepper, and 
cranberries. Great comfort food, elegantly 


prepared. 

LA BETTOLA, 480 Columbus Ave., 
Boston, 236-5252. $23-$34 (3 course prix 
fixe, $45) Opened by the team behind the 
successful Galleria Italiana, this bistro has 
garnered forkfuls of attention for its free- 
wheeling continental menu with light Asian 
inflections. It's flavorful and fun, but the 
food sometimes loses focus. The prix fixe 
dinner ($41) lets you roam the menu freely. 
LAUREL, 142 Berkeley St., Boston, (617) 
424-6711. $14-$20. Physically and culi- 
narily, this is halfway between the innova- 
tive South End bistros and luxurious veri- 
ties of the Ritz/Aujourdhui/Biba axis. Lau- 
rel is a handsome room pushing the $20- 
per-entrée price line with some fun dishes 
like smoked Chilean sea bass and a 
fresh-fruit martini glass dessert, and 
some solid classics like grilled duck 
breast, Argentine sirloin steak, and cook- 
ies (with milk!) for dessert. BR Sun., 11 
am. -3 p.m. 

LE GAMIN CAFE, 550 Tremont St., 
Boston, 654-8969. $7-$11. A cute little 
créperie decorated with French roadsigns 
and photographs of Paris. The sandwiches 
and crépes are cheap, consistent, and all 
accompanied by a pile of mesciun with a 
fine vinaigrette. Try the leek-and-goat- 
cheese crépe, smoked-salmon salad, and 





plain lemon-sugar crépe for dessert. Top it 
Off with hot rum punch.

7704. $6-$8. Eritrean and American food, 
but clearly run by immigrants on their own 
terms, thus lacking the touristy feeling, 
along with some of the amenities.

METROPOLIS CAFE, 584 Tremont St., 
Boston, 247-2931. $15-$20. Wow. In a 
space that was once an ice-cream parlor, a 
jewel of a bistro serves consistently on-tar- 
get dishes that take their inspiration from 
both the French and Italian traditions. 
When this place is three times as big and 
twice as expensive, you can say you ate 
here when. Try the elegant salmon pavé, 
the astonishingly rich risotto specials, and 
any of the desserts. BR Sat. and Sun., 9 
a.m. to 3 p.m. 

SOUTH END GRILL, 439 Tremont Street, 
Boston, (617) 338-8884. $8-$16. Live in the 
South End? Feeling hungry? Very hungry? 
The prices aren't bad here and the quanti- 
ties are generous; the menu sounds kinda 
gourmet but is pretty much meat-and-veg 
for the ‘90s. We liked the huge plate of 
fresh potato chips, the huge grilled pork 
loin, the huge banana-coconut cream pie. 
As for vibe: well, at ground zero of gay 
Boston, this is a more middle-of-the-road 
scene than you might expect.

Small, 
high-quality Thai room contests South 
End's restaurant row with plenty of spice 
and some innovative dishes like fried 
sweet-potato sticks, mussel pancakes, and 
excellent seafood salad. Solid standards 
(coconut chicken soup, hot-and-sour soup, 
pad thai), though the curries are a lot alike. 

TREMONT 647, 647 Tremont St., Boston, 
266-4600. $16-$20 (Brunch, $6-$8.50) A 
well-dressed crowd enjoys beautifully 
grilled food, clever but not overbearing, in 
this.long and cozy bistro. A duck confit sits 
atop a sauce of red wine and white raisins; 
tater tots are infused with truffle oil; the 
steamed Chilean sea bass comes wrapped 
in a huge banana leaf. The chef earned his 
stripes at Cambridge's East Coast Grill, but 
the feel is pure South End. BR “Pajama 
brunch” Sun., 10:30 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

TRUC, 560 Tremont St., Boston, 338-8070. 
$16-$23. A little pricey, but dead-on flavor- 
ful versions of French bistro classics like 
pork rillettes and trout meuniere. A stylish, 
long South End room with a food-friendly 
(and very French) wine list. 


THEATER DISTRICT 
BREW MOON RESTAURANT AND MI- 
CROBREWERY, 115 Stuart St. (Trans- 
portation Bidg.), Boston, 523-6467. $6-$10. 
A brewpub, but initially the food was so 
much better and more interesting than at 
other brewpubs that we are going to call it 
a bistro. Pretty good wine list, too, and 
small plates to go with either beverage. Se- 
tious desserts. Of the ales, the darkest and 
strongest are the best. BR Sun., 11 a.m. to

LEGAL C BAR, 27 Columbus Ave. (Park 
Square), Boston, 426-5566. $13-$23 
(lunch, $8-$13) Legal Sea Foods’ puritani- 
cal devotion to quality is applied here to a 
relaxed Canbbean menu. The results are a 
little stiff but awfully good, even when it's 
just tropical side dishes done right, along- 
side standard Legal wood-grilled scallops 
or fried calamari. And when it gets to acra 
(codfish cakes) or Bermuda fish chowder, 
or rum drinks, or the pastry turnovers — 
well, you go outside and you're surprised 
Not to see palm trees.

Restaurants in the Legal chain 
(other locations are at 5 Cambndge Center, 
in Kendall Square; at 800 Boylston St., in 
the Prudential mail; at the Chestnut Hill 
Mall, in Chestnut Hill; and at 100 Hunting- 
ton Ave., in Copley Place) are large, loud, 
good for crowds, and perfect for impressing 
seatood-loving visitors from out of town. 
MERCURY BAR, 116 Boylston St., 
Boston, 482-7799. $16-$19. A long bar, an 
open room, a standing, young, well- 
dressed crowd that looks like a crowd amid 
the dark Victorian wood and postmodern 
gilding. Our reviewer found “small plates 
with powerful, worid-beat flavors,” but the 
chef has since changed.

Cheap, plentiful, 
and clean dinners in a somewhat biand 
Puerto Rican style, which therefore favors 
the soups. A large variety of fried savonies 
for the nostalgic and a really big and fun 
selection of imported soft drinks at honest 
prices. Some dishes and drinks from Ja- 
maica and the Dominican Republic as welll. 
MIDDLE EAST CAFE, 472 and 480 Mass

MARRAKESH, 561 Cambridge St., East 
Cambridge, 497-1614. $10-$15 (lunch, $5- 
$11). “The only authentic Moroccan restau- 
rant in Massachusetts,” and how would we 
know otherwise? Certainly delicious, but be 
sure to combine the bland couscous dishes 
with the bniliantly sauced lamb mashmash, 
Moroccan chicken, “taya cous cous,” or 
Souini fish tagine.

(Washington Square), Brookline, 731-2500. 
$10-$17 A storefront macrobiotic restuarant 
from Jamaica Plain hits the big time in 
Brookline. Ignore the contradictions and 
enjoy the excellent chowders, sea-veg- 
etable salads, basic grains, stir-fries, and 
— if your diet allows — superb seafood en- 
trees. Just watch out for anything that usu- 
ally employes dairy products, sugar, or 
eggs, such as most of the desserts. BR

GINZA, 1002 Beacon St. (Audubon Circle), 
Brookline, 566-9688. $11-$44. Arguably 
the best sushi bar in Boston, certainly one 
of the most avant-garde, yet well-grounded 
in tradition, as evidenced by the more than 
20 brands of sake, the wide range of 
cooked appetizers, and the solid tempura 
and teriyaki. Somewhat random service 
won't bother those who come in expecting 
to share tastes. 

INDIA HOUSE, 239 Harvard St. (Coolidge 
Corner), Brookline, 739-9300. $8-$15. A 
handsome room that brings the wonderful 
institution of the Indian buffet lunch to 
Coolidge Corner. The dinner menu is 
rather nondescript so far, considering that 
the same owners have an Indian grocery 
across the street stocked with exotic edi- 
bles. 

KIYOSHI SUSHI HOUSE, 398 Harvard St. 
(Coolidge Corner), Brookline, 232-5800, 
739-8679. $6-$10. Authentic addition to the 
several small sushi palaces along Harvard 
Street and Harvard Avenue. Unusual sushi 
include marinated vegetables, but one 
should not miss the many grilled specials, 
unusual seafood dishes, and noodle soups. 
Soundtrack of ‘50s jazz. 

MATT MURPHY'S, 14 Harvard St. (Brook- 
line Village), 232-0188. $6-$16. Real Irish 
pub with good food. Actually rather Irish 
good food at that. Very bizarre, but every- 
one else is too busy enjoying to make much 
of the situation. Insanely large portions, too. 
Don't miss anything with the french fries 
and homemade ketchup, the various savory 
pies, soups, salads — really, anything.

Cheap, huge spinach pies, gyro sandwich- 
es. Full-flavored meatballs, stuffed grape 
leaves, roast lamb, and real mashed pota- 
toes. Very decent fried chicken for the kids.

PANDAN LEAF, 250 Harvard St. 
(Coolidge Corner), Brookline, 566-9393. 
$6-$29 (lunch, $6-8). Boston's third and 
maybe best-yet Malaysian restaurant. Cer- 
tainly the best-looking, with a modem bistro 
style. A few highlights of this novel cuisine 
are the pandan-leaf lobak as an appetizer, 
the gado-gado salad, the Malaysian yee 
sang, fine-flavored barbecued stingray, 
spicy Indonesian chicken, and a soupy 
bubur cha cha for dessert. Explanatory 
menu and many “safe” dishes make this an 
easy place to jump in, or bring a group. 
PROVIDENCE, 1223 Beacon St. (Coolidge 
Comer), Brookline, 232-0300. $18-$25. An 
elegant postmodem dining room with intel- 
lectual substance. Chef Paul O'Connell has 
nouvelle-American training and Northern 
Italian experience, but hearty, northern-Eu- 
ropean flavors keep sneaking in. 

SHALOM HUNAN, 92 Harvard St. (Brook- 
line Village), 731-9778. $7-$20. Glatt 
kosher attempts at the classic dishes of 
pork-loving China, succeeding perfectly 
with the steamed sea bass, and pretty well 
with pan-fried dumplings, mu shu veal, and 
General Tso's chicken. Nice service and 
chocolate cake for dessert offset a some- 
what sweet-and-bland palate. 

TABERNA DE HARO, 999 Beacon St., 
Brookline, (617) 277-8272. $10-$15 (tapas 
cost less). The most modern Spanish tapas 
place in the city may also be the most au- 
thentic: there really are no dinners per se, 
and the food is tuned salty and small to 
complement the dry sherries of Spain. A 
great evening if you like this kind of eating, 
and better if you connect early and often 
with the grilled asparagus, white anchovies, 
pollo en pepitoria, shrimp in garlic oil, or the 
cheese platter. 

ZAFTIGS, 335 Harvard St. (Coolidge Cor- 
ner), Brookline, 975-0075. $7-$13. Despite 
the name, a very un-nostalgic, postmodern 
kind of delicatessen with generally excel- 
lent food and very reasonable desserts. 
Un-nostalgic means low-fat pastrami, 
Chicken soup, and such, but also glorious 
cored beef, whitefish salad not to have to 
die for, and excellent daily sorbets. BR Dai- 
ly, all day.

$14-$16. A little place with a big menu, 
Mediterranean (and some Parisian) dishes 
with flavor, texture, and real heart. Don't 
miss the potato-leek soup, seafood crostini 
with brandade, eggplant ravioli with sage- 
smoked mushrooms, or the seasonal pies. 
Hard to find, but a find. 

NORUMBEGA PARK RESTAURANT, 
287 Auburn St., Newton, 558-7654. $10- 
$18. A very useful suburban roadhouse 
that reaches beyond reliability with truly im- 
pressive salads, broiled vegetables, a real- 
wood grill, and a fallen chocolate cake. An 
open stairwell links rooms of an old house 
into a large dining space, so you can dress 
to be seen and heard. 

SEMAR, 80 Langley Road, Newton Cen- 
ter, (617) 332-8108. $7-$12. A little Indone- 
sian place with some great smells and 
some exotic dishes. Fried things are easy 
to like here, as are the four variations on 
nasi goreng, the Indonesian fried rice. Ex- 
cellent spicy calamari, and don't miss the 
Clear vegetable soups.

A tiny, 
out-of-the-way place with great, great Asian 
food. The menu is North Chinese and Thai, 
but the keynote is loving treatment of basic 
ingredients in dishes like chili eggplant, roy- 
al tofu, and spicy squid. 

EVOO, 118 Beacon Street, Somerville, 
(617) 661-3866. $16-$23. Chef Peter Mc- 
Carthy, late of the Bostonian Hotel, boldly 
opens Somerville’s most expensive restau- 
rant and the foodie stampede begins. 
When he's on, he's on: buttermilk-fried oys- 
ters, sweet marinated quail, and wood- 
grilled bass all show spark and substance. 
But the fast-and-loose approach to ethnic 
idioms means the food isn't always as con- 
sistent as the sculptural presentation would 
have you believe.

Next 
door is a Tibetan Buddhist resource center 
and gift shop, but first relax with some but- 
tered tea and really excellent momo, the Ti- 
betan answer to Peking ravioli. 

JOHNNY D'S UPTOWN RESTAURANT, 
17 Holland St. (Davis Square), Somerville, 
776-2004. $6-$14. Where else can you eat 
inventive, healthy food while sipping draft 
microbrews and listening to Luther “Guitar 
Jr.” Johnson? Try the conch fritters with 
sweet-potato fries, maverick grits, vegetan- 
an dishes, anything Souther. BR Sat. and 
Sun., 9 a.m. to 2:30 p.m. 

JOSHUA TREE, 256 Elm Street (Davis 
Square), Somerville; 623-9910. $6-$15 It's 
in Davis Square, but it's designed like a 
downtown trendster bar, with industrial 
steel trim and waiters in black T-shirts. The 
menu is mostly by-the-numbers bar food 
and Mexican stuff, but it does have its mo- 
ments: terrific pinto beans; a “mojo roast 
pork loin” that got our mojo going. Thirty- 
two beers on tap.

NEMO blues 


cff Copetas, who runs the Boston-based 
lndicenreneanmadiie label Tar 
Hut, sent out an e-mail on April 3 
announcing what he believed to be the “first 
anti- NEMO show” ever mounted. The 
NEMO in question, of course, is the 
NEMO Music Showcase & Conference, the 
annual weckend-long music festival that 
offers 200 bands in 20 clubs citywide, plus 
two days of seminars featuring industry 
professionals. “Why are we having an ‘Anti- 
NEMO Show’ you ask?”, Copctas’s c-mail 
continued. “Well, because NEMO wants to 
charge music-loving indie labels like Tar 
Hut $!000 to have showcases at their 
festival, that’s why.” 

Copetas says he approached the festival 
about setting up a Tar Hut showcase — a 
specific event to present his label’s acts — 
and that NEMO scemed interested. “It was 
sort of a foreplay kind of thing,” he explains 
over the phone. “So I sent them a full 
package, and they called back and they were 
encouraging. And then they dropped the 
bomb: [they said] it was gonna cost $750. 
So I said I'd call them back, and of course | 
never did. Then they called me back and

Candace Avery, NEMO's chief organizer, 
calls Copetas’s complaints sour grapes and 
labels his accusations “unfair.” For onc 
thing, says Avery, NEMO provides pro bono 
showcases for several local labels cach ycar 
— this year to the metal/hardcore label 
Wonderdrug and the ska label Skattering 
Music, last year to the esteemed pop labels 
Catapult and Monolyth. But by the time 
Copctas called, these free slots were already 
spoken for. “I understand that some pcople 
can’t afford showcases,” says Avery. “I'm

aware of the budgets of small labels — they 
don’t have any moncy. That’s why we do the 
pro bono thing.” 

At the same time, Avery claims the costs to 
local labels for putting on a showcase are 
“dcfinitcly not prohibitive.” She says the fees 
start around $600 and vary according to the 
size of the club the event would occupy. 
“NEMO is such an expensive event to put 
on,” says Avery. “Sometimes the fee doesn’t 
even cover the cost of the club.” 

Avery emphasizes that label showcascs 
arcn't a pay-for-play proposition: all the 
bands in the festival, including those at 
showcases, must pass the festival’s selection 
committee, which this year whittled down 
1000 applicants (each of whom paid a $15 
application fec) to 200. Tar Hut’s acts, she 
says, could have applicd individually, without 
paying any additional fcc. A label showcasc, 
on the other hand, is essentially a 
promotional package that the label buys. “If 
you want your organization to get extra 
promotion and be a sponsored showcase, 
then that’s something cxtra. Labels get the 
club, they get free promotion, they get other 
perks, they get badges. It ends up almost 
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costing them nothing with all the perks that 
they get.” 

Avery also defends NEMO's practice of 
not paying bands to perform. “Every band 
member gets free registration to the 
conference, and we're the only ones in the 
country who do that. The rcal valuc of 
NEMO is going to the conference [the 
panels, workshops, and clinics] for 
education, for networking. When is the last 
time a band had the opportunity to meet all 
these industry professionals and hand them a 
CD? Most of them have probably never cven 
met an A&R guy. You may fecl you're not 
getting anything, but it’s extremely valuable. 
There's no way someone could walk away 
from that without having learned 
something.”

who pronounced a death sentence on 
Salman Rushdie because of alleged 
blasphemy in his novel The Satanic Verses. 
After interviewing Rushdie a while ago for a 
magazine article, Cronenberg got the idca of 
a movic about an artist pursucd by fanatics. 

“When I started to write | wanted it not 
to be a writer and | wanted it not to be a 
filmmaker, because | really wanted some 
distance. In a way that was the beginning 
of shifting it away from Rushdic’s story, 
because | posited a time or a world when 
games could be art and a game designer 
could be an artist. | thought | would never 
play the game in the movie, but then as 
soon as I started to write the script, | 
wanted to play the game, sec what it was in 
detail. And as soon as | did that, the whole 
movie shifted, and it became what it 
became.” 

It became eXistenZ, which is also the title’ 
of the game invented by a superstar software 
designer played by Jennifer Jason Leigh. In 
this world, though, even the hardware is 
soft, derived from “mutant amphibian” parts 
that allow the player to engage his or her 
central nervous system dircctly with the 


game. Needless to say, the line between 
reality and eXistenZ becomes blurred, if not 
meaningless. Nonetheless, Cronenberg 
insists the film is not a critique of game- 
playing or virtual reality. 

“| don’t think it’s necessarily a negative 
at all. | think it’s just a new version of what 
we always do. Whether it’s an art form or 
not yct, it’s a way of escaping and it’s also a 
way of confronting. | think that that’s 
maybe the difference between a game and 


art. A game is mainly just escape. Art is a 
combination of escape and confrontation 
with yourself. | don’t think it’s any different 
from what movies were or comic books or 
novels.” 

Escaping and confronting what? 

“Mortality, basically. It’s a flight from the 
human body, and therefore it’s a flight from 
mortality, which is unbearable. And of 
course you get that from religion, too. | 
mean, going to Mass and being in a 
cathedral, and hearing the music and 
smelling the ineense and looking at the light 
coming through the stained-glass windows 
— what theater has that? The whole thing is 
designed to lift you out of your body.” 

And if he could achieve that out-of-body 
goal? If he could choose between a 
solipsistic state in which everything was an 
imaginary game and he would never dic, 
and the state of things as they arc, in which 
things are real and we are mortal, which 
would it be? 

“Mortality, for sure.”

Teen spirit reigns in the International Festival of Women’s Cinema

Hollywood has been cashing in on the 
adolescent-female market with such recent 
fodder as Cruel Intentions, 10 Things I Hate 
About You, Never Been Kissed, and the more 


upscale Go. Independent women filmmakers | 


have also been picking up on the 
trend, as evidenced by the selections 
in this year’s International Festival 
of Women’s Cinema at the Brattle 
Theatre. Perhaps weary of beating 
their heads against the glass ceiling 
imposed on women once they reach 
majority, many of the directors here 
have returned to the source, the for- 
mative teen and pre-teen period 
when cultural limitations are first 
established. Since the child is the 


mother to the woman, these films | 
suggest, the key to understanding | 
and liberating women may lie in | 


confronting the child within. 
One of the more fascinating 


entries is in fact by a young woman | 
not much out of childhood herself. | 


We progressive Westerners may be 
chastened to learn that what could 
well be the first feature film directed 
by a teenage girl comes from the 
patriarchally strictured theocracy of 
Iran. Eighteen-year-old Samira 
Makhmalbaf’s fresh and accom- 
plished The Apple (1998; April 17 


at 5:30 p.m.) is based on a real-life | 
story that sparked controversy in 


the Iranian media. Twin girls, 11 
years old, were discovered locked in 
a Teheran apartment; unwashed, 
barely capable of speech, they had 
been kept from the outside world by 


their aged, infirm parents. Casting | 
the actual family in her film, | 
Makhmalbaf spins this tabloid odd- 


ity into a gently subversive fable 
about moribund tradition and 
inevitable change. 

A petition from concerned neigh- 
bors brings the welfare department 
to the Naderi household. The 
father, a doddering scarecrow in 


Coke-bottle glasses, explains that he | 
was just following the adage that | 


“daughters are like flowers . . . they 
wither in the sun” when he decided 


to lock the twins away. The no-non- ° 


sense welfare woman nonetheless | 


sets them free, and the gawky, feral 
pair roam the streets, stealing ice 
cream, playing hopscotch, and 
making friends, their bewilderment 
graced by an otherworldly bemuse- 
ment like that of Bruno S. in Werner 
Herzog’s The Mystery of Kaspar 
Hauser. 

Like many Iranian films about 
children, The Apple combines 
sophistication with limpid simplicity 
(Samira is, yes, the daughter of 
Mohsen Makhmalbaf, director of 
Gabbeh and The Mirror, who wrote 
the screenplay for this film). But 
The Apple shows its adolescent 
hand with its touches of earnest 
symbolism; the last image of the 
twins’ blind mother, who’s entirely 
covered by a chador, and taunted by 
an apple on a string, beguiles with 
its ingenuousness and aptness. 

Initiation into life proves more 
traumatic in other parts of the 
world. In her debut feature, Xiu 
Xiu: The Sent Down Girl (1998; 
April 18 at 7:45 p.m.), actress Joan 
Chen takes an unrelenting look at 
the fate of a schoolgirl during the 
Chinese Cultural Revolution. Sent

Full of twists that are more con- 
trived than enlightening is Cauleen 
Smith’s first feature, Drylongso 
(1999; April 18 at 5:30 p.m.). Pica 
is a young African-American 
woman whose photography-class 
project is to take Polaroid snapshots 
of all the young men in the neigh- 
borhood. Black males, she argues 
with convincing statistics, are an 
endangered species — especially 
since a serial killer has been taking a 
toll of them in her Oakland neigh- 
borhood. One of the men Pica pho- 
tographs turns out to be a woman 
— Tobe, who dresses like a boy 
because she’s tired of being pushed 
around as a woman. An intriguing 
exploration of sexism, violence, and 
classism in the black community, 
Drylongso has a lot going on in it for 
its 82-minute length, and by the 
third serial-killer attack it’s gotten in 
over its head.

Skyler’s Getting To Know You

When | last conversed with Isabelle Huppert, back in 
1980, she was the urbane Eurostar of Jean-Luc 
Godard’s Every Man for Himself (Sauve qui peut (la 
vie)). As such, she was well traveled, perfectly at 
home in English, and articulate about distinguishing 
the methods and talents of her various directors — 
Pialat, Chabrol, etc. — in ways rare for actors. 

This new conversation took place at last year’s 
Toronto International Film Festival and focused on 
Huppert’s satisfactory collaboration with Benoit 
Jacquot in The School of Flesh (L’école de la chair). in 
Jacquot's adaptation of the Yukio Mishima novel, she 
plays a financially secure Parisian who works for a 
Japanese clothes designer and falls deeply in love 
with a lower-class, probably bisexual gigolo. Now 
40ish, Huppert is more elegant than ever, and 
immensely eloquent, but also, as with many of her

Q: Describe working with Benoit Jacquot on The 
Schoo! of Flesh. 

A: We're friendly. We'd already made a film togeth- 
er, The Wings of the Dove [Les ailes de la colombe, 
from 1981}, and we'll probably make still another, No 
Scandal. His talent is to raise many questions and 
then not answer them, the way of all good filmmakers. 
For The School of Flesh, he wanted to be very close 
on my face, filming faces like landscapes, and | 
thought that was a very good idea. | can also be fiat, 
like TV.

Q: How does Dominique see Quentin? 

A: You get a sense that there's real danger. He's a 
beam of light. But when she looks at him frontally, she 
gets blinded. She could die of it, and you sense a 
great despair, and yet she never gets trapped in her 
despair. 

Q: She's like the man in that she pays the bills. 

A: We ask, how could you love someone and pay 
him? But it’s the way any man would do with a girl. 

She pays for the hotel room. She insists on paying. It's 
fair. He doesn't have any money. She says to him, 
“You can keep the leftover money.” The one who pays 
has the control, the power. 

Q: How did you investigate Dominique’s life before 
the movie takes place? 

A: | never do that, | don't need to have an explana- 
tion. The character exists only in the life of the cam- 
era. Your imagination has to be within the limits of the 

frame, which is the arbiter. | trust the director, so 
there's more past of my character in her clothes, her

furniture, than in an endless story | can invent. 
Costumes concern me very much: this woman has 
beautiful clothes, and she always keeps her coat on. 
She doesn't really settle anywhere, she's more like a 
child than an adult. Maybe he becomes an adult quick- 
er than she does. 

Q: At the end of the movie, when they meet again, 
he has a child, but by someone else. 

A: The child is the promise they never achieved 
together. There’s also the child she was. There's 
regret, but something else. Before, when they were 
blind to each other, they didn't really see the differ- 
ences between them. Now the differences become 
more obvious. They're so close, so far. It's like that. 
You love someone, you meet him years later, and it's 
like you never touched him before. 

But there is flesh in this film. It’s in the eyes and souls.

American notions of Japanese animation tend toward the black and white:

Following Jackie Chan’s boffo box-office success with Rush Hour, 
Dimension Films appears to be looking for quick, easy spoils by dumping 
this 1992 Hong Kong caper on the American public, adding only a 
hacked-up dub job and a minimal distribution campaign — the same stunt 
that was pulled with Supercop and Operation Condor. Much like Jean 
Claude Van Damme in Double Impact, Chan plays both sides of twins sep- 
arated at birth. One, John Ma, is a world-renowned pianist and conduc- 
tor. The other, Boomer, is a rough-and-tumble auto mechanic with Speed 
Racer driving skills and top-flight martial-arts expertise. Mistaken identi- 
ties and near-meetings factor in large as the two Chans weave through the 
congested streets of Hong Kong, the maestro on his way to a concert per- 
formance, the brawler trying to save his neophyte sidekick from the mob. 
John can’t fight, of course, and it’s a devilish, if overplayed, sight to see 
him caught in altercations with the mob.

The quiet glory of Edward Gorey 
BY CHRISTOPHER MILLIS One comes 


away from the engaging and often-delightful 
Edward Gorey exhibit at the Art Institute of 


Boston with the uncomfortable 
sense that Edward Gorey is an 
unhappy man. 

Gorey is best known as the 
illustrator of the stately, omi- 
nously melodramatic, 19th-cen- 
tury cartoon images that appear 
on screen at the beginning of the 
television series Mystery. And 
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Like Alfred Hitchcock, who 
once observed that the mere 
placement of a bomb under a 
dinner table rendered the most 
commonplace dining gestures 
an excruciating drama, Gorey 
knows how to capitalize on the 
tension created when there’s a 
disparity between visual image 
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scenes that are enhanced by but 
by no means require their text. 
The sequence reads: “On the 
shore a bat, or possibly an 
umbrella/disengaged itself from 
the shrubbery,/causing those 
nearby to recollect miseries of 
childhood.” What happens over 
the course of the three frames is 
a merging of the inanimate with 
the animate, the maybe-living 
with the only-somewhat-alive. 
The first picture shows a bat 
shape lifting from some forlorn, 
leafless trees. The middle pic-

though the brooding, 
gothic loneliness of the 
Mystery figures is signa- 
ture Gorey, that’s not 
what makes one suspect 
that the man too is 
haunted. Instead, for all 
the modesty of the cur- 
rent show in volume and 
scale, it hints at a talent 
far greater than the Edward 
Gorey we think we know. 

The Gorey we’ve come to 
expect, the poster and set 
designer, the book illustrator 
and the sophisticated, macabre, 
hilarious cartoon artist, is every- 
where in evidence. The two 
alphabet posters — meticulous- 
ly executed, unexpectedly funny 
— call no particular attention to 
themselves as large designs. In 
each, the alphabet’s divided into 
an even grid wherein each letter 
earns a small, square, mono- 
chromatic pen drawing above 
one line of a rhymed couplet: “A 
is for Amy who fell down the 
stairs,” for instance, is followed 
by “B is for Basil assaulted by 
bears.” It is the alphabet of The 
Gashlycrumb  Tinies, whose 
every image and phrase is devot- 
ed to a different child’s cata- 
strophic mishap. Yet what 
makes the poster far more insid- 
ious and psychologically pene- 
trating than its rhymed couplet 
alone would suggest are the 
accompanying images. 
Although the language of the 
lilting poetry speaks of horrify- 
ing actions, Gorey’s pictures are 
calculatedly static.

With such 
emphasis come stranger, even 
richer pleasures. “Three 
Drawings from ‘The Object 
Lesson,’ ” for example, depicts 
a sequence of Goreyesque 








ture depicts that 
same image in wind- 
less flight while far 
off in the distance a 
man in a mackintosh 
purposefully travers- 
es a moor. The final 


images of two men 
and a woman who 
might have stepped out of The 
Seagull or The Cherry Orchard 
— in their thick, upper-class, 
19th-century dress, they strike 
attitudes of familiar alienation. 
The overall effect is ethereal. 
The best work here is simul- 
taneously the most and least 
disturbing — Gorey as pure 
artist, when he’s not illustrating 
a book or creating a wallpaper 
design for his staging of 
Dracula, achieves immense 
poignancy, and yet it is in this 
capacity that he is least appreci- 
ated. His gentle aquatints of a 
sleeping cat and his triptych of 
drawings of a frolicsome ele- 
phant are sharp and tender — 
the caustic wit has been chan- 
neled into an appreciation of 
form. Whereas Gorey the 
Mystery illustrator has made a 
name for himself for his images 
of thin, static aristocrats, the 
lumbering glory of his over- 
weight animals makes you want 
to take them home. A hundred 
years from now I suspect the art 
world will discover these unlike- 
ly treasures and crown Edward 
Gorey artist. For now we must 
meet him under the woolen 
mantle of illustrator. we

Anna Myer’s ballet, Danny Buraczeski's jazz

established dance forms, choreographers who 
were determined to reinvent genres but not to 


abandon them entirely. Anna Myer’s approach 


to ballet and Danny Buraczeski’s to 
jazz made me think about how we 
recognize any dance form. It’s not 
just to measure the choreographer’s 
originality that we want to know the 
category on which he or she is mak- 
ing changes. A dance style — like 
styles of music, painting, or archi- 
tecture — carries its own conven- 
tions, rules, and expectations of 
behavior. There’s a satisfaction in 


seeing these conventions play 
themselves out, but my pleasure 
increases when the conventions go 
awry. 

At Green Street Studios, Anna 
Myer and a fine ensemble of 
dancers did three works in an 
eccentric movement idiom that 
seemed to be thinking about ballet 
but didn’t look like ballet at all. The 
first piece, Quintet to Brahms, 
looked, in fact, like a deliberately 
inverted form of ballet. The three 
women wore those stiff, tray- 
shaped tutus that cut ballerinas’ 
bodies in half, and the two men 
wore undershirts and biker tights 
cut off just at the crotch. They were 
all barefoot. Introducing themselves 
by stepping backward toward the 
audience, one foot sickled behind 
the other in an exaggerated turn-in, 
they seemed determined to do the 
opposite of what one learns in a bal- 
let class. They scooped their arms 
inward or curled them close around 
their bodies instead of opening out 
grandly. They rotated in from the 








shoulders, the hips, the elbows. 
They made little pivot turns or bal- 
anced in attitude, resting on their 
hands instead of their feet. 

In spite of these distortions of the 
academic line, they looked quite 
beautiful. Partly, I think, this was 
because they maintained an inner 
focus, a serious, almost devotional 
attention to making these odd 
moves look as pure as any purist 





and curling fingers. After a double 
duet, all the dancers used these 
movement possibilities as an 
ensemble finale. 

It was clear that Myer finds these 
moves a workable lexicon, and 
without much expansion it served 
in the other two works to suggest 
individual personalities, and the 
comforts of religion. HeartChunks 
featured a weird but strangely con- 
nected melange of musical back- 
ups (Spanish ballads by Los Tres 
Ases, two Chopin Nocturnes, a 
rocking Afro-hillbilly tune, and 
Chris Isaak’s sentimental “Two 
Hearts”). Again in perfect serious- 
ness, the dancers unhinged some 
familiar tropes of sentimental love. 
A trio of women fainted and 
yearned, then inched toward the 
audience on one hip, coyly peering 
over one cocked shoulder. A man 





ideal. Early in the piece, Brian 
Perry, a tall blond who'd be cast as 
a prince in some traditional fairy 
tale, was facing off stage and slow- 
ly flapping his arms, as if expecting 
some swan comrades to arrive. 
Suppressing the possibility we 
might think this comic, he slowed 
down even more and finished with 
his hands and fingers floating 
exquisitely down. 


Even before this, I was thinking | 


of Matthew Bourne’s cross-gen- 
dered Swan Lake, but there was 
nothing so literal as a story in 
Myer’s dance. Each of the five sec- 
tions, to Brahms chamber music, 
seemed to meditate on ballet situa- 
tions, turning them this way and 
that, any way but the expected. Eric 
Lindemer and Mia Lushine danced 
a pas de deux in which they some- 
times mirrored, sometimes echoed 


each other but never touched. Myer | 


danced a solo that might have had 
tragic implications; Carol Somers 
inscribed the music with more than 
it needed, leading with her wrists 





(Jull-Allan Weber) hunched and | 


curled in on himself, seemingly get- 
ting in his own way and blocking 
his evident attempts to move for- 
ward. A woman made advances on 
a partner who resisted her, until she 
bent down and twirled him as he 
stood on his toes. Then he lifted her 
straight up a couple of times, but 
this seemed to bring them no inti- 
macy. They ended their number 
peering at each other, shielding 
their eyes with cupped hands. The 
group, led by an exuberant Yukiko 
Sumiya and Allison Gonzalez, 
exploded into traveling jumps. 
Sharon Marroquin recapitulated 
some of the movements, with 
seven-year-old Maia Dunlap by her 
side, conscientiously copying her. 


Finally, the five adult dancers | 


moved through the space, making 
kooky advances and rebuffs, taking 
it all calmly. 

The newest dance, In Italian... , 
was set to assorted Vivaldi pieces 
and seemed even more formally 
structured than the other two

works. Again Myer used the same 
movement lexicon, with some 
added ecclesiastical gestures of 
prayer and blessing. With only this 
minimal overlay of religiosity, a 
concluding section where one per- 
son would lower another to the 
floor, move off momentarily, then 
return to pull the person up began 
to seem like a cumulative hymn of 
resurrection. 


WE’RE SO USED to choreogra- 
phy that’s endlessly eclectic and 
inventive, we might not think to 
identify the stylistic baselines from 
which it takes off. But even a deter- 
minedly original dance will have 
some associations, call up some 
cultural responses. I hadn’t seen 
Danny Buraczeski’s Jazz Dance 
before, and I was wondering how, 
or whether, it would coincide with 





my own confused notions of what 


jazz dance is: After all, the word 
jazz calls up everything from 
Dixieland to Alvin Ailey, John 
Coltrane to Liza Minnelli. The 
work Buraczeski showed at the 
Emerson Majestic didn’t partake of 
any of the above, really, but it didn’t 
persuade me that there was a good 
reason not to. I mean that though 
Buraczeski studiously avoids imi- 
tating the look of “jazz,” he’s not 
idiosyncratic enough to create a 
patented alternative. 

His basic vocabulary starts with 
the step — not the stepping in place 
that diversifies into rhythm dance, 
but walking and other forms of for- 
ward motion. The dancers move on 
the meter of the music, varying it 
with double time, hesitations, little 
jumps, and turns. The upper body 
amplifies this with isolated torso 
moves, splayed-out arms, and other 
gestures. It looks very neat and 
assembled and is _ performed 
smoothly by the company of nine 
young dancers, many of them 
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trained at the University 

Minnesota in Minneapolis, where 

the company is based. 

After an opening piece for three 
women that introduced the move- 
ment style, the rest of the program 
employed it effectively to create dif- 
ferent moods. Swing Concerto, to 
music by Artie Shaw, Benny 
Goodman, and Brave Old World, 
took off from the clarinet riffs of the 

1940s big bands that anticipated 

what we now call klezmer music. 

Buraczeski held forth in a solo with 

the stereotyped big bowing and 

stopped-semaphore gestures that 

have come to identify Chassidic 

peasants in Broadway shows. For 

all the objections we may have to 

this generic typing, there’s a kind of 

drive or oomph or pizzazz in it that 

Buraczeski lacks. The other 

dancers go with his lead and, 

adding to it, segue into boogie- 

woogie and the lindy. It still looks 

smooth and objective. They catch 

the rhythm in the shapes they make 

but they don’t throw their weight 

into it, so the accents and syncopa- 

tions seem more visual than 

dynamic. 

The big piece on the program 
was Ezekiel’s Wheel, a dance about 
group solidarity and sadness, set to 
a text by James Baldwin and a score 
of modern jazz and wails written by | 
Philip Hamilton, who led a live 
ensemble. The dance modulated 
from group and group-versus-indi- 
vidual patterns to lamenting and 
then a joyous reuniting of the 
group. I thought the intensity of the 
dancing didn’t match that of the 
music. 

The piece that interested me the 
most was the cryptic Scene Unseen, 
to selections by Billy Strayhorn and 
Duke Ellington. This started with a 
shadow dance for Buraczeski and 
Les Johnson. Identically dressed in 
white tie and tail suits, they sat rather 
far apart on identical wooden chairs, 
matching each other move for move. 
These weren’t really dance moves 
but nearly ordinary poses and 
actions. They might have been get- 
ting ready to go on a big date — 
they fixed their ties, took their jack- 
ets off the backs of the chairs, put 
them on with identical stylish turns 
and spiffy self-assurance. 

Then Buraczeski was somehow 
missing a mate to the handkerchief 
Johnson tucked in his breast pock- 
et. Johnson pulled out another one 
and handed it to Buraczeski with- 
out missing a beat. This understat- 
ed contretemps threw the rest of the 
dance into question. Four women 
appeared in gorgeous sequined, 
backless evening gowns with huge 
feathery fans, and Buraczeski part- 
nered them while Johnson watched. 
Another woman, androgynous in a 
mauve lounge suit, hovered around 
the edges. Brad Garner appeared, 
not dressed for nightclubbing, and 
fell right into a move-for-move duet 
with Johnson that led to embraces 
hidden behind the mauve woman’s 
spread-out fan. 

Who were they all? At first | 
thought Buraczeski was being the 
old entertainer, coaching yet 
resenting the young man who 
would replace him someday. But 
then they all seemed ready for 
seduction, heterosexual and other- 
wise, and all of them regarded the 
others with speculation and mild 
arousal, and perfect equanimity 
should the intended dance reach an

place at the Boston Playwrights’ 
Theatre this Sunday from noon 
to 10 p.m., 40 companies. will 
stage 40 short works by 40 dif- 
ferent playwrights, from the 
famous to the totally unknown. 
And it’s all for one good cause: 
the Boston Theatre Benevolent 
Fund, which provides financial 
aid to local theater artists facing 
medical emergencies. 

According to Kate Snodgrass, 
the marathon’s prime organizer, 
the featured plays were culled by 
committee from a pool of more 
than 180 scripts, most of them 
new. “It was really tough to 
choose. We were looking for 
theatricality, minimal set and 
props, clear dramatic action, 
and change over a period of 10 
minutes.” Although that might 
seem a tall order for a short play, 
Snodgrass says that more than 
80 fit the bill. “There’s so much 
talent in the Boston theater com- 
munity. We hope to make the 
marathon an annual event. But 
right now,” she adds, sounding a 
bit like a runner halfway up 
Heartbreak Hill, “all | can think 
about is getting to the end.” 

A random poll of marathon 
playwrights revealed surprisingly 
few qualms about the 10-minute 
form, if it can be called that. 
What follows are excerpts from 
10-minute interviews with 10 
marathon playwrights, all of 
whom were asked to comment 
on the form and describe their 
10-minute play.

Rosanna Yamagiwa Alfaro 

There’s nearly always some- 
thing wrong with full-length 
plays, but the 10-minute-play is 
almost infinitely perfectable. 
Each words counts, and | think 
you can pay much more atten- 
tion to the language and to the 
moment. What it lacks in sweep 
it makes up for in subtlety and 
nuance. It also allows you to be 
more playful and experimental. 

My play, Amsterdam, is about 
a brush with death in a foreign 
country. It’s also about double 
vision, about familiar landscapes 
in foreign lands, about family 
and bewitching strangers. 


Robert Brustein 

I think it’s possible to do 
something worthwhile in 10 
minutes. Lots of things happen 
in 10 minutes. And the climax of 
most plays takes place in 10 
minutes. So instead of giving all 
the things that lead up to the cli- 
max, you just give them the cli- 
max. 

My play, Poker Face, 
inspired by an anecdote in a 
book by Alan Schneider, who 
writes about the time he went to 
visit the great silent-film comic 
Buster Keaton, to try to talk 
Keaton into a doing a short film 


Was 


by Samuel Beckett. Once he gets 
to Hollywood, he finds Keaton 
playing poker with three dead 
men, a game that he’s been con- 
ducting since 1927. I wrote 
Poker Face on commission, 
specifically for the festival. But 
I’ve written short plays before, 
generally satiric plays. We did a 
whole series once called 
Watergate Classics that was 
inspired by Nixon’s problems in 
the ’70s. I wrote a Beckett thing 
called Dick’s Last Tape that was 
based on Beckett’s Krapp’s Last 
Tape. And then I wrote one 
called Oedipus Nix, which is 
Oedipus Rex turned into a Nixon 
play. 

It’s probably true that you can 
be more playful in a 10-minute 
play. But the real relief of it is 
that you can take less time to 
write. 


Ed Bullins 

I’ve written short, short plays, 
as I call them, ever since I began 
writing plays in the ’60s, and 
I’ve sprinkled short plays 
through my repertoire over the 
years when I’ve had a pointed 
message to give. I don’t see any 
disadvantages to the time limit. 
It doesn’t matter how short it is. 
Back in the ’70s, I wrote some- 
thing called The Play of the 
Play: the audience comes in, the 
lights go down, and then the 
lights go up. And that’s the 
whole play. 

I don’t want to give too much 
away about 8-Minute Marathon, 
the play I wrote for the festival. | 
know that the word on the street 
is that the play form is dead, 
deader than chamber music. But 
actually there’s a lot of vitality 
and life in the play form. 


Leslie Epstein 

What do I think of the form? 
It’s short. The most famous 
praise of the short form, I sup- 
pose, comes from Wordsworth, 
who said that through the short 
form you can gain a kind of con- 
centration and crystalization, an 
intensity that you don’t have in 
longer works. Those are advan- 
tages, but I don’t know whether 
they offset the tremendous loss- 
es in depth and complexity. | 
think I could say I’d rather write 
longer plays. 

My play, The Yellow Bus, is 
part of a larger play based on 
King of the Jews, a novel I wrote 
some 20 years ago. It’s a self- 
contained section that’s really 
the climax of the whole drama in 
which a boy who’s been mute 
throughout the whole play sud- 
denly blurts out all that he’s 
repressed. It’s a moment of clar- 
ity that intensifies but does not 
solve the dilemma the Jews face 
in the larger play. Because it’s 
never been given a full produc- 
tion, it means a lot to me to have 
this small part of it done.

Deborah Lake Fortson 

A 10-minute play is kind of 
like haiku, which compresses a 
sense of place and event and tex- 
ture into a tiny little poem. And 
sometimes it indicates a whole 
way of life or way of thinking. 
When they come together in a 
very short period of time that 
way, it’s very satisfying. It’s like 
having the nugget of a longer 
play without all the trappings of 
it, but you still have the essential 
exchange between the people. 

I didn’t set out to write a 10- 
minute play. | had been writing 
some very short pieces, frag- 
ments really, to work up an idea 
for a companion piece to my 
play The 
Bandages, which is now being 
called Ah! Houdini. 

As it turned out, November 
has three movements, like little 
acts, with blackouts between 
them. There’s no action. 
There’s no context. It’s really 
set in a landscape of the mind. 
There’s just distance, and 
silence, and a sense of history 


between the two people, out of 


which this struggle emerges, 
like an existential problem or 
dilemma. In the course of this 
little space of time, they hurt 
each other, their trust for each 
other erodes seriously, they lash 
out at each other, and every- 
thing changes. They’re no 
longer in the same place at the 
end of the play. It's as though 
they’d traveled an enormous 
distance very suddenly, the way 
you would if someone you knew 
well pulled a gun on you. But 
there’s no gun. 


Bill Lattanzi 

| think the short form 
encourages risk taking because 
you can explore an idea that 
you aren't so invested in.

only 10 minutes.” Also, you 
have to get to the point really 
quickly.

My play, France, is about a 
guy who’s in love with the idea 
of the French. He’s an 
American, but he describes him- 
self as a ‘mutt of many nations.’ 
It’s a big and broad thing. 


Melinda Lopez 

My play, The Lesson, really 
wrote itself, not to sound weird 
about it. | didn’t set out to 
make it 10 minutes. That’s just 
what it is. It’s about a carpen- 
ter, a woman, who’s recounting 
an event that happened when 
her boyfriend asked her to teach 
his 11-year-old son how to 
hammer in a nail. The boy 
insults her, so she punches him 
out. And over the course of this 
experience they both learn a 
lesson. 

What’s great about a 10- 
minute play is that it starts in the 
middle of the drama. There’s no 
time to warm up. It’s just like 
one car chase after another. 


Aidan Parkinson 

Personally, | love the idea of a 
10-minute play. It’s tight. 
There’s no waste. And if you do 
it properly, you can get the full 
arc of dramatic action. 

Peas, my 10-minute play for 
the festival, is actually seven 
minutes long. Basically I’ve 
got a young man and an old 
man in a situation in which the 
young man, wishing the old 
man dead, is constantly abus- 
ing him. Some people find it 
very shocking, and other peo- 
ple find it very funny, but the 
people who really understand 
it get both the shock and the 
humor.

Que Sera, Sera explores the 
relationship between an older 
leading lady who's been acting 
for a number of years and a 
younger man who’s an accoun- 
tant in her agent’s office. It’s a 
light look at love in the ’90s. 


Bruce Ward 

It’s a challenge to come up 
with a beginning, a middle, and 
an end in 10 minutes. But it’s a 
hot format lately. I think the fes- 
tival’s a really great way to bring 
in an audience and subject them 
to a lot of different styles. If you 
don’t like one of them, well, just 
wait 10 minutes and maybe 
you'll like the next one. 

I wrote my play especially for 
the marathon. It’s called Room 
69, and it’s a spoof on the 
recovering-homosexual move- 
ment, which I felt was ripe for 
satire. And after I wrote it, the 
whole thing came about with 
Jerry Falwell calling Tinky 
Winky a gay teletubby. So | 
added that in there. I’m just try- 
ing to be light and give some 
food for thought. *

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Black Tar Heroin, plus The Awful Truth, Freak City, Love Songs, and It's like. . .

the cruelest month for a TV critic. Outdoors, 
it’s a joyous time of rebirth, but I’m stuck 
inside brooding about the news that time 
wasters like Becker and Two Guys, a Girl, and 
.a Pizza Place have been renewed for another 


year. I’m upset that Mystery 
Science Theater 3000 has been 
dumped by the Sci-Fi Network just 
as a wealth of new’ material 
becomes available for MST3K-style 
ridicule — namely, Sci-Fi Network 
original series. Plus, I gotta get 
through nine months without any 
new episodes of The Sopranos. 
Give us something, HBO. I'd even 
rewatch the entire series dubbed 
into Japanese, just to hear how 
they’d translate Anthony Jr. asking 
his mom, “So no fucking ziti?” 

My mood wasn’t helped by the 
fact that after overdosing on all 
16 episodes of the violent and 
claustrophobic prison drama Oz, 
I moved on to a grim documen- 
tary about heroin addicts and a 
sappy TV-movie about the 
inmates in a facility for the dis- 
abled. But my spirits were lifted 
by a charming TV-movie with 
Andre Braugher and by the fact 
that Homicide: Life on the Streets 
is finally getting back on track 
after Braugher’s departure from 
that series (probably just in time 
for it to be canceled for not hold- 
ing enough of the lead-in audi- 
ence from Providence). 

Get over any fear of needles 
before watching Black Tar 
Heroin: The Dark End of the 
Street (Monday at 10 p.m.), the 
latest installment in HBO’s 
America Undercover series. The 
five addicts profiled in this San 
Francisco—based documentary 
have pretty much run out of veins 
on their arms and legs, so we get 
to see them repeatedly shoot up in 
their necks and feet. “Even if I 
wasn’t doing heroin, I don’t know 
what the fuck I’d be doing with 
my life,” says 25-year-old Tracey, 
using logic that could also be 
applied to people who make films 
about people who do heroin, not 
to mention people who write 
about people who make films, etc. 
Indeed, Tracey claims that she 
first became intrigued with the 
drug after watching the film Sid 
and Nancy. Director Steven 
Okazaki follows the bare-bones 
style of most America Undercover 
episodes, limiting the narration to 
title cards like “Tracey is back on 
heroin within eight hours of her 
release from jail.” Much of the 
documentary takes place in the 
trash-filled apartments shared by 
addicts, complete with walls 
stained by squirting veins. I don’t 
miss the treacly approach of a 
newsmagazine like 20/20, but the 
subjects in Black Tar Heroin tend 
to disappear into their surround- 
ings, and we don’t get a clear 
sense of how they got there. (Last 
month’s America Undercover 
installment, in which-a variety of 
men talked about and showed off 
their penises, seemed far less 
voyeuristic.) Some of the addicts 
get their money from prostitution, 
and I couldn’t stop wondering 
about the clientele that these obvi- 
ously broken bodies could attract, 





but we never get a good glimpse 
of a john. Overall, Black Tar 
Heroin is more disturbing than 
enlightening. 

At the other extreme of docu- 
mentary filmmaking — with a 
wider perspective and a shame- 
lessly self-promoting narrator — 
is The Awful Truth (Sundays at 9 
p.m. on Bravo), Michael Moore’s 
latest attempt to put some juice 
into the TV-newsmagazine for- 
mat. The changes from Moore’s 
1994-’95 series, TV Nation, are 
generally unfortunate: he opens 
the show with a stale monologue, 
and the live audience hangs 
around to provide a laugh track 
for the videotaped segments. Ever 
since his breakthrough documen- 
tary, Roger and Me, Moore has 
been accused of tweaking the 
facts in order to get laughs, and 
this innovation isn’t going win 
over skeptics. Perhaps he’s delib- 
erately provoking his enemies. 
After all, his greatest asset is the 
look of priggish irritation he can 
get out of corporate PR hacks 
accustomed to respectful treat- 
ment from television journalism 
hacks. 

In last week’s episode, Moore 
took on the case of a diabetic man 
whose HMO refused to cover a 
pancreas transplant. After helping 
the man to take out his own obit- 
uary in the local newspaper, 
Moore ambushed an HMO 
spokesman with an invitation to 
the funeral — while the future 
corpse stood a few feet away, 
shooting daggers from his eyes. At 
the close of the show, Moore 
bragged that the HMO had caved 
in and agreed to cover all pancreas 
transplants. I’ll take such claims 
with a grain of salt, but I will cred- 
it Moore with the ability to focus 
on the duplicity of corporate cul- 
ture. Without pointing it out, for 
example, he includes several refer- 
ences to the HMOs promise to 
“improve the health of our mem- 


bers” — another way of saying 
that they reserve the right to screw 
over those members foolish 


enough to let their health decline. 
This Sunday’s episode includes 
a lighter segment in which Moore 
tests the knowledge of upper-class 
pedestrians on Park Avenue in 
Manhattan against that of work- 
ing-class pedestrians in Pittsburgh, 
using such questions as “What’s 
your zip code?” and “How much is 
it to supersize a meal at 
McDonald’s?” Best response: 
when asked, “What’s the first thing 
you do if the toilet won’t work?”, 
one Upper East Side dowager 
finally responds, “Run like hell!” 


NOW THAT The Sopranos is 
over for the season, Showtime 
might be able to attract more of 
the pay-cable crowd with its orig- 
inal movies on Sunday nights. 
Next up is Freak City (this 
Sunday, April 18, at 9 p.m.), 
about a feisty young woman

named Ruth (Samantha Mathis) 
with multiple sclerosis who’s 
shunted off to an institution for 
unemployable actors — er, adults. 
Marlee Matlin (Children of a 
Lesser God) plays a resident who’s 
“developmentally challenged” 
(not deaf, but speaking as if she 
were), Jonathan Silverman (The 
Single Guy) is a sensitive blind 
guy, and Natalie Cole (duets with 
her dead father) plays a brain- 


_ damaged pop vocalist who gets to 


pad out the obligatory scene 
where the whole bunch of misfits 
take a field trip to a local bar. 

Freak City is a slight cut above 
the typical made-for-TV movie, 
thanks to director Lynne Littman 
(one nice touch: frequent but 
subtle shots of the elderly resi- 
dents, showing what might 
become of our heroine), but Jane 
Shepard’s script is flat and pre- 
dictable. I almost stopped watch- 
ing, but then the requisite bitter 
young inmate told Ruth, “You 
think going out makes your life 
any different? It only makes it 
worse.” It’s almost as if there 
were a conspiracy to keep people 
in front of the tube... 

Far more satisfying is Love 
Songs (April 25 at 9 p.m. on 
Showtime), whose pleasures 
include Andre Braugher as a gre- 
garious produce salesman out to 
win the heart of a high-society 
customer. (“I got string beans so 
fresh you can hear them snap two 
blocks away,” he boasts, and it’s 
great to see Braugher play some- 
one not weighed down with 
unsolved murders.) Love Songs is 
a trilogy of short stories, all set in 
the same African-American 
neighborhood, and all written by 
playwright Charles Fuller (A 
Soldier’s Play). The acting and 
directing is on a rotating basis: 
Louis Gossett Jr. directs Robert 











Townsend as a genial boxer who 
apparently lacks the passion to 
become a_ real _ contender; 
Townsend directs Braugher as the 
produce salesman; and Braugher 
directs Gossett as a bar owner 
trying to protect his son and sis- 
ter-in-law from the effects of 
domestic violence. It’s hard not to 
view Love Songs as an earnest 
attempt to put some positive 
African-American male charac- 
ters on the little screen, but the 
understated script and _ perfor- 
mances give every scene an 
authentic feel. 

Love Songs is also a welcome 
alternative to the bloated two- 
hour movies on both broadcast 
and cable networks. In the first 
story, Townsend gets a job spar- 
ring with an up-and-coming 
boxer but is warned that he won’t 
get paid if he fights back too hard. 
“You hurt him and his chance is 
gone,” says the manager of the 
younger guy, and that one line 
tells us all we need to know about 
Townsend’s life. Showtime has 
had mixed success with its many 
anthology series (The Outer 
Limits, for example, is often too 
long), but I’d love to see more 
Love Songs on a regular basis. 


AMONG THE NEW ppring sit- 
coms, ABC’s It’s like, you 
know . . . (Wednesdays at 8:30 
p.m.) has the best chance of com- 
ing back next season, though its 
premise is even more implausible 
than that of The Beverly Hillbillies: 
a successful magazine writer from 
New York temporarily moves to 
Los Angeles and is shocked, 
shocked, by the superficiality of 
West Coast life. Hasn’t he watched 
TV or gone to the movies in the 
past 20 years? And don’t most 
Americans consider Manhattan, 
not Los Angeles, to be strange and 





exotic? It’s like, you know. . . was 
created by a former Seinfeld pro- 
ducer, and by the third episode we 
get a plot that seems to satirize the 
pretensions and paranoia of New 
York: a secret society of Harvard 
alumni thwarts the comeback 
attempt of washed-up actress 
Jennifer Grey (who plays herself 
on this show, neither convincingly 
nor amusingly). 

Still, Chris Eigeman is fun to 
watch as the perpetually amazed 
New Yorker, and Evan Handler 
does a great twist on a character 


clearly based on _ Seinfeld’s 
George — bald, nit-picking, and 
often instantly disliked by 


strangers for no apparent reason 
(but unlike George, also fabu- 
lously rich). As George, Jason 
Alexander always seemed about 
to have an aneurysm, but Handler 
always seems ready to burst into 
tears. I guess they really are 
wimps out on the West Coast. 

I doubt that LA’s drug scene 
will be adequately explored on 
It’s like, you know... , but you 
can find plenty of pharmaceutical 
humor on Strangers with Candy 
(Wednesdays at 10:30 p.m. on 
Comedy Central), a series-length 
parody of ABC’s_ infamous 
“Afterschool Specials.” Amy 
Sedaris (David’s sister) plays a 
46-year-old ex-con who returns 
to high school after being “a 
teenage runaway for 32 years.” 
Comedy Central proudly calls the 
series “sick,” but it can’t compare 
to its lead-in, South Park — even 
though the first episode ends 
with someone using a live turtle 
for golfing practice. Strangers 
with Candy is better character- 
ized as sophomoric, like an SCTV 
parody stretched out to a full 
half-hour. It'll give you a buzz, 
but you'll probably end up wanti- 
ng harder stuff. &

Mike Ness’s Solitaire blues 
BY CARLY CARIOLI Mike Ness was ahead 


of most in declaring punk to be a kind of 


postmodern folk idiom, and among all who've 
made that claim, he’s by far the finest example 
of it in action. Long before the release last 
week of his first solo record, Cheating at 


Solitaire (Time Bomb), which 
finally tackles country music head 
on, Ness claimed C&W and blues 
and raw, renegade rock and roll 
— from Johnny Cash and the 
Rolling Stones to Willie Dixon 
and obscure rockabilly Ersel 
Hickey — as Social Distortion’s 
birthright, as a vehicle for his own 
outlaw self-mythology, and as the 
true path of the rebelliously right- 
eous. The last round of tours by 
Social Distortion, mounted in 
support of 1996’s White Light, 
White Heat, White Trash (Sony) 
and captured on last year’s Live at 
the Roxy (Time Bomb), might 
have represented Ness’s finest 
and most dramatic moment to 
date. Like Herman Melville or an 
episode of Springer, this was 
about, y’know, big stuff. Bedrock 
American struggle writ large, 
Heaven and Hell, sin and 
redemption, crime and punish- 
ment, bad luck and good fortune. 
He echoed all manner of arche- 
typal vistas: Lefty Frizzell writing 
“I Love You a Thousand Ways” to 
his wife while in jail for statutory 
rape; Brando, cold and cool on 
his motorbike, a jukebox mirage 
on the big screen; junk and strip- 
pers and the Stones (honorary 
Americans if there ever were 
ones); Johnny Cash, goosed on 
dexadrine, detonating sticks of 
dynamite in the desert just to 
watch the brush burn. 

The set I remember most vivid- 
ly from that tour began with the 
Stones’ “Under My Thumb” — 
in which the singer uses his 
lover’s affection against her, 
being casually malicious, barely 
interested, at best amused by his 
control over her — and ended 
with Johnny Cash’s “Ring of 
Fire,” in which the tables are 
turned and the singer’s love con- 
sumes him. Framed thus, what 
happened in between seemed 
some kind of passion play, a song 
cycle that suggested sins both 
ordinary and unthinkable, and 
redemptions almost always heavi- 
ly compromised. More immedi- 
ately it registered as a guy simply 
trying to hold himself together 
while everything falls apart. 

As bullet-point encapsulations 
of country music go, that ain’t 
bad. And after all, Ness has been 
writing country songs since 
almost the very start — “Like an 
Outlaw (For You),” off 1988’s 
Prison Bound, which reintroduced 
him as a buff, tattoo’d-and-pom- 
padoured icon after a five-year 
absence due, it was reported, to a 
life-threatening junk habit (see 
Solitaire’s absurdly blunt “Dope 
Fiend Blues”) and a brush with 
the law that nearly resulted in 
serious jail time. Or “99 to Life,” 
off 1992’s Somewhere Between 
Heaven and Hell (Epic), a Ness 
composition that sounded just as 
authentic as that album’s cover of 
Jimmy Work’s country standard 
“Making Believe.” On Solitaire, 





then, he’s faced with translating 
punk spiked with the essence of 
country into the thing itself. 

But before he gets around to 
that, he’s out for a little respect. 
Not that he’s ever been denied a 
seat at the table of critical 
acclaim; but even those who’ve 
granted him tenure as a punk 
hero haven’t ever ascribed to him 
the willfulness of purpose to work 
out something as considered as 
what happened on those last SD 
tours, or offered to put his name 
up in lights as an Important 
Artist. When they drew up the 
guest list for Johnny Cash’s trib- 
ute/re-emergence, they invited 
Chris Isaak, not Mike Ness. 

Ness has never been one for 
subtlety, and in case you didn’t 
catch the significance of this 
album, there’s a Dylan cover — 
the first single, “Don’t Think 
Twice (It’s All Right)” — and a 
guest appearance by Bruce 
Springsteen within the first three 
songs. This ought to cue you that 
he has, at the very least, read 
Mansion on the Hill. Let me not 
be misunderstood: Ness does a 
fine neo-rockabilly version of 
“Don’t Think Twice” — if there’s 
a criticism to be had here, it’s that 
his version is a little too nice, that 
his “It’s all right” connotes a liter- 
al forgiveness where Dylan’s 
reeks of venomous irony. “A lot of 
people make it a love song,” 
Dylan once said of it. “But it isn’t 
a love song. It’s a statement that 
maybe you can say to make your- 
self feel better. It’s as if you were 
talking to yourself.” 

The version on Solitaire is pure 
Ness — literal to a fault, a stylis- 
tic limitation that he’s somehow 
found a way to turn to his advan- 
tage time after time. It’s this liter- 
al streak that led me to wonder 
whether he wasn’t headed for 
hoky Junior Brown-style self-par- 
ody when, touring after Heaven 
and Hell, Social Distortion wore 
poker faces while playing an 
unreleased song called “I’m in 
Love with My Car.” The song 
shows up late on Solitaire, but 
this time it comes with a smirk: 
Ness, playing an announcer for 
“radio station KOCK,” reacts 
incredulously as he introduces the 
song in drive time: “Is this right? 
He’s in love with his car?” 

As for the Springsteen duet, 
“Misery Loves Company,” it’s a 
harmless novelty, the kind of stu- 
dio compromise (B-side-worthy 
Social Distortion riff; overtly E 
Street Band-—like sax arrange- 
ment) that often results from such 
intergenerational summits. Five 
years from now I’m sure no one 
will begrudge it to either of them. 
Can’t say the same, though, for 
“Crime Don’t Pay,” the one 
where Ness does the Stray Cat 
Strut with Brian Setzer and the 
Royal Crown Revue _ horns. 
Setzer’s sin — a pantomime of 
sleaze that comes off way too

slick — rubs off on Ness, who 
throws in a couple of exclamatory 
wows that telegraph his limited 
crooning capabilities. 

Like Dylan and Springsteen, 
Ness is by no means a born singer 
— his voice, raspy and nasal, 
comes off as the perfect foil to 
Social Distortion’s ragged jolt, 
though he’s got to force it into 
shape to deal with country’s lop- 
ing phrase modulations. It was 
for singers like Ness that pedal 
steel was invented: it cries so you 
don’t have to. Enter Chris 
Lawrence, who plays steel for 
Cisco, a lauded Bakersfield 
honky-tonk dude whose 1998 
debut, Wishing You Well from the 
Pink Motel, was produced by 
Ness and James Saez (the same 
team responsible for both 
Solitaire and Live at the Roxy). 
It’s on the disc’s stripped-down 
country tunes, with Lawrence’s 
full-bodied crocodile-tear sobbing 
as enabler, that Ness really sinks 
his teeth into things. His covers 
tend to travel similar territory. 
Aside from “Don’t Think Twice,” 
there’s “Long Black Veil.” Heavily 
influenced by Lefty Frizzell’s ver- 
sion, it’s the story, narrated from 
the grave, of a man falsely 
accused of murder who goes to 
the gallows rather than reveal his 
stone-cold alibi, which was that 
he was bonking his best friend’s 
wife at the time. But it’s Hank 
Williams’s “You Win Again” that 
gets to the heart of Ness’s favorite 
role: the tough guy betrayed by a 
weak heart, the outlaw as mortal- 
ly wounded romantic who oughta 





know better but can’t help him- 
self. He croaks his way through 
the opening pathos — “The news 
is out all over town/That you 
been seen out runnin’ round/I 
guess I should leave, but then/I 
can’t go, you win again” — and 
deftly follows the song’s emotion- 
al twists through the acidic con- 
demnations of her betrayal, the 
you'll-get-yours spite, and finally 
back to the howl-at-the-moon 
conclusion, the leathery surrender 
of loving her still. 

Solitaire also harks back to 
Social Distortion’s earliest days 
and “Another State of Mind” (the 
writing of which, during SD’s 
first tour, is chronicled in the fab- 
ulously hilarious documentary of 
the same name), perhaps the ear- 
liest inkling that even as a pimply, 
un-tattoo’d teenager, Ness had 
internalized a few country 
records. It was a punk love song 
at a time when such things 
weren’t real popular; it was sim- 
ple enough, a kid stuck far from 
home yearning for his girt (“I’m 
bruised and I’m bloody/There’s 
tears in her eyes/If I make it back 
I’m gonna show her/She’s the 
only one for me”), but it already 
had a heroic determination to it, 
and the big “If” that drives corn- 
stalk dreams. The two Ness- 
penned country tunes on 
Solitaire, “Rest of Our Lives” and 
“If You Leave This World,” imag- 
ine a couple different ways the 
kid in “Another State of Mind” 
might end up. In the former, he 
finally makes it off the road after 
18 miserably lonely years and 








realizes that after ail the one- 
night stands and all the places 
he’s been, she’s still the one for 
him. The punch line is that he’s 
singing from jail — shades of 
Lefty again — and there’s no one 
to put up his bail. 

And though “Rest of Our 
Lives” is a stellar tune — Social 
D’s grainy distortion ceding to 
upright bass and pedal steel — “If 
You Leave Before Me” is the kind 
of tune they put your name in 
lights for, critically if not com- 
mercially. It’s got a friggin’ man- 
dolin on it, for one thing. But its 
pledge — not eternal love, ’cause 
the singer’s not so sure he 
believes in an afterlife, but simply 
that “these last years of loving 
you/Will be the best years of them 
all” — rings with a warmth and 
an understated grace, devoid of 
cowboy posturing or outlaw mar- 
tyrdom, that bodes well for the 
long and storied career Ness 
undoubtedly has in front of him. 
“For if I were to live here without 
you/That’d be the greatest sin of 
them all,” he sings. Ness is the 
sort of guy who pulled a pseudo- 
Robert- Mitchum-in-Night-of- 
the-Hunter and tattoo’d the 
words “Love” and “Pain” on his 
knuckles — indicative of his 
story, which has always been 
about the paths less traveled of 
men who play games they know 
they were born to lose. On the 
cover of Solitaire, he shows only 
one hand — the hand he has the 
courage to play — and he shows 
it knowing the deck’s always been 
stacked against him. &

The French pop of Jane Birkin and Zazie 
BY MICHAEL FREEDBERG “I've the keys 


to paradise!/Me, who never won anything!”,

exclaims France’s Jane Birkin — now a 30- 
year veteran of song and screen — in “Les 


clés du paradis,” 


at the beginning of her new | 


A la légére (Philips France). This is quite a 
change of scene for the British actress who 


first became famous through the 
softcore sex of Serge 
Gainsbourg’s 1969 international 
hit “Je t'aime . . . moi non plus,” 
but a timely one. Of all the sen- 
timents in our hearts these days 
— and Birkin is our era’s most 
thoughtful singer of sentiments 
— winning entry to paradise 
when one’s never won anything 
is at least as catholic a hope as 
the desire for great sex. Indeed, 
given Birkin’s personal history, 
her holding the keys to paradise 
certainly encompasses sex — 
except that as she phrases it, del- 
icately in that somewhat melan- 
choly and little bit joyous, quiv- 
ery high soprano that marks her, 
the keys to paradise she finds 
herself holding surpass the keys 
to sex, whatever its joys. She 
sings the song as if she were dis- 
covering, for the very first time, 
that she is alive — and how pre- 
cious that is. 

It may seem odd that Birkin, 
now in her 50s, can speak con- 
vincingly of first feeling alive. 
But she has it right. Just about 
every song she has recorded 
(and certainly all the known 
ones, a collection of which can 
be heard on the Philips France 
CD Actrices — Jane Birkin: 
Quoi) was written by 
Gainsbourg. She was his favorite 
muse, and he hers. But 
Gainsbourg is dead now, and the 
12 songs on A la légére draw for 
the first time upon songwriters 
of Birkin’s own choosing. 

And what songwriters! Three 
generations of French variété’s 
most eloquent lyricists con- 
tribute one song apiece — from 
Claude Miossec, Francoise 
Hardy, and Nilda Fernandez to 
Alain Souchon, Alain Chamfort 
(who helped pen “Les clés du 
paradis”), Etienne Daho, Marc 
Lavoine, Zazie, and MC Solaar. 
Souchon, Daho, Lavoine, and 
Zazie come from the funk and 
rock worlds, and MC Solaar 
made his name in rap. But 
Birkin’s wispy whisper rides all 
their rhythms. The music 
changes, she doesn’t. She dares 
to sing her tiny soprano down 
whatever troubled streets the 
music takes her, toughly. And 
she needs all her inner tough- 
ness to sing difficult songs like 
Lavoine’s “Simple en frangais,” 
a bilingual pun, Gainsbourg 
style, about the double difficul- 
ties of living single, and the dark 
blues, internally rhymed, of 
Claude Miossec’s “Les 
avalanches.” (An Alpine winter 
full of tragic snowslides has 
given this particular song a terri- 
fying new meaning.) 

The millions who bought 
Birkin’s previous CD, Versions 
Jane, and her 1992 live double 
set Je suis venu te dire que je m’n 
vais (both on Philips France) 








have already heard her sing the 
hardest rock, soul, and blues as 
tiny as she likes — in a voice as 
imperious and shocking as 
Robert Plant’s banshee falsetto 
sailing over a Zeppelin hardline. 
They’ve also heard her voice 
probe the introversions of quiet 
songs without frightening them 
away, and certainly if she’s to 
coax the intricate emotional 
secrets out of A la légére’s droll 
songs — Souchon’s Chic-like 
title track, Zazie’s “C’est comme 
ga,” and Hardy’s “La pleine 


lune,” for example — she must 
speak discreetly and work 
patiently. 


For such an approach she can 
hardly look to American pop, 
with its bombast and its instant 
gratification. The jaded irony of 
Suzanne Vega won’t work (too 
New York), not the scented 
drama of Fiona Apple (too mall- 
ish), even less the can-dos of 
Sheryl Crow. Birkin is never 
sure, when she begins a soft 
song, that she can do, any more 
than Little Richard is sure when 
he reaches for one of those high 
notes that he’ll hit it. Because 
uncertainty of success is a theme 
of Birkin’s singing, we care 
about it, as deeply as we cared 
about the shortfalls of Little 
Richard. 

Still, just as Little Richard 
stretches beyond himself, Birkin 
takes more time than she has in 
a brief song, inching toward the 
issue at hand. One part of an 
emotion at a time, her soprano 
sketches its way, almost visually, 
through the words. Those 
who’ve seen Jacques Rivette’s 
four-hour film La belle noiseuse 
(1992), which dramatizes the 
interactions between a painter 
and his naked model, and in 
which Birkin plays the painter’s 
wife, can appreciate the way in 
which she uses the powers of 
sight to gain vocal insight into 
songs that guard their privacy, 
without resorting to deception. 
On A la légére, as opposed to the 
practice of American pop, lying 
is never a strategy. Birkin does, 
however, speculate about falsity 
in “Si tout était faux,” a dreamy 
piece of Europop as understated 
as any diva drama you'll ever 
hear. 

Birkin’s art (and thus the 
songs on A la légére) now draws 
attention in the US because of 
the growing fad for lounge 
music. Gainsbourg’s oeuvre has 
benefitted posthumously from 
this "90s trend. But no music 
could be less like exotica than 
Birkin’s. She has nothing to do 
with the badly chromed rhythms 
and oily singing that have made 
Jounge a momentarily amusing 
bad joke. Just the opposite. 
Bittersweet percussion blues like 
“Trouble,” the tricky dream pop

of “La bulle,” and the sighing 
melody and pillow talk of 
Solaar’s “Love Slow Motion” 
draw upon soul music, an 
American idiom that has long 
been there for those with the 
ears to hear it. In soul, right- 
eousness is a given, candor a 
necessity, and take-your-time 
the entrée to bliss. It was bliss 
that Birkin and Gainsbourg 
trusted when they sang their 
own off-stage love affair into the 
bedroom sex vignette that was 
“Je t'aime... ,” a song that was 
a hit in the same year that the 
sweet falsetto soul ballads done 
by vocal groups like the 
Moments, Stylistics, | and 
Delfonics began to take over the 
pop charts. “Love Slow Motion” 
revives the almost forgotten style 
of bliss present in “Je 
t'aime . . . ” without quoting 
even one note of it. What is more 
to the point of Birkin’s art, how- 
ever, is how she sings it: in a 
voice short of breath that seems 
to break in two as it phrases the 
lyric against a reflective, melodic 


| undertone. 


There seem to be two Jane 
Birkins working this song — 
the present singer assured of 
her message and an off-stage 
one who doubts that everything 
is as okay as it sounds. In US 
pop this sort of double imagery 
would be expressed by irony, by 
the sense that things are never 
what they seem. But Birkin sim- 
ply sings the facts of her life as 
a British-born actress enjoying 











a French career as a variété star 
— a life in which, as her song 
says, she’s found herself hold- 
ing the keys to a lot of people’s 
paradises, and to hers. That is 
discovery, not irony. Her voice 
accents and proves her double 
nature: as she turns her sopra- 
no into and through a melody, 
you hear that thin high note 
veering to the light side with a 
melancholy edge. It is a two- 
sided soprano that is hers 
alone. 

Nowhere in US pop do you 
find art and life reinforcing one 
another purely in song like 
this. The range of funk-jazzy 
and folk-rock expressions 
Birkin inhabits suggest Ani 
DiFranco, but Birkin is pro- 
foundly urbane where 
DiFranco is cutely brattish. 
DiFranco sings about herself. 


| Birkin sings about the external 


world. The _ in-your-face 
DiFranco does battle with city 
life. Birkin dwells in it, ill at 
ease, dark sometimes and, in 
Zazie’s “C’est comme ga,” 


| carefully pensive. But not too 


withdrawn to become, in “Love 
Slow Motion,” as believing and 
blissed out as she’s ever been. 


BY CHOOSING to record a 
Zazie song, Jane Birkin has 
directed her audience’s attention

female talent. Zazie’s new Made 
in Love (PolyGram France), her 
second CD, is a 12-song session 
done in much the same ballad-

funk and rock-sweet styles that 
Birkin uses. But there are differ- 
ences. First, the much younger 
Zazie sings without any hint of a 
double existence. Her soprano is 
fuller in its softness. It’s a voice 
of bliss without second 
thoughts. Second, Zazie bor- 
rows hooks, instrumentation, 
and rhythms more directly from 
British synth-pop, melodies 
from American alternative rock, 
and noise riffs from European 
techno. It’s a bit strange to hear 
these genres set into the blissful 
dreamworld of variété, and posi- 


| tively exotic to find them back- 


dropping, in “Cyber” and 
“Stop,” Zazie’s satirical side. 
Zazie displays an intelli- 
gence at least as alert as 
Birkin’s, and perhaps more com- 
plete. 

The romantic idealism of the 
mathematical precision of

MARILYN MANSON: 
CHAIRMAN OF 
THE BORED 


With the room noticeably not full, 
Marilyn Manson’s performance 
seemed — despite all the trappings of 
spectacle: fire, confetti, expensive 
props — distant and perfunctory at 
the Worcester Centrum a week ago 
Friday. It was blandly entertaining on 
the scale of, say, network television. 
The guy ascends to the stage in a 
motorized techno-crucifix of video 
monitors (which has the ability to 
erupt into flames on cue) — didn’t 
that gimmick lapse out of circulation 
before alien androgyny? 

The costume changes and doodads 
came fast and furious, most of them 
recycled from previous tours — a col- 
lection of scenes from past triumphs. 
There was the puppet tyrant’s podium 
and fascist regalia from the Antichrist 
Superstar days, the slutty-showgrrrl 
outfits, the keyboard player with the 
Flock-of-Seagulls haircut. The only 
time Manson and his spooky kids 
looked truly energized was during a 
mini-set in the guise of their arena- 
glam alter ego, Omega and the 
Mechanical Animals, which show- 
cased their most potent arena-rock 
artillery: “Rock Is Dead,” “The Dope 
Show,” and “I Don’t Like the Drugs 
(But the Drugs Like Me),” the latter 
unveiled with the help of a Vegas-scale 
neon sign that would be familiar to 
anyone who caught the band’s perfor- 
mance last year at Lowell’s Tsongas 
Arena. Only here — an androgynous 


catty on-stage bickering between 
Manson and Love; had she stuck it 
out, this could have been one of those 
legendary rock feuds. There’s nothing 
like such a feud to ignite the partici- 
pants’ will to outperform; Manson 
versus Love could’ve been the heavy- 
weight bout of the decade. As it was, 
Manson had no ready targets to 
antagonize save the crowd, who were 
all too easy to please.

ASIAN DUB 
FOUNDATION: . 
DRUM ’N’ QAWAALI 
ELECTRO-PUNK 


By the time the five members of 
London’s Asian Dub Foundation 
squeezed onto the Middle East stage a 
week ago Monday and lit the potent 
political fuse on what they called “one 
thousand years of Indian punk,” the 
dub that’s drilled into the ground floor 
of their combustible jungle-core tene- 
ments had already been taken on an 
ear-twisting international trip. LA‘s 
red-locked DJ Hive, hunched over two 
turntables and looking like the fifth 
Korn, started the night with the future 
that dub created, firing off decibel- 
crunching drum-and-bass breakbeat 
sprays and cross-fading rhymes from 
Divine Styler and Freestyle Fellowship. 
Japan’s Audio Active, who in the past 
have produced colorful and campy (if 
forgettable) dub excursions into 
Eastern spirituality and outer space, 
came out sounding more like an Osaka

rock star dressed up as an androgy- 
nous rock star — did the music and 
spectacle achieve escape velocity. 

The band often seemed bored. And 
even if Manson appeared semi- 
engaged, he had the look of a man 
whose last attempt at provocation had 
been the denial of provocation (his 
now infamous “shock is all in your 
head” line from “Rock Is Dead”) yet 
still finds himself stuck trying to fulfill 
an audience that demands to be 
shocked. So it was that he resorted to 
the rote acts of cornered exhibition- 
ists: he showed a whole lot of ass and 
a little scrotum; he baited the cops. It 
was here that one felt most acutely the 
absence of Courtney Love, who was 
to have co-headlined this tour with 
Hole but dropped out less than 
halfway through the engagement. By 
all reports, the early dates were full of 





noise squad doing dub covers of 
Minutemen songs. Echoing rim shots, 
plodding bass lines, and hair-metal 
guitar riffs kept you appropriately 
genre-confused while oracular Lee 
Perry samples and_ indecipherable 
vocal screams about “the formula” 
made you think the band had beaten 
Keanu to the matrix. 

“Dub is the preacher, jungle is the 
teacher” is the unofficial Asian Dub 
Foundation motto, and once they 
unleashed the edgy racial love-in of 
“Black/White,” ADF used both to do 
both: preaching against Union Jack 
nationalism and anti-Asian racism and 
teaching through DAT beat blasts, 
subcontinent samples, and live bass- 
guitar-drum explosives. The spritelike 
Deeder bounced across the stage in 
full pissed-off yard-MC mode while 
leapfrogging between Johnny Rotten

rants and Sizzla chats and dropping 
lines about the “digital underclass” as 
if the future of urban re-structuring 
depended on it. ADF mostly stuck to 
the best moments from last year’s 
London CD Rafi’s Revenge (climaxing 
with the ecstatic surf-jungle rush of 
“Buzzin’ ” and the angry social justice 
shouts of “Free Saptal Ram”), along 
with some new manifestos (“Will the 
Real Great Britain Please Step 
Forward?”) and their tradition-twist- 
ed drum ’n’ qgawaali makeover of 
Nusrat Fateh Ali Khan’s “Taa Deem.” 
But most of all, it was a night for 
jungle jump-ups to inherit the transat- 
lantic political birthright of punk. 
ADF dedicated “Naxalite” (with its 
Bengali peasant chants of “We’re tak- 
ing the power and the land is ours”) to 
Amadou Diallo, railed against legisla- 
tive “Hypocrites,” and made cracks 
about the Boston Tea Party — all 
minus the clueless stadium spectacali- 
ty of Rage Against the Machine’s 
Mumia mob and the Beastie’s 
Tibetfests. They kept it small, focused, 
and fierce: ideological music for a 
post-ideological planet.

SOULS OF 
MISCHIEF: 
HIERO-MANIA 


If you’re a veteran hip-hop crew with- 
out a major label, how do you keep the 
dream alive? For Souls of Mischief 
and the rest of Oakland’s 
Hieroglyphics crew — an extended 
family of geeky, crafty, wordy MCs, 
all picked-to-click in the optimistic 
heyday of early-’90s “conscious hip- 
hop,” all seasoned by abortive stints in 
the corporate-rap trenches and reborn 
as indie playas — it’s all about sweat. 
Figuratively and literally — after the 
Souls’ performance a week ago 
Tuesday at the Middle East, de facto 
band leader Tajai went straight from 
the stage to the T-shirt table, where he 
commiserated with fans and hawked 
Hiero merchandise without stopping 
to towel off. 

Souls burned their bridges at Jive 
Records in the mid ’90s, after their 
disgruntled sophomore release, No 
Man’s Land, tanked. But a sizable cult 
following, particularly among West 
Coast skateboarders, has sustained 
them way past their presumed com- 
mercial shelf life — their current tour 
is co-sponsored by the hip-hop-lean- 
ing snow/skate mag Strength. 

The fact that Souls could pack ’em 
in at the Mideast on a Tuesday was no 
small testament to the power of the 
Hiero cult. The mostly white, mostly 
hoodie-sweatshirt-clad crowd filled in 
the hooks on classics like “Never No 
More” without prompting and 
cheered immortal lines like “I find it 
fun to smash MCs into fine bits” 
(from “That’s When Ya Lost,” off the 
group’s acclaimed debut, 93 ‘til 
Infinity). Guest D] Apollo particle- 
accelerated classic drum breaks into 
an endless string of rhythmic money 
shots during his mid-set beat-juggling 
solo; Souls outro’d with a sing-along 
rendition of Infinity's anthemic, 
teenage-kicks title track; and the 
assembled believers skated home with 
their faith restored. 

Openers Rubberroom played a 
brief-but-explosive set — backed by a 
gas-masked DJ Stizo, the Chicago duo 
took tracks from their new aggro- 
intellectual Architechnology (3-2-1) to 
the stage with enough hungry energy 
to freeze your average underground 
upstarts in their Lugz. But the night’s 
biggest star was local hero Mr. Lif, 
who swigged a Rolling Rock, clowned 
his DJ (“It’s Fakts’ birthday — he just 
turned 85 today,”), and ripped the 
mike like an overeducated video-store 
clerk spittin’ hard-won knowledge, 
making reference to Kosovo and 
Keyser Soze and _ punctuating 
freestyles with a Rasta-ish “Undastand 
dat!” Cult-building quotable: “I make 
MCs Neil like Diamond because 
they’re Sissy like Spacek.”

notably) LaBelle were all 
earth-bound realists. 

I wonder what Bell 
made of “Space 
Children,” the Nona 
Hendryx—penned song 
on Nightbirds (Epic) that 
LaBelle released the 
same year as Standing on 
the Verge of Gettin’ It On 
and two years before the 
mothership landed on P-Funk’s landmark 
“Earth Tour.” Or how it struck him that at 
the same time P-Funk were throwing a 
“Black Hole” party and creating the uni- 
verse, Hendryx was busy dreaming the 
same galaxial abysses into her own shining 
stars of escape on LaBelle’s 1975 tune 
“Black Holes in the Sky.” 

“A Man in a Trenchcoat (Voodoo),” a 
song Hendryx wrote for LaBelle’s 1976 
Chameleon (Epic), is the only LaBelle track 
included on Transformation, Razor & Tie’s 
new compilation of Hendryx’s solo work. 
It’s filed last but should come first: the final 
act of her reign as LaBelle’s wordspinner of 
sexual come-ons, declarations of indepen- 
dence, and otherworldly wild-side walks, 
and the beginning of her more chequered 
’80s solo career as a transracial experimen- 
talist who dabbled in rock, metal, new- 
wave soul, and Bill Laswell—helmed elec- 
tro-funk and earned a Best Female Vocalist 
Grammy nomination for the 1985 song 
“Rock This House” — a coup for a black 
woman with aspirations outside of R&B 
divahood. 

In “A Man in a Trenchcoat (Voodoo),” 
Hendryx looks to Haiti for her sci-fi cos- 
mology and meets a magic being who 
guides her “into another land” of voodoo 
where time stops and she can walk on rain- 
drops. People tell her she 
has a “disorder,” but 
Hendryx has only done 
what so many black women 
artists before and after her 
have: imagined a new world 
as a strategy for living in 
this one. “It’s just an all-girl 
band,” LaBelle frontwoman 
Patti LaBelle had already 
explained, “dealing with the 
facts and the pain.” 

Indeed, Hendryx was a 
sci-fi vodoun priestess, a 
“magical melanin gyn” (to 
borrow poet Tracie Morris’s 
phrase) way before penning 
“Trenchcoat.” Ever since 
1971, when she and Patti 
LaBelle and Sarah Dash 
parachuted out of the sky as 
LaBelle on their first album 
— released the same year 
that an Afro’d and gun-tot- 
ing Rosalind Cash helped 
Chariton Heston crucify 
himself in The Omega Man 
— Hendryx has been writ- 
ing and singing songs of 
speculative fiction. Take the 
1975 LaBelle album 
Phoenix (Epic), where 
Hendryx gave us both the

story of a “Cosmic Dancer” and the title 
track, subtitled “The Amazing Flight of a 
Lone Star,” a mythical micro-epic of a 
blues singer who morphs herself into a 
shooting star headed for another galaxy. 
Her solo compilation is appropriately 
named after “Transformations,” her 1983 
celebration of changeling identity. “Change 
your sex/change your skin,” she demanded, 
“we're just transformations, variations, alter- 
ations, deviations.” Nona the futuristic fencer

digi-funk. Nona praising 
“B-Boys” while dressed as 
a Tron soul cyborg with 
metallic face paint and a 
dorsal-finned skull cap. 

In fact, when LaBelle 
made space the place and 
left white glam rockers to 
languish in the excesses 
of earth, it was Nona 
who always looked the 
most convincing, as if her studded breast 
plates, plumed headdresses, and winged 
astronaut bikinis weren’t simply costumes 
(outfits that Whoopi could just slip in and 
out of at the Oscars) but something closer 
to alternate, altered selves — “deviations” 
that only multiplied the possibilities of her 
present.

Tape Op and video sounds 


My friend Margaret sent me a CD-R a few months ago 
with a new track she’d recorded called “SuperBreakout” 
— a very high-concept techno piece, she explained. It 


sure was: three minutes of Margaret playing 
the old “SuperBreakout” Atari game 
reduced to an audio track. It sounded great. 
The pings, blips, and buzzes at not-quite- 
random intervals, the coruscating sequences 
of glassy beeps when the ball got caught 
above the wall. This was some of the earliest 
electronic music my generation was exposed 
to, and in retrospect it can be seen as a huge 
influence on a lot of the techno that’s come 
after it. 

Electronic dance and video-game music 
have evolved along parallel but separate 
tracks, though. Musicfor 
games isn’t dance music: | 
it’s repetitive, and it can | 
be extended infinitely (or | 
as long as a player 
remains on a given level 
of a game), but melody is 
a lot more important to it 
than rhythm. The people ez

Lucky Kitchen have picked up on ae Nideo- 


techno connection and its subtleties and 
brought them to light on a superb compila- 
tion, Blip, Bleep: Soundtracks to Imaginary 
Video Games. It’s pretty irreverent, but it’s 
also well-considered, detailed, and some- 
times spectacularly funny. 

Nick Birmingham & Daniel Beattie’s epic 
“Trashcan Dan” sets the disc’s tone. The liner 
notes, which appear in full only on the label’s 
Web site at www.luckykitchen.com, describe 
what your trash-man hero has to do on each 
level of the game (“Collect the garbage from 
the fairground, but avoid Norman Cook and 
his mechanical monkeys!”). The music 
matches the descriptions, from the goofy 
haunted-house soundtrack to the goofier col- 
lision/shoot-the-bad-guy sound effects that 
spice the mix at random intervals. A few 
tracks are just straight-up electronic home- 
brew, but most get into the spirit of the thing, 
from the Vocoderized voice at the end of 
Soundcard’s “Thula” announcing “Game 
over” to the 20-year-old Pong noises all over 
the experimental-techno of Blitter & 
Hrvatski’s “Nuclear Cats Get New Home.” 
Others come up with meta-video game

wailing and spattering noises that defective or 
half-inserted Atari cartridges make to gener- 
ate the basic tracks for their recordings. 
Bonus points for the packaging: initial copies 
arrived in a hand-sewn cloth pocket, and 
more recent ones come in a custom-printed 
cocktail napkin. 


LARRY CRANE’S brilliant ’zine Tape Op 
has been covering the fun side of recording 
music for three years, featuring interviews 
with the likes of the Apples in Stereo and 
Guided by Voices’ Robert Pollard about 
how they get their songs 
onto tape, stories on indie- 
rock studio engineers, tips 
on microphones and four- 
track gear for musicians 
on a budget, articles about 
how to modify cheap old 
equipment, and album 
reviews that focus more on 
engineering and produc- 
tion than on the songs and performances. 
Crane also runs a_ studio, Jackpot! 
Recording, in Portland, Oregon, where he’s 
engineered sessions by Quasi, Pavement, 
and other indie bands. His attitude is that, 
as much fun as it is to play with fancy gear, 
it’s much better to know how to get an 
interesting recording with whatever’s at 
hand. 

Tape Op used to appear every three 
months like clockwork, so when it missed an 
issue, its fans feared the worst. Now it’s 
back, larger and longer, and augmented by 
color ads for various kinds of recording gear. 
Crane’s still editing it, but there’s a new pub- 
lisher taking care of the business end: And all 
you need do to get a subscription, it appears, 
is send an e-mail with your name and 
address to pwestny@aol.com — a good deal! 

The new issue features some of the biggest 
names that have appeared in Tape Op so far, 
including interviews with Butch Vig of 
Garbage and DJ Shadow and an article by 
engineer Joanna Bolme about working with 
Elliott Smith at Abbey Road Studios. But 
there’s also some more down-to-earth mater- 
ial: a guide to splicing reel-to-reel tape loops, 
Scott Colburn talking about the “flying micro- 
phone technique” he 
invented for the Sun City 
Girls (swinging two 
mikes in concentric cir- 
cles), and a profile of 
DIY pop cassette home- 
recorder Ray Carmen.

Repackaging Stevie Ray Vaughan

native rock, and to him hip-hop was something the Easter

But Stevie Ray Vaughan was one of the 
greatest American performers of the ’80s. 
That’s hard to explain to those who 
never had a chance to see one of his incen- 
diary concerts. They were exercises in 
complete honesty, unsparing acts of giving 


spiritual devotion to music. 


in which Vaughan fused prodigious tech- 
nique with a spiritual devotion to music 
that seemed to resonate in all of his fat 
singing guitar notes. It shone in his face 
when his eyes closed and he brayed out the 
lyrics to a song by Howlin’ Wolf or one of 
his own torn-from-the-heart numbers. 

Utterly devoid of irony, pushing every 
ounce of energy out of his bony body, 
Vaughan was always out to entertain — 
relying on tricks like the behind-the-back 
picking he’d learned in his years on the 
Texas roadhouse circuit — and to touch 
people. To him, the stage was a pulpit, and 
he preached the joy and love of the blues 
until he died at age 35, in a helicopter 
crash, on August 27, 1990. 

Vaughan’s work within what the late crit- 
ic Robert Palmer once termed “the church 
of the sonic guitar” has just been com- 
memorated on the new The Real Deal: 
Greatest Hits Vol. 2 (Epic) and in the reis- 
sue of four of his albums: his debut, Texas 
Flood; Couldn’t Stand the Weather; Soul to 
Soul; and In Step (all on Epic/Legacy). In 
particular the previously unissued live 
tracks included on Texas Flood, Soul to 
Soul, and In Step help explain why in just 
seven years as a recording artist this adopt- 
ed son of Austin was almost single-handed- 
ly responsible for the ’80s and ’90s resur- 
gence in the popularity of the blues. It was 
Robert Cray who recorded the blues 
revival’s first hit in March 1987 with 
“Smoking Gun,” but it was Vaughan who 
captivated arena-loads of people with his 
performances. 

If not for the additional recordings, the 
merit of reissuing these albums less than a 
decade after Vaughan’s death would be

slight. The expanded liner notes don’t add 
much to his canon. And the CDs’ sonic dif- 
ferences might be lost on unattuned ears. 
Mostly Vaughan’s amplifier tones sound 
more live and present than on the originals, 
and his vocals are better defined. The sec- 
ond Greatest Hits volume is pure- 
ly a marketing exercise, though it 
does rescue fans from having to 
search for the hideous Back to the 
Beach soundtrack to get 
Vaughan’s duel with Dick Dale 
on “Pipeline.” Vaughan released 
only six albums in his lifetime — 
not enough for two hits collec- 
tions without filler like “Empty 
Arms,” “Shake for Me,” and 
“Wall of Denial.” 

But a live medley of Jimi 
Hendrix’s “Little Wing” and 
“Third Stone from the Sun” 
transforms Soul to Soul from an 
album that in 1985 represented a 
creative holding pattern for 
Vaughan into a sizzling document 
of his spontaneous creativity. 
Like the greatest blues players — 
including Hendrix himself — 
Vaughan sticks to the architecture 
of the songs and then injects his 
own gritty persona. His slight 
melodic variations in “Little 
Wing” yield to layers of effects 
and feedback in “Third Stone,” 
which climaxes in a spraying 
fountain of sound that oscillates 
from speaker to speaker, swelling 
to what seem like unconquerable 
dimensions as the number comes 
to its volume-sodden end. What’s 
brilliant is that this essay in 
Vaughan’s distillation of 
Hendrix’s approach comes right 
after a bonus interview segment 
in which Stevie Ray extols the 
virtues of Jimi’s playing. There’s 
also the slide-guitar instrumental 
“Slip Slidin’ Slim,” valuable mostly because 
Vaughan was under-recorded on slide. 

The earnest energy with which Vaughan 
approached his career is caught in the 
additions to Texas Flood. Live takes of that 
album’s “Testify” and “Mary Had a Little 
Lamb” are raw and bristling. So is the 
Lonnie Mack instrumental “Wham!”, from 
the same 1983 Hollywood concert. But 
Texas Flood was already a pillar of 
Vaughan’s legacy, portraying him as a 
hard-nosed blues purist in tributes to influ- 
ences Latry Davis (author of “Texas 
Flood”), Buddy Guy, and Albert King. 
There’s even a suggestion of the jazz- 
fueled complexity that would infuse his 
later work in the instrumental “Lenny.” 

The studio outtake of “Tin Pan Alley” 
that’s been added to Texas Flood pales 
next to his definitive reading of the aching 
slow-blues barn burner on Couldn’t Stand 
the Weather, which itself now includes 
four unreleased numbers from the origi- 
nal’s 1984 sessions. The best are a rough- 
house take of Freddie King’s “Hideaway” 
and a ripping slide-guitar rundown of 
Buddy Guy’s “Give Me Back My Wig” — 
both worthwhile homages. Finally, there’s 
In Step, Vaughan’s last solo album, 
recorded when he was at his peak. Even 
without the addition of the four com- 
pelling live performances from the In Step 
tour, this CD is a beacon of blues-rock 
perfection. It remains the work of a man 
on top of his craft and, after defeating a 
decades-long booze and drug problem, on 
top of his life. 

A year later he’d be dead. And his work 
would be such stuff as legends — and reis-

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The cult of Ray 


A tribute for Northampton’s Mason 


When it comes time to write his life story, Ray Mason’s 
going to have an easy time summing it all up. “I was born. 
I started playing in the mid ’60s. I’ll keep playing until I 


die. That’s it. Kind of a simple life. I’m 
going to go until I drop, and I’ll go down 
face-forward, hitting one of those big 
twangy chords.” 

Mason isn’t just a rock-and-roll lifer 
but a man who truly lives for the stuff. 
He’s equally obsessive as a fan and player. 
“My back room is just full of records, and 
I listen to music all the time. I still have 
45s that I’ve been playing since 1959. 
When I go to sleep at night 
I think of about 40 or 50 
albums that I’d like to hear. 
Then I wake up and listen 
to something else.” 

Like many local players, 
he started by distributing 
homemade demo _ tapes 
and evolved to a position 
of indie-label cultdom. 
The only difference is that 
Mason, who turns 49 this 
year, started distributing those tapes back 
in 1982. And his indie career — which 
includes 60s roots in Holyoke-based 
garage bands and a stint as bass player 
with fusionaire Michael Gregory — now 
covers three decades. 

“He was an indie-rocker before that 
phrase was coined,” notes Pete Weiss, the 
local artist/producer who’s one of 18 
contributors to the new Ray Mason trib- 
ute album, Jt’s Heartbreak That Sells (Tar 
Hut). The tribute coincides with the 
release of Mason’s new band album, 
Castanets (on his own Wormco label). “I 
grew up in Holyoke,” Weiss explains, “so 
I’ve known him since I was a kid — I 
always looked up to him as the guy that 
could really do it. And I liked his persis- 
tence. Not that Ray’s that old, but he’s a

few years older than me. So when I was 
15, I just admired him for sticking to it 
and staying true to his craft.” 

It’s Heartache That Sells proves that 
Mason’s regard goes well beyond western 
Massachusetts. Although many of its con- 
tributors hail from that area (Steve 
Westfield and Cheri Knight are ~ the 
biggest names), there are also some 
familiar names from Boston (Charlie 
Chesterman, Incredible 
Casuals) and beyond. 
New York _ alterna- 
country honcho Eric 
Ambel leads off the disc 
with the title track, 
which comes_ out 
sounding like a John 


Mason’s _ best-known 
tunes, “Missyouville,” 
is handled by his some- 
time touring partners, Ohio roots-rock 
oddballs the Ass Ponys. 

“We played a few shows with his band 
and really admired him,” Ass Ponys front- 
man Chuck Cleaver acknowledges from 
his home in Bethel, Ohio. “They’re fuck- 
ups and we’re fuck-ups, so we got along. 
I suppose we’re kindred spirits because 
we both play crummy, falling-apart gui- 
tars — not because it’s hip to like 
Silvertones now, we just love to play the 
damn things. Not to sound hoky, but he’s 
a down-to-earth guy and that’s excellent. 
Plus he’s a good songwriter, and that’s an 
oddity these days. I think his stuff is clas- 
sic and well written. We’d actually been 
doing ‘Missyouville’ before this album 
came up.

lectors. On tour he’d always 
bring up some obscure thing and 
I'd say, ‘Yeah, I got that.’ And 
everyone else would be saying, 
“What a couple of freaks.’ Plus, 
he’s an old guy and so are we. 
So what’s not to like?” 

Mason himself seems a little 
embarrassed by the attention. 
For him, getting the tribute 
album was like being thrown a 
surprise party — you can tell 
your friends are up to some- 
thing, but you’re not sure what. 
“I wasn’t supposed to know it 
was happening, but even my 
wife was in on it. And people 
leaked it to me — I’d hear 
things like, ‘Someone just 
recorded one of your songs — 
was it for that tribute thing?’ 
Sure, it’s a flattering thing that 
all these people wanted to do my 
songs. They could have said no. 
And who knows, maybe some 
people did. I like hearing the 
different approaches on the 
album — the King Radio song 
is almost Cars-ish. And Eric 
Ambel’s track sounds like Chris 
Whitley to me. I think my own 
version sounds wimpy by com- 
parison.” 

Given the time Mason’s put 
in, it seems silly to conclude he’s 
finally coming into his own, but 
Castanets suggests that’s indeed 
the case. Its songwriting sur- 
passes what’s on the tribute 
album. In the past Mason’s been 
so much a music fan that even 
his best songs sounded like 
rewrites of something else. But 
here he’s got a more distinctive 
voice. It helps that he currently 
has a hot band including a cou- 
ple of former Scud Mountain 





Boys, whose countryish sound 
suits his voice better than the 
pure pop of old. 

“Over the years I’ve been con- 
sidered power-pop or rootsy- 
rock, and they’ve both been true. 
But I always call the band a 
rock-and-roll band. The perfect 
example for me would be 
NRBQ, the kind of swing they 
have. They put the roll with the 
rock for sure.” And they share 
Mason’s veteran status. “I’ve 
been in for the long haul since 
the 60s. I never went to college, 
I just got out of high school in 
1968 and went on tour with a 
band, the Buck _ Rogers 
Movement. I can remember 
playing six nights a week in 
Rock Island, Illinois, six sets a 
night, 9 p.m. to 3 a.m.” 

So it’s surprising that Mason 
didn’t wind up in a bigger music 
town, even a nearby one like 
Boston, to further his career. “I 
lived in Boston for about a year 
once, but otherwise I never saw 
the reason. I have some good 
friends here, and I don’t know if 
moving would have done me 
much good anyway.” 

So he’s content to be a big fish 
in a small pond? “Yeah, but I’m 
not a big fish. I’m just a guy who 
plays music.”

** Underworld, BEAUCOUP 
FISH (JBO/V2). iggy Pop wasn't 
the only genre that enjoyed a 
fleeting resurgence in the wake of 
the 1996 film Trainspotting — the 
“Lust for Life"~anchored sound- 
track also gave a momentary 
boost to the British rave music of 
Underworld's “Born Slippy.” Iggy 
is Iggy — a known quantity. But 
Underworld are a different story. 
Originally a late-'8O0s English 
synth-pop outfit, Underworld 
mutated into an _ advert- 
agency/beat chemistry collective 
(featuring programmers Kari Hyde 
and Rick Smith and DJ Darren 
Emerson) just in time to capitalize 
on generation ecstasy's need for 
anonymous all-night aerobiciz- 
able workout grooves in 1993. 
The cold architecture’ of 
Beaucoup Fish, the trio's third full- 
length as electronicists, is no 
fresher-sounding than synth-pop 
was by ‘88, what with Cassius 
now bringing disco heat back to 
the dance floor and Fatboy Slim's 
big beats signaling a return to 
familiar rock/pop formalities. But it 
is a virtuoso display of program- 
ming chops that segues effort- 
lessly between the moody 
ambiance of “Push Downstairs” 
and the slippery drum 'n’ bass of 
“Something like Mama,” the 
Teutonic pulse of “King of Snake” 
and the soothing chill-out of 
“Winjer,” with enough spoken- 
word verse sprinkled throughout 
to make them all feel like real 
songs, and one tune, “Bruce Lee,” 
that's almost short, quirky, and 
catchy enough to work on the 
radio or, maybe, just another 
soundtrack.

The thing 
about Van Morrison is that it ain't 
what he says but the way that he 
says it, like the dozen or so repe- 
titions of the phrase “on a golden 
autumn day” on this new disc's 
closer, Van never doing it quite 
the same twice, landing on the 
long vowels with urgency, then 
resignation, but always with the 
faith that his ample incantatory 
powers will transform the mun- 
dane words into something soulful 
and deep. It often works. Good 
thing, too, because lyrics have 
long ceased to be one of his 
strong points, having settled into a 
kind of dour plain-speak (the hap- 
piest-sounding song _ here, 
“Precious Time,” has the lines 
“She's so beautiful but she's going 
to die some day/Everything in life 
just passes away”) dotted with 
awkwardly integrated references 
to heavy cultural signposts — this 
time out it’s the Philosopher's 
Stone, Chet Baker, and William 
Blake. And the thing about 
Morrison's studio albums, at least 
those of the last two decades, is 
that they tend to be so damn 
tasteful, with the singer only rarely 
breaking out from the rather deli- 
cate arrangements. Back on Top 
is no exception, and you wait in 
vain for the kind of transcendent 
peaks he still achieves on his live 
albums. He comes close when he 
hits that “autumn day” groove, but 
for the rest it's offhandedly soulful, 
standard Van.

Celeda made the “ultimate and 
courageous decision to live as a 
transvestite,” as the CD's publicity 
states. Because it'll get her plenty 
of media attention, maybe even 
sell the CD. But as a singer she 
just doesn't cut it. Her narrow- 
ranging, wooden vocals lack the 
distinctiveness of other dance- 
floor divas’: the grace of Joi 
Cardwell, the fire of Sabrina 
Johnston, Loleatta Holloway's 
scream, the muscle of Martha 
Wash. And they certainly don't 
have the choirboy sublimity of 
Sylvester. At her best, in the 
gospel shout “Try Again,” she 
sounds joyously hard and husky, 
but exactly like classic gospel 
singer Dorothy Love Coates. The 
good news is that though the rou- 
tine quality of her singing puts the 
CD's fate entirely in her produc- 
ers’ hands, that's hardly a prob- 
lem when DJs like E-Smoove, 
Cevin Fisher, Mike Dunn, the 
Heavy Hitters, and Danny 
Tenaglia are on hand to boom the 
likes of “Burnin’ Up,” “Happy,” “I'm 
Grateful,” “Messin' with My Mind,” 
and, most deep and dominant of 
all, the anthemic “Be Yourself.”

kkk Joe Henry, FUSE 
(Mammoth). Joe Henry is best 
known to scene makers as 
Madonna's brother-in-law — 
which shouldn't be held against 
him. He's a quirky, world-weary 
singer and a songwriter with a flair 
for appealingly disjointed lyrics 
and powertul if slightly dissonant 
melodies. Fuse boasts a stellar 
line-up of hired hands including 
Daniel Lanois, Jakob Dylan, and 
Wallflowers Rami Jaffee and Greg 
Richling, all of whom add their 
own expert atmospheric touches 
to his rueful pop miniatures. 
Henry is a compelling vocalist, 
sounding at times a bit like Phil 
Collins on belladonna — the pre- 
sentation may be smooth, but 
there's an unsettling edge to his 
voice that gives his soulful croon- 
ing a sinful taint. There are bits of 
the blues, '60s spy-movie sound- 
tracks, hip-hoppy modern rock, 
jazzy trumpet noodling, classy Tin 
Pan Alley piano, and even jovial 
late-night lounge music here. But 
Henry puts a stamp on each 
genre excursion that brings to 
mind a mutant marriage of Hoagy 
Carmichael, Jack Kerouac, and 
Tom Waits.

*1/2 Muzzle, ACTUAL SIZE 
(Reprise). Like the wave of bet- 
ter-known, major-label alterna- 
rock bands who've come before 
them (the Verve Pipe, Toad the 
Wet Sprocket, and Dishwalla, to 
name three), Muzzle make slickly 
polished mainstream pop that's as 
boring as it is agreeable. Although 
not nearly as cloying as any of the 
above-mentioned outfits, Muzzle 
share the same frustrating quality 
of having some good ideas that, 
save for a striking standout track 
or two (“Second Time Around,” 
“Broken Tooth"), don't go any- 
where. With the exception of the 
fizzy Gin Blossoms—esque jaunt 
“Drop the Needle,” even the hired- 
gun New England rhythm section 
of drummer Mike Levesque 
(Talking to Animals, Tracy 
Bonham) and bassist Pete 
Donnelly (Figgs) can't push 
singer-guitarists Ryan Maxwell 
and Wesley Neilson past a pre- 
dictable mid-tempo _ stride. 
“Obvious” is a particularly apt 
song title. And it's not a good sign 
that the vocals of Maxwell and 


Nelson are virtually impossible to 
distinguish. Boasting lots of big 
| guitars and multi-tracked har- 
| monies that are as devoid of per- 
sonality as most of this material, 
Actual Size makes a convincing 
case that more can indeed be 
less.

(Thrill Jockey). The instrumental 
trio Trans Am spent their first 
three albums demonstrating the 
plausibility of one band's playing 
both Led Zeppelin riff rock and 
Kraftwerkian synth-pop. With that 
thesis established, the DC-based 
group don't seem to know what to 
do on the new Futureworld. So 
they add some saxophone, trum- 
pet, and heavily processed vocals 
to their now standard mix of hard- 
driving bass lines, pounding 
drums, and power chords on the 
one hand and analog synth 
bleeps and drum machines on the 
other. None of these ingredients 
has much impact, apart from 
bringing some new texture to the 
songs. 

In the past, moreover, Trans 
Am have been happy to alternate 
between electronic tracks and 
rock tunes in a manner that sug- 
gested there wasn't much differ- 
ence between the two. This time 
they're more intent on fusing the 
rock and electronic elements, 
which makes for a less interesting 
mix. In fact, with the novelty gone, 
you begin to notice that there isn't 





a whole lot holding the songs 
together, so that what once 
seemed like a clever device 
begins to sound predictable and 
played-out.

*** Branford Marsalis Quartet, 
REQUIEM (Columbia). At about 
four and a half minutes into 
Marsalis's new album, the leader 
(on tenor Saxophone) and drummer 
Jeff “Tain” Watts break into a squall 
of bicycling, thundering passion — 
Marsalis all scorching, rhythmic 
deep-tenor rasp, Watts matching 
his phrases volley for volley. If John 
Coltrane and Elvin Jones come to 
mind, so be it. Marsalis isn't about 
inventing a new vocabulary (despite 
his jazz-pop Buckshot LeFonque) 
but about working the modem tradi- 
tion. On Requiem he invests him- 
self in every word of that modem 
vocabulary, constantly playing with 
rhythmic patterns, _ inflections, 
accents, the shined or burred sur- 
face of every note and phrase. 
Long-time collaborators Watts and 
Kenny Kirkland are key here, and 
newcomer Eric Reavis has no trou- 
ble fitting in (Kirkland died before 
the album's completion). Highlights 
aside from the opener (“Doctone,” 
named for Kirkiand) include an 
astute Keith Jarrett tribute (“Lykief’) 
and a piano-less trio (“Elysium”) 
that conjures Sonny Rollins's play- 
ful best.

What distinguishes Joseph 
Vilsmaier's tidy bio-pic about the 
Comedian Harmonists, a real-life 
1930s German singing ensemble, 
from the wide-eyed conceit of 
Roberto Benigni’s Life Is Beautiful is 
Vilsmaier’s refusal to glorify his sub- 
jects’ denial or optimism. From 1927 
to 1935, the partly Jewish 
Harmonists kicked keister as the 
Weimar Era equivalent of the Fab 
Four, a sweet-as-stollen sextet 
whose technical brilliance, ingenious 
arrangements, and silly lyrics sold 
thousands of records and packed 
concert halls. Their rise wasn't entire- 
ly harmonious: the requisite quarrels 
erupt, especially between the Jewish 
Harry Frommermann = (Ulrich 
Noethen) and the Aryan Robert 
Biberti (Ben Becker), who even fall 
for the same earnest university stu- 
dent (Meret Becker). Yet despite the 
apolitical ensemble's renditions of 
such sentimental schmaltz as “Happy 
Days Are Here Again,” the film in no 
way fuels the fantasy that music 
salved Germany's political wounds or 
ultimately sheltered the Harmonists 
from the Nazi horror. On the contrary, 
their naiveté begets their downfall.

Comedian Roberto Benigni’s contro- 
versial Holocaust fable has garnered 
audience awards at Cannes, 
Toronto, and Vancouver plus 
endorsements from groups like the 
Anti-Defamation League; it won the 
Best Jewish Experience Award at the 
Jerusalem Film Fest, the Best 
Foreign Film Oscar from the 
Academy, and the Best Actor Oscar 
for Benigni. The first half describes 
the improbable (in view of the anti- 
Semitic laws) courtship of Guido 
(Benigni), a homely Jewish waiter in 
the Tuscan town of Arezzo, and Dora 
(Nicolette Braschi, Benigni's wife), an 
aristocrat schoolteacher; your reac- 
tion will depend on whether you find 
the utterly goy Benigni's Jerry 
Lewis/Robin Williams-—like antics 
amusing or sophomoric. Cut to five 
years later: Guido and Dora have an 
adorable charcoal-eyed little boy, 
Giosué (Giorgio Cantarini), but the 
Nazis are rounding up Italian Jews, 
and so the whole family are shipped 
off to some unnamed death camp, 
where, to protect Giosué, Guido pre- 
tends it's all a game. The concept is 
well-intentioned and at times even 
moving, but the way Guido capers 
about like the Hogan's Heroes gang 
at Stalag 13 trivializes what hap- 
pened at places like Auschwitz and 
Dachau: no heads are shaved, and 
death takes place off screen. The 
feel-good Final Solution ending 
cheers the survival of a few while 
ignoring the extermination of millions 
— it's a smiley-face Holocaust. See
